the wnloar. But age we not all acknowledge the light of 
Nature to be nmch corrupted ſince the fall of Adam ? how 
zmch more our judgement of morall things ; wherein A- 
riſtotle confe//eth that 4niI«kx, demonſtration is not to Eh...

And if way be 
given t0 mens wanton wils for the gratiſying of corrupt 
affeFions, more breaches than theſe are like to be made vn 
the Decalogue. I have heard that Cartina#Cuſanus un- 
dertooke to juftifie the ſin of Sodome. Sure I nm, amongſt 
the Lacedemonians wives were common © And Brennus 
that Ancient Tuvatler of —_ Nations made profeſſron, 
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that he knew no 0ther Law of Nature but this, that The 
weaker ſhould be in ſubjection to the ſtronger « like 
as King Pyrrhus, in his death-bed, being demanded, who 
ſhould ſucceed bim inthe Kingdom,made anſwer, even He 
whoſe ſword is the longeſt. Carneades 7 thinke was 
the man , who having on a day made a ſingular ſpeech in 


quently to the contrary, ſhewing that there was no juſtice 
at all by the law of nature; everynaturall thing ſeeking to 
maintaine it ſelfe by the deſtruFion of others. $0 the fire 
maintaines it ſelfe by the combuſtion of each combuſtible 
n thing whereuntoit approacheth; and the water overflowes 
all naturally, and beats downe all dammes, it can, to makg 
roome far it ſelfe. And the greateſt Beaſts maintain them-

And Azorius the Jeſuit ir 
his morall Inſtitutions acknowledgeth that Tt 13 moſt a- 
greeable to reaſon,that after ſix work dayes,one day 
ſhould be conſecrated to divine worſhip. The lealt d;- 
wiſton of dayes is into a weeke, the next greater diviſion is 
into a month, the next into a yeare. Now by light of na= 
ture it ſeemes farre more reaſonable, that one day in ſever 
ſhould be imployed in Gods ſervice, than one day in amo- 
neith. Andif a ſeventh part of our time be tobe conſecra- 
ted unto God, better aſeventh day, than a ſeventh part of 

every day, becauſe the worldly occupations of each of #hoſe 
dayes, muſt needs cauſe miſerable diſtraFions Thus yeaſors 
may diſcourſe in probable manner, when God hath gone be= 
fore us to open a way untous. Certainly, when God hath

And therefore they deny 
it ta be moral!, becauſe it bath not evidence by light of na+ 
ture. But was it evident to the Jewes by light of nature,

'  thetrue God of the world and that therefore they onght to 
have noother gods but him? Is it evident by the light ofna- 
Pure that God is not to be worſhippedby an Image? Or if 
naturall evidence hereof faile us in this ftate of corrupt na- 
ture wherein wt are, ſhall theſe lawes be denied ta be the - 
rorall Law of God? yet I nothing doubt but the proportion 
of times allowed for Gads ſervice,mmeh more the perticula- 
rity of the day appointed thereunto, is alterable at th: plea;

Sc- 
condly, then againe, could they have better grounds tor the 
practiſe of thaſe ancient Patriarchs both before;andafter the 
Floud than the Jewes themſelves? I preſume none will be {0 
immodeſt as to afftirme this;and if they had any ſuch evidence, 
it ſtood them upon to produce it, eſpecially in dealing againſt 
the Jewes. Thirdly, they deliver this as a thing undeniable by 
the Jewes themſelves, with whom they deale in this particu- 
lar : but the Jewes had no ſuch faith, as co belceve that the an- 
cient Patriurchs never obſerved the weekly Sabbath.

Philo in his ſecond book of Moſes writing thus, Qu#s ſacrum 


illum diem , per ſingulas hebdomadas recurrentem non honorat ? 
Who doth not honour that holy day. according to the weekely revo- 
lution thereof ? and hee delivers this not of the Jewes onely, 
but of the Greckes and Barbarians, of inhabitants of Mayn- 
land, and Ilands, thoſe of Europe, of Afia, and of the whole 
habitable part of the worldto the very ends thereof. Io/cphres 
1.2. againſt Appien,profeſling that there is noCity of Grecians 
or Barbarians,nor any Nation,to whomthe cuſtomary obſer- 
vation of the ſeventh, whereon the Jewes reſted, had not rea- 
ched. Addeunto this the teſtimony of two Rabbins, men- 
tioned by Bronghton in his Conſent of Scriptures acknow-

If all talke of obſervation of the Jewiſh Sabbath vaniſhed 
not till the daies of Bede,it was 700, years firſt inthe account 
of Bellarmine, And of any reſolutions made by Bede or Da- 
maſcen hereabouts, in D. Prideux ſed, 2. I finde no mention. 
Yet I thinke it likely enough, that both they and Procopirs 
mighe eafily contrive as many reſolutions hereabouts, as 
cither Theodoret upon the twentieth of Ezekiel, or Epiphanins 
againſt the Ebiontes ; - for neither of them in the places men- 
tioned, make any reſolutions on this point at al. He grants the 
Lords day to have beene inſtituted by the Church from the 
Apoſtles dayes, which latter clauſe is an ambiguous phraſe. 
For it may bee applyed to the dayes after the Apoſtles. If in 
the Apoſtles dayes, then undoubtedly it was inſtituted by the 
Apoltles, what fneant hee then to ſay it was inſtituted by the 
Church, and not to bee fo ingenuous as-to confefſe that it 
was inſtituted: by the Apoſtles ? How far off is he from ac- 
knowledging it to have beene inſtituted by the Lord ? yet 
Athanaſius openly profefſeth thus much, Olim cerre priſcis ho= 
minibus \n {ummo pretio Sabbatum fuit, quam quidem ſol: n= 
nitatem Deminus tranſtalit in diem Dominicum, Heretofore 
with men of ol4 time the Sabbath day was in great price : which 
Feſt ivitie truly the Lord hath tranſlated nnto the Lords day, And 
Cyrill in his 12. book on John, chap, 58. confidering the Lords 
appearance a ſecond time on the eighth day, Thomas then bee 
ing prefent, and upon conſideration finding it to haye beene 
: the

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the firſt day of the weeke, concludes thus : Ture igirny ſanfte 
Congregationes die oflavo in Eccleſits fiunt, By right therefore 


_ oly.Congregations in the (hurches are made on the qr day, 


meaning thereby the firſt day of the week, that is the Lords 
day+ and as hee concludeth thus, ſo'nadoubtedly his opini- 
on was,the Apoſtles themſelves did conclude in like manner. 

Now albeit much had beene effe&ed for the abroga«= 
tion: as well of all ſuperſtitious fancies about that day, 
as ofthe day it ſelfe (that isofthe Jewiſty abbath)) by the 
labours: of the: Fathers fore-mentioned, and particularly of 
Damuſeen and venerable Bede among the reſt 3 yet there 
comes in an exception ſomewhat of the nature of a fixth fin- 


ger ; and that is, Saint Gregory tells us notwithſtanding how | 
ſome in Rome were ſo ſuperſtitront in this kinde, that they would. 


neither work wponthe $ , 0 nor ſo much as waſh npon the 
Sunday. So' lictle efftetuall were the labours of Damaſter 


5 and venerable Bede, that they conld not prevent the ſuperſtiti- 


ous fancies of ſome that lived an hundred yearecs before. For 
reg? 'by Bellarmines account dyed in the yeare of our 
* 604+ and D awmaſten lived long after the yeare 731, and 
Bede was —__ the yeare 731. as Bellarmins oblcrves out 
of his fifth booke of Hiſtoria Anglicana. Who would deſire an 
adverſary ſhoald betray more weakenefle than this Author ? 
but wee ſte manifeſtly whither he tends, and no marvell if 
God ſmites him wich the ſpirit of giddinefſe and confufion. 


_ His quotation of Gregory ſeemes-to bee the ſame with that 


which wee finde in the decrees De conſecrar. diſt. 3. cap. 
Perveuit. Now whereas this Przfacer relates it as of the ſame 
perſons, itis farre otherwiſe in regs » for apparantly the 
relation in Gregory 13 concerning different perſons, for thits 
it runnes, Pervenit ad me, cc, Relation ts made unto mee, that 
certaine men of a perverſe ſpirit have ſowed among#t you ſome Cor« 
rupt dotrine contrary to our holy faith : ſo as to forbid any worke 
to be dome onthe Sabbath day: theſe men we may well call the Preas 
chers of Antichriſt. Then he ſets downe what ſhall be the pra- 
Qiſeof Antichriſt at his comming, namely to command the 
Sabbath day and the Lords day both to be kept free from all works. 
And why the Lords day ? to wit, becauſe he meanes to inii- 


tate Chriſt; and therefore will conforme himſelfe to the pra- 
| i 2 | ctile 
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Riſe of Chriſtians, in celebrating the Lords day ; his words 


are theſe; Quia enim mori [e & reſurgere fimulat, haberi in ve= 


neratione vult arem D ominicum ; that is, Becauſe he counterfeit | | 


himſelfe to die ard riſe againe, therefore he will have the Lords day 
ro be hadin veneration. Where by the way obſerve two things 
1-The praiſe of Chriſtians in Gregories dayes,to keep them- 
ſelves from all worke on the "as day. 2. That Antichriſt 
would imitate Chriſt, as in pretending to dye and riſe againe : 
ſoin commanding the Lords day to be kept holy. A ſhrewd 
eviJence that both Gregory, and the whole: Church in thoſe 
dayes, were of opinion that the Lords day was of Chriſts in» 
ſtitution ; which Antichriſt pegceiving would conforme there- 
to, the better to.promote his owne counſailss. Now the rea- 
ſon why -he would command the Jewes Sabbath to be obſer- 
ved alſo, was Quia populum Fudaizare compellet, nt exteriorens 
ritum revocet, & ſibt Fudeorum perfidiam fubdat ; therefore coli 
vult Sabbatum. He will have the Tewes Sabbath kept alſo, com- 
pelling the people to Iudaize, and reftoring the outward ceremonies 
of the Law, that ſo he may bring the Tewes in ſubjeflion unto hints 
alſo, Then he makes mention of another relation; Aliud quo- 


' que ad me perlatum eſt; Another. report was brought unto mee z 


and what was that ? Vob:s a perverſis hominibus efſe predicatum, 
ut Dominico die nullus debeat lavari : That ſome perverſe perſons 
preach among you, that on the Lords day none ought to be waſhed. 
This is clearly another point, maintained by other perſons, 
different from the former, which yet this Prefacer confounds 
into one. And marke it well,chat none ought to be waſhed lavari, 


on the Lords day 5 which this Author tranſlates thus, No nor /o 


much as waſh upon the Sunday, What not ſo much as waſh their 
hands or their face? here indeed were ſtrange ſuperſtition. I 
willingly profeſſe I was not a little moved at this his Tranſla- 
tion,nothing anſwerable to Gregories reſolution,which is this; 
If any deſire to be waſhed pro luxuria & provoluptate, that ig,0ut 
of a luxurious FiPefrion and for pleaſure ; we doe not permit this 
zo be done on any day. But if the bodies neceſſity require it, we doe 
not forbid this on the Lords day. Now I doe not find that any 
man uſeth to wafh hands or face out of any luxurious diſpoſt- 
tion, neither doe I know in what ſenſe the neceſlicy of the bo- 


- dy can requireit, For the neceflity of the body in this ploce, 


cemes 
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ſcems to me to be ſpoken inreference tothe recovery of a mans 
health, requiring no time to be neglefed. Heretpon I am ve- 


rily perſwaded, that by Lavari in Gregory, isto be underſtood 
a mans going into the Bath; which may be'done out of a luxn- 


 rious diſpoſition, and meerely for pleaſure. Then againe, the 


neceſlity of the body may require it, and according to theſe 
different caſes it is by Gregory both permitted on the Lords 


day, to wit, in caſe of neceſlity,and denyed on any day,in cafe 


'1t be done my to fatisfiea mans luſts? And I find a'great dif- 


ference in the Latine phraſe,betweene Lavare to waſy, and La» 
vari to be waſhed, and that out of Yarro his eight booke of the 
Latine tongue, For the aQtive is of uſe,when a part only is wa» 
ſhed, as it is rightly ſaid, I waſh my hands and my feet. But 


the paſlive is in uſc'only when the whole body is waſhed,as in 


the Bath. Oyare £5 in Baluess non rele dicunt lavi, ſed lavor:; 


Wherefore in the Bathgs it is not well [aid,I have waſhed, but I am 


waſhed, And accordingly runnes that in J#venal, Sat.2. Nec 


puert credunt niſt qui nondum ere lavantur. The Scholiaſt inter- 


prets this of Infants, quia preri non dant Balneaticam , for the 
quadrant which was theuſuall fee to bee y__u of them that 
madeuſe of the Bathes, was not exated of ſuch. Hence is that 
phraſe, ercede lavari, to goe into the a1 mc a fee; and 
dum te quadrante lavatum, in Horace, to the ſame pnrpoſe.

Ur after in the darker times, as it is thought by ſome, 
Peter de Brus, the founder of the Petrobrufians ( he was 
burnt for hereſte 1 126.) began to draw too deep on theſe lees 
of Judaiſme, which here our DoCor intimates in the ſeventh 
Se&ion, where he joynes the Petrobrufian withthe Ehjonites, 
who indeed were Jewifh in this point. : 
2. And poſſibly from the remainders of this doQri 


 Ful- 


co a F ranch Prieſt, and a notable hypocrite, as our Kithg R:- 


chard eompted him, lighted upon a new Sabbatarian ſp&ula- 
tion, which afterwards Enſtachius, one of his affociates$dil- 


nerled. in England, I call it new, as well I may. For whereas 
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Moſes gave commandement to the Jewes, that they ſhould 


ſan&ikie one day only in che wee, viz. that ſeventh whereon 
Gad reſted : They taught the people that the Chriſtian Sab- 
bath was to begin on Saturday at three of the clocke, and to 
continue till Sun+rifing upon che Mynday morning : Darin 
which laticade of time, it was not lawtull to doe any kind 'of 
worke. whatever zno not ſo much asbake bread on Saturday 
for the Sundayes eating ; to waſh or dry linnen for the mor- 
rawes wearing. Yea, they had miracles in ſtore, pretended to 
K. x wrought on ſach as had not yeelded to their do&rine, 
thereby to countenance the ſaperititious, and confound the 
weake. And which was more than this, for the authoricy af 
their device, they had to ſhew a letter ſent from God himſelfe, 
and left prodigionſly aver the Altar in Saint S/weors Church 
in Golgotha : wherin the Sabbatarian drezm was impoſed for- 
ſooth upon all the world, on paine of diverſe plagnes, and ter- 
rible coinminations, if it were not punually obſerved. The 
letter isat large reported by Roger Hoveden; and out of him, 
as I tappoſe, by Matthew Parris : who doe withall repeat the 
miracles, wherby this doXrine was confirmed.I adde no more 
but this, chat couldI cither beleeve thoſe miracles, which are 
there related : or ſaw I any now, like thoſeto countenance the 
reviving of this ſtrange opinion {( for now it is received and 
publiſhed) I might perhaps perſwade.my ſelfe to entertain it. 
Ic ſeemes this Author is not of their opinion, who thinke 
thoſe times wherein Peter de Braw moe ſs aan the yeare 1126. 
to have beendarker times than the dayes of Gregory ; though 
ſome paſſe ſuch cenſure on thoſe times, accomprting them times 
of darknefſe, hee is more wile than to concurre in opinion 
with them; and it is a part of his wiſedome (as it ſeemes)to 
affe&h, that the world ſhould take notice of fo mach, namely, 
that he puts itup«n ſome only to cenſure thoſe times, as times 


of darknefſe. Now who are thoſe ſom? not Papiſts I preſume, 


but Proteſtants rather ; and what true Proteitant can he name 
that tharikes otherwiſe ?-we have cau.e to feare that too many 

for their advantage, can be content to veile themſeIWS under 
thevizard of Proteſtanrs, when in heart they are Papiſts . nei- 
ther is it poſſible, (I ſhould chinke ) that any other but ſuch, 
ſhould thinke any better of thoſe times, than as of times of 


darkneffe. 
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Tabors lyes, for not receiving the love of the cruth. I muck'& 
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darkneffe. It is very likely, this Author isnot of opinion,that 


the man of ſinne is yet revealed, or any ſach time the Apoſtle 
phecyeth of 2 Theſſ.2. of giving men over to illuſions rogy, 


-doubt whether he beleeves that Rome is the whore of Baby- 
lon, whereof Saint oh» fpeaketh, Reve/.17. though he profeſ- 
ſth of that whore of Babylon, that it is that City, which in 
his dayes did rule over the Kings of the carth: yet in that 
which he accounts light, he can be content to concurre with 
Calvin, in denying the morality of the fourth Commande- 
ment, as touching one day in ſeven to be ſanAified untothe 
Lord.. But whatſoever this Peter de Brurs was, whom he pro- 


' —- feffeth tohave drawne too deepe on the lees of Judaiſme, hee 


avoucheth no teſtimony hereof, but only D. Prideasx his joy- 
ning the Petrobrufians with the Ebionites, Seff.7, Now Hoſpi- 
»ian profeſſeth that which is direaly contrary, of the Petro» 
brufians ; as whom he joynes with the Anabaptiſts, maintai- 
ning Feſtos dies ommes ad ceremonias Indeorum pertinere,cs prop- 
terea nullos eſſe debere apud (hriſtianos, quum ceremonie veterts 
Teſtarnenti omnes ( hrifti adventu fint implete, & ideo ſublate, 

worumetian ſententie Anabaptifte hodie ſaffragari videntur, 

at all Helidayes belong to the ceremonies of the Tewes, and that 
therefore none [uch are to be obſerved by Chriſtians, ſeeing all the 
ceremonies of the old T eſt ament are fulfilled, andabrogated by the 
conming of (rift. And the Anabaptiſts now adayes ſeems to be 
of the ſame opinivn. In the third Tome of the Councels ſet 
forth by Binizs, and 2. part, there is an enumeration of his 
opinions in five particulars, and that,as it ſeemes by the cloſe, 


. ® out of Petrys Cluniacenſit ; not one of thet'isany thing akin 


to thoſe Sabbararian fancies, which this Prefacer inſiſts upon. 
Perrms Cluniacenſis, as it ſeetmes, was the man that moſt. . 
ſed this Perris de Brurs, Againſt his errors he wrote a book 
in forthe of an Epiſtle on theſe points. 1. Ofthe Bapriſme of 
chiltdrew, 2, Of the authority cf the booke of the Atts of the Apo» 
fales. 3. Of the authority of the Epiſtles of Saint Paul. 4. Of the 
authority of the Church, 5, Of the anthority of the old Teſta= 
vent, 6, Apaine, of the baptiſme of children, 7. Of Temples, 
(hurches, and Altars. $. Of the veneration of the holy (Toſſe. 
9% Of the ſacrifice of the Maſſe, and of the truth of Tranſnbſtan-

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tiation. To. Of prayers for the deceaſed, 11. Of praiſing God by 
Hymnes and —_— inſtruments, Thus Bellarmine ar Jon the 
heads of that diſcourſe of his ; not any of which, for ought 
I perceive,ſavoureth of any ſuch Sabbatarian fancie,as this Au- 
thordriveth it unto. At length I got into my hands Biblothes 
ca (luniacenſis, and therein the writing of Petrus Cluniacenſis 
agginſt the Perrobruſians, Uponall which, one Andreas Pucr- 


cetans T wronenfis, hath written certaine notes, wherein upon 
theſe words in the Preface Contra hereſes Petri de Bruts, hee 


writes thus ; Of this Peter of Bruts who gave name to the Petro- 


bruſian heretiques, no mention #5 found, neither in the hiſtorians, 
who write the ftory of thoſe times, nor with them,who then,or a lite 
: tle after, contrivedthe Indices of hereſies and hereſiarches. eAl- 


phonſus 4 Caſtro (as I thinks) was the firſt, who after this our Au- 
thor, remembred him, lib:3.5 , Baptiſma. hereſ. 5 . and writes that 
he was a French man of the province of Narbon, Although Ber- 
nard the ſoxne of Guido writes that Pope Calixtus the [econd, in 
the yeare 1128. on the eight of the Ides of Tune held a (onncell at 
Tolouſe with Cardinals, Archbifhops, Biſhops and Abbats of the 


Province of Gothia, Gaſcony,Spaine,and hither Britany.In which - 


(onncell, amongFt other things ordered there, all thoſe heretiques 
were damned andariven out of the Church, who counterfeiting a 


fhew of religiondid condemne the Sacrament of the Lods body and 


blood, the Baptiſme of chilaren, and all Eccleſiafticall Orders, and 
the bands of lawfull marriages. eAll which hereſics as invented by 
Peter Bruis, 4nd propagated by Henry h#s ſurceſſour, our Peter in 
this Treatiſe of his bk purſue, So that this whole ſtory ſeemes 
very obſcure; and. yet the two latter points mentioned by this 


' Andreas, I doe not find tv be any of the opinions laid to the 
charge of Peter Brus by thoſe that were contamporary with 


him. For Petrus Cluniacenſis reduceth all his herefies ( as hee 
calls them) batto theſe five heads. it. He denyes that children 
before they come to the age of underſtanding can be ſaved by the 
Sacrament of Baptiſme, and that anothers faith can profit him, 
who cannot uſe hs-owne ; becauſe by their opinion, not anathey 


mans faith but his owne with B aptiſme ſaveth him, the Lord pro- 


feſfng, that whoſoever ſhall belceve, and bee baptized, hae ſhall be 
ſsved ; but whoſoever will not beleeve ſhall be damned. 2, That 
there ought not to be any fabricke of Temples or Churches, that 
: LEE ſuch 
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ſuch as are made. ought tobe throwne aowne ; that holy places for 


prayers are not weceſſary for Chriſtians, becauſe as well in aT as. 
werne as in the (hnrch,a well in the Marketplace, as in the Tem- 


ple; before an Altar, or befare a ſtable Goddath hegre being called 


pon, and heareth them who are worthy, 3, He commands holy 
craſſes to be broken in peeces and burned, becauſe the repreſentatio 

of ſuch an inſtrument, whereupon ('hriſt was ſo direfully tortured, 
aud cruelly flaine, 15 not worthy of any veneration or ſupplication ; 
but in revenge of (hriſts torments an4death,to be diſoraced with 
all manner of ignominy, and to be bewen in peeces with ſwords, and 
burnt with fire. 4. He doth nbF only deny. the truth of the Lords 
body and blood daily, and continually to be offered in the Church by 
the Sacrament ; but determines it to be altogether nothing,and that 
it ought not to be offered unto God, 5, He mocks at the ſarrifices, 


. prayers, almes, and other good workes, which the faithfull that are 


living performe for the faithful that are departed, and maintaines 
that they are nothing profitable to one. that 1s dead. Now in all 
this I find nothing at all that ſavoureth of any Jewiſh opinion 
concerning the obſervation of the Sabbath. And more than 
that ; when I conſider the matter of theſe Articles for the moſt 
pait,and the'courſe of thoſe times to make worſe oftheir opi- 
nions ( who ſpake or wrote againſt the ſuperſticions of thoſe 
times)then there was juſt cauſe, I begin to ſuſpe& that this Pe- 


' ter of Bruis might be an honeſt man, and more orthodox than 
they who procured hisdearh.And is it not wonderous ſtrange, - 


- that none of the Hiſtorians of thoſe times ſhould make any 


mention of him ? And that may be thereaſon, why we finde 
no mention at all made of him in the Booke of A&s and Mo- 


? 
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numents. And Philip Mornay in his myſterium iniquitatts, Pag.309,310: 


makes an apologie for this Peter de Bru, as being a pious 
man, and thereupon hated, and finally martyred by' the 
Papilts. \ 

2. Ot any Sabbatarian ſpeculation (as this Prefacer calleth 
it ) that Fu/cothe French Prieſt lighted on, this Author gives 
no evidence. For as for Roger Hoveden, I doe not finde, that 


heattributes any ſuch unto him. He writes much in his com- 


mendation, as that The Lord magnifiedhim in the ſight of Kings, Fol.q48. pag. 2 


« and gave him power to give ſight to the blind, to cure the lame, the 


blind, and others of their diſeaſes, That Harlots and Uſurers, 


were 
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* were by hs preaching taken off from their lewd courſes, That hee 
forerold the Kings of France and England, that except they gave 
over thetr hoſtility the ſooner, one of them ſhenld ſhortly dye of an 
evill death. Butof any Sabbatarian ſpeculation hee was addi- 
&ed unto I finde no mention. It is true," King Richard ſyme= 
time called him fimply Hypocrite,not notable Hypocritegas this 
Author expreffeth it, afteRting rather to ſpeake with a full 
mouth, than according unto plaine truth. And is ic much if 
Kings take liberty to call men as they think good, eſpecially 
when they are provoked by them, as King Richard was by this 
Prieſt, as appeares by the ſtory which is well worth the rela« 
ting, toobſerve both the preſent wit of that King, and the li 
berty of Prieſts with Princes in telling them their faults in 
thoſedayes of yore. For on a day that Prieſt Fxulco came to 
King Richer, and in very bold manner ſpake to him thus + 7 
relltheeO Ring a from Almighty Ged,that rhou make ſpeed to be- 
ftow in murriage thoſe three wretched danghters, that thou haſt, 
leſt ſome worſe thing befall thee. Thou Hypocrite, quoth the King, 
then lyeſt againſt thine ewne head, for I have no danghter at all, 
Tritly I doe not tye, quoth the Prieſt, for as T ſaid, thew haſt three 
wicked dawvehters,/6ne bf them 15 Pride, another Covetouſneſſe, the 
third Lyxtry. When the King heard this, he called his Earles 
and Barons that were about him, and ſaid, Heare the admponi- 
tion of thus hypocrite, who ſaith 1have three wicked danghters,and 
commands me to marry therm. Therefore T beſtow my Prille por 
the prond T emiplers ; my Covetouſytſſe upon the Moukes of the 
Ciſtercian Order ; and my Luxury mpon the Prelates of the Chuye 
ches. Whothough they profeſſed ſingle life, yet as Mr. Mſor- 

_ c(iz obſerves in a like caſe of popiſh- Prieſts, did not profeffe 
contineacie, they might be Juxiitious' enough, and'that not = 
only'in wayes naturall/but ih wayes unraturall alſo.This was a 
biting anſwer of the King, which the Hiſtorian no way liked, 
and therefore he cryes out in a poeticall ſtraine, O nin indige 
nul MHiſerts inferre cachinanm, But throughout no mention 
at allof any Sabbatarian ſpeculation that F#/co was poſſefſet 
with.' Indeed of Zr5tachirs, who was one of his followers, 
we reade afterwards, fel. 457. p« 2. what wonderous workes 
were wrought by him, and what were the effects of his prea- 


ching among them, namely, that /» London and divers other 
places 
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places in England, they would na move preſium: to make the Lords 


dayes their market deyes, And that in every (harch there ſhould. 


be a lamspe, or ſome light burning continually before the Lords bo- 
dy ; and that Citizens and others would hawe an Almss veſſell up= 
on their table, to lay afide thereinſame proviſion for the poore, And 
that hereuponthe Dzvill raiſed up againſt him ſome Miniſters 
of iniquity, who ſaid nnto hins, It us not lawful for thee to put thy 
frthe into anothers harve}t ; ta wham he anſwered, The harveſt is 


ea but the 'lzbourers. are few. Therefore the fore/aid Abbat 


eing thus rebuked by the miniſters of Satan, hee would mdih 
trouble the Prelats of England with his preaching, buf vet 
unto his omwne ham? in Normandy from whence hee came, Seven 
leaves after this, we find in the ſame Author, to wit, fs/. 466. 
P. 2+ That this Abbat of Flay returned into England, and prea- 
ebing the Ward of Gol from City to ((itie, forbade all to make the 
Lords dayes their market dayes.. Far be ſaid: that this ({ommand:- 
ut for obſervation of the Lordi day cams frgns heaven. $0 that 
this ſpeculation of his wasdominicall rather than Sabbatari- 
an- Rnd the mandate concerning this, is there ſet downe at 
large, pretended to have.come from Heaven to Jerufalem, and 
to have bzen found on the Altar of Saint Simzon in Golgotha z 
which whether it were feigned by him, or by others, and re- 
ceived by him on the faith of others, the Author ſpecifies not. 
But at the end thereof he ſhewes how that this Predicant com» 
ming to York,wasthere honourably entertained by the Arch- 
biſhop, and Clergie, and whole people of that Citiez and al- 
beit theſe things, you will ſay,were a&ed in times of darknefls; 
yet this Prefacer ſcemes to be of another opinion, though lit- 
tlepleaſed wich Eyftachizes his Sabbatarian ſpeculation. Here 
alone is mention made of the bounds he ſet to the obſervation 
of the Lords day, namely, that it was to Continue from Satur- 
day three of the clock in the afternoone, untill the Sun-rifing 
on Munday, in which time he would have them doe nothing 


- but that which was good, and if they did, to amend their ec- 


rors by repentance. A very reaſonable motion in my judge- 
ment ; and if he had extended it to-all the dayes of the weeke, 
yea, and houres too, I ſee no cauſe why for this hee ſhould bez 
cenſured either as an hypocrite, or heretique.

Eve preceding, in-which time 
is found ſpace bothto bake bread for the Sundayeseating, and 
to waſh or dry linnen for the morrowes wearing, if the wea- 
ther hinder not. And as for the extenſion of the dominicall 
obſeryation thus farre, in reſpe& of the bounds thereof ; I find 
no other do&rine preached by Enſtachius, than by the Lawes 
of the Kings who governed this Land, was ordained long be- 
fore,cven before the conqueſt.For not only King 1»a comman- 
ded, That no man lay or ſpirituall, free or bond, ſhould labour on

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madea law againſt all labour,buying and ſelling pon the Sabbath. 
Item, for no execution to be done on the Sunday: but amongſt 
King Edgars lawes, one was, T hat the Sunday ſhould be kept bo- 
ty from Saturday at noone, till Munday in the morning, King (, a- 
»#tws allo commanded cel:bration of the Sabbath from Saturday 
at noone;till Munday morning, forbidding markets, huntings, la- 
bours, and ( ouri-keepings during the ſaid ſpace. And it fecmes 
to be the generall practiſe of Chriſtendome to allow (or com- 
mand rather) a preparation for the ſanRitying of the Lords 
day ; as appeares by the obſervation of Evening prayers, the 


day betfore,warning whereunto is uſually given at three of the 


clocke, by the ringing of a bell, or as in ſome places cſpecial- 
yn the winter ſeaſon; an houre ſooner, and {chollars accor- 

ingly give up ſchoole, and preſent themſelves at Evening 
prayer. And we commonly. account Saturday to be halfe ho- 
liday, and warning thereof is uſually given at noone by chi- 
ming the bells. And whereas we reade £04. 31. 15. Six dayes 
fealt thog doe thy worke, and the ſeventh day (ie Fw 
Schindler renders it Sabbathunm Sabbathuli, and interprets it 


thus ; Sabbatham is from evening to evening,Sabbathulum us that

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which of the profane day i added as a little Sabbath. And as for 


the ſtci& abſtinence from dreſſing of meats on Saturday, which, 


this Author imputes to Exſtachims as his doctrine, but without 

all ground that I know : we are ſo.farre from any! ſuch Sabba= 
tarian ſpeculation, that, none of us ( in my. knowledge) doe 

think it unlawfol to drelle meats on the Lords day.And where 

as the Prefacer addes that they had miraclesin fore prorended to! 
be wrought on ſuch as had not yeelded to their doftrine, thereby to 
countenance the ſuperſtition and confound the weakg.: What' one: 
of an hundred in'reading this would nutimagiae, that Exſt a- 
chizs wrought theſe miracles for the conntenancing of bis for- 
mer ſtriknefſe : whereas yet on the contrary, neither doth'ic 
appeare,that he taught or obtruded upon them any ſuch rit= 
nefle, preaching onely againſt marketting onthe Lords day. 
Neither were thoſe ſtrange accidents which hereate called mi= 
racles, any miracles wrought by him : But the Monke, Roger 
of Hoveden writes, That the Lord Teſius (hrift, whom wee muſt 
obey rather than men z who by bus Nativity, Reſurreftion,and: Ads 
vent, and ſending the Holy Ghoſt wpon his Diſciples, did adv 
vance this day which we call the Lords day,anddedicated (as) moſt 
celebrious ; ſhewed miracles of his power upon ſome tranſgreſſors of 
the Lords day in this manner. On acertaine Saturday after three 
of clocke, a certaine Carpenter of Beverlac, as he was making 4 
woodden peg, contrary to the wholeſome admonitions of his wife, ke 
to the ground, taken with a palſie. The like: ſtory followeth 0 

a woman, which this Author,according to the Monks phraſe, 
1s content to call Miracles. Now when we heare of as ſtrange a 
thing as this to have fallen out not long fince in-Bedford(hire ; 
as namely,a match at Foot-ball,being appointed on the Lords 


day iathe afternoone ; while two werein the Belfrey, and one 


of them tolling a bell to call the company together, there was 
heard aclap of thunder and lightning, ſecne by ſome fitting in 
the Church-porch, as it came thorow a darkelane towards 
the Church, and flaſhe in their faces who fate inthe Church» 
porch, and ſcared them; thence it went into the Church, and 
turning into the Beltery, tripr up;his heeles who was' tolling 
the bell, and truck him arke dead; and the other with him 
blaſted in ſuch manner, that ſhortly after he dyed ; we doe not 
call this a miraclc,though we count it aremarkable j ncganenk, 
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of God, and ſuch as deſerves tobe conſidered, and ſeriouſly 
Jaid unto heart by all, to admoniſh them to take heed, that: 
they þe not found in like manner profaners of the Lords day. 
In like ſortwhen upon freſh relation we heare of the like ſport 
at Foot-ball on the Lotds day, at a placeicalled'/Tidworth, af- - 


ter Evening prayer in the Church-yard, and that therein one- 


had his legge broken, which thereupon gangrened , ſo that 
forthwith he died thereof ; we doe not call this a miracle; only 
it calls to our mind that of the Prophet, The Lord hath ſs done 
his marvellous works, that they ought to be had in remembrance. 
And we find that ſuch like ju4gements have been obſerved by 
Chriſtian Emperours, thereupon moved more trialy to give 
in charge the obſervation of the Lords day, as Ludevicus Pins 
by:name;as thus,D idicimms quoſdam in hoc die opera ruralia ex- 
erceres fulmmne tnteremptos, quoſdam artuum contrattione multa- 
ros,qnoſdam viſibili igne abſumptos, ſubito in cinere reſolutos, pe 
natiter occubniſſe, "ey A ſſe eft, ut primum Sacerdotes, Re» 
ges, & Principes, cunttique fideles haic diei debitam obſervatio= 
nem  atgae\reverentiam devotiſſime exhibeant ; We have kyowne 


 famebnſied in workes of husbandry on this day, to have beene ſlaine 


with lightning; ſome puniſhed with the contrattion of their limbes, 
ſome with viſible fire conſumed, on a ſudden turned into aſhes, and . 
ſo to have periſhed, as by way of puniſhment, Wherefore it ts a ne= 
ceſſary duty that in'tbe firſt place Prieſts,tben Kings, Princes, and 
all faithful perfons, moſt dewrontly exhibite due obſervation and ye- 
verence wo this day, The other miracles mentioned by the 


| Monke areof another-nature; as of a cake bak't on the hearth 


on Saturday after three a clocke in the afternoone, and how 
that part of it reſerved to the morning, and being then broken, 

blood'came otit of it, and another of the like nature ; and two 

more. I ſay, theſeare of Roger Hovedens relation, not of Ex- 

ſeechins his preaching ; whom the'Monkerelates to have been 
in greateſteemeof the Clergie in thoſe dayes; and to have pre- 
vailed nnch with many of the people, though for the generall 
he conld notbring them off from theirimarketing on the Lords 
day.

Deus e5 Rex, a peſtilent piece of worke, and asit is thought 
written by one barefooteaJeſuite, conteyning a refucation of a 
certaine book of one of our divines infcribed God and the King 
written by Doctor Mockeſt, a booke ſo wellpleating to King 
James, that as we have heard, his Majeſty thought fic tha 
children ſhould be catechized in it. This being afterwards 
tranſlated into Latine by Do&or Harris, now Warden of the 
Colledge by Wincheſter , hath beenenow many yeares a+ 
goe, anſwered by a Papiſt who conceales his name, and that 
in a very unhappy manner. And a wonder of wonders it may 

ſeeme, that ſo vile a piece hath paſſed ſoJongunanſwered ; 


eſpecially conſidering that heretofore great Biſhops chaplens

was a Paritan 3 and that none-but Puritans doe ſtand for the 
abloluteneſſe of Kings in ſuch ſort as it is there maintained. 
And thatit is merely a plot to ruinate monarches, by advan- 
cing their abſoluteneſſefo high -z dealing with them herein, 
as Hercules did with »Antews ; for abſerving that as often as 
he threw him to the ground, he roſe up with greater ſireogth, 
for the carth: being his' mother ,; as often as he fell into her 
boſome ſhe inſpired new vigour and ſpirit into him ; therefore 
he would throw him down no more, but lifting him up from 
the:Earth-into; the Aire, there hee held him betweene his 
armes ,- untill he had cruſht his breath. out of his:-þody, and: 
ſo madean end of him. In like fort, it is'there ſaid , thac 
Puritans finde it their onely meanes to ruine monarches, by 
advancing their abſolutnefſe in ſo unreaſonable a manner : 
: that-whenthe people ſhall nndarſtand it aright,; they will bee 
4 fo:provoked hereby, that they: will Rreyne the uttermoſt of 
their power to roote out all: Monarchies, 'Neverthelefſe all 
this is but a-fquib, making a great noyſe but doing no'hurt ; 
yet {ufficient to ſcare any man in. theſe times, conſidering 
how Faneſtows a condition. it, 15, to come under the ſhadow 
of the very name of.Puritan., And the Papiſts.and all chat are 
popithly affe&ed rejoyce in this, as in nothing more. For- 
footh Hoc Ithacus welit &-: magne mercentur Atreide. Bat ſee 
my unfortunate condition ; after I had reſolved to make it r1 
nextworke to labour in this argumear * and after 1 had. dif- 
patched my firſt worke of pleading for the ſupreame abſolut- 
nefſe of God in Heaven , inthe next place to try my ſtrengeh 
whart Iconld {ay for the ſecondary abſoluteneſſe of Kings and 
Monarches here on Earth; I am ſodenly driven to intermic 
all: other buſineſſes formerly in hand, and to travaile ina

To whom may bee added ;” faich 
Pererins, Diodorus the Biſhop of Tharſis, as he # cited in the 
chaine of interpreters upon Geneſis , upon thoſe words of the third 
chapter, we do eate of every tree us Paradiſe. Toftatarhimiclfe 
as this author writes , was ſometimes of the ſame opinion, 
though afterwards he changed his minde ; and conceaved as 
more likely,that Adam fellonthe Sabbath Day ; which Pere- 
rizs approvesnot, though that was the opinion ofthe author 
ofthe Daraſh amongſt the Jewes , as Da9i4 Kinchywrines 


- upon thatP/alme, 'whoſetitle is, A pſalmi for the Sabbath ; 


and that fo by ſinaiag he profaned the Sabbath. This opini- 
on of Toſtatnsand the Jewes, -Pererius doth not approve : 
but rhe reaſon he gives for his diſſenting from them, in my 


| Judgement is very weake. For that itrunnes, becauſe the Lord 


bleffed that Sabbath” D ay. and [anttified it , reſting from. all his 
worthes which he had mage, therefore it was not agrecable, that on 
that day , ſo ſevere a judgement of the Divine vengeance ſhould 
be exerciſed, NowlT ſay, 'this reaſon is very weake, For we 
commonly ſay,the better day, the better deed; andundoubted- 
ly the Lord « holy,as in all his workes,; fo inthe. execntion of 
condigne vengeance. 1n this he delights, as in the execution of 
merby. And it'is uſually the Lords courſe, even-on the Lords 
Day,to recompence the wayes of the wicked upon'theirown 
heads , In the profanation of his Sabbaths. '\Secondly.,-ie 
may ſceme ſtrange, that Pererizs ſhould ſerve him lic with

-Othitrs deviſeda co 
tinitarice of Adam in Paradiſe for tlie ſpace of. forty 'dayi 

anfivering to'our Saviours faſting forty dayes ; but this he 
fayth hath noſhew of probability. His own conjeGure w_ 


'- is ftll tn force ts bind '(ChriSttavs, 
Adans fell, and was turned;out of Paradlile that day ſenight 

' after he was created : and 'the grounds of his conjeRture are in 
my opinjon , as frivolous as any. As firſt, when'he faich 
that eight daycs ſpace was ſufficient: to have experience of 
the happinelic of thar ſtate. For why not as; well ſome dayes 
more of ſome daycslefſe ? nay rather, by continuance in the 
ſame ſtate, we-grow lefſe and lefle ſenlibleofthe happineſſe 
thereof. . And the happineſle of a ſtate is beſt known bythe 

- contrary, according to.that rule, Carends magis quam framds 
quid quidgque ſitcognoſcimus.As for the agreement herein which 
he conceites berweea Adam and Chritt, as who # thought of 


many to have been conceaved in the Virgins wombe on the ſixt day 
| of the weeks, and on the ſame diy of the weeke was indeed » 


crc pon the croſſe ; who ſeeth not that this conveniency 
bad becr Lond as well on that day fortnight, or on:that day 
three weekes, and ſoin Infinirams, as on that day ſeyight? 
Asridiculous appearesto be his pretence of complying thus 
with the antients, whoſe opinion was,that eAaars tel the 
Game. day wherein he was created, which he would apply to 
that day ſcnight after. For why not as well to that day three 
weekes after, or that day a month after,and ſo in 1»fizitums ? 
But letus conſider Pererizs reaſons whereby he undertakes 
to ſhew theunlikelihood of Adams falling the firſt day.. The 
firſt is drawn from the forme. of eAdams temptation, thus, 


why doe you not eate of every tree of paradiſe? which ſuppoſeth as 


he faith, that they had alrcady catenof every other Tree in Pa- 
radiſc;and Eves anſwer,he faith,ſcems to confirm this in fay- 
ing,we eate of the fruit of the T rees in the Garden.But of the fruit 
of the T ree which « in the mids of the Garden, we eate not » what 
15 the meaning of we cate, but.this,we are wont to eate, quoth 
Pererias. Yet forthwith he himfſelfe enervates this Interpre= 
_ tation;confeſſing that the meaning may be this, /t « lawful 
for us toeate. AndI willingly confeſſe, that no argument ap- 
py to me ſo plauſible as this,namely that they had former- 
y taſted of every fruit of the Garden beſides this: forie ſeems 
very likly,that not till then they were wel prepared for ſatans 
temptation. And it ſeemes unlikely they would offer to taſte 
of the fruit forbidden untill they had taſted of all thereſt, 
then indeed and not til —_— commendation of that as of a 
more 
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more excellent fruit then any of the reſt , might the better al- 

lute chem both to touch and taſte. But as Pererizs propoſeth 

*, it hath no force; for as much as he corrupteth the Text, 

theDivells words being not ſach as theſe , hy doe yee not eate 

of every tree of paradiſe ? but-running thus ; Tea ? hath God 


fays yee ſhall not eate of every tree in the Garden ? or as Piſca- 


tor. takes it. for a concluſion of a larger diſcourſe ; yea in as 
much as God hath ſaid, ye ſhall not eate of the frmit of every tree 
inthe Garden, 1o giving a reaſon 'toproove whit he objected, 
namely that God envyed their| happineſſes As for the rea- 


ſons which before I have given, they may be anſwered thus. ,- 


If the benefic of this fruit had been of the ſame kinde with 
the benefit of others, and onely in degree o fexcellency above 
them,then were it no way likely: they ſhould begin with this. 


' Bur ſeeing it was pretended to beof a'farre different kinde by 


Satan ſuggeſtion , not ſo much for ſatisfying the appetite 
of ſenſe, as for ſatisfying the ſpirituall deſire of the ſoule i» 
kyowing good and evill, m. He e very denomination of the 
Tree given by God himſelfe did fairely intimate ; and this 
being cunningly improoved by Satan-to be a Divine condi- 


- tion, in making them like unto God ; this confideration 


might well allareforthwith without all further ftay to have 
experience of other fruit, Secondly why might they not have 


talted of the froites of other Trees, without any neceſſity of 


nature urgingthem, - and yet without any luxury at all, but 
only toacquaint themſelves with the condition of thoſe good 
Creatures which-God had providedfor them? Yet again confi- 
dering that this experience madeto no other end, ſhould ſo 
ſenfibly have brought home unto them the goodnefle of God, 
inthati{t:te of holinefſe and integrity , that it would have 
exceedingly.confirmed them in their obedienceto God , and 
made the motion of the Serpent at firft hearing diſtaſtfull, 
and tochooſeto be like unte God in obedience,and thereby in 
conformity to his holy will, then in forbidden knowle 


Eo 
And beſides, the taſting of all ſo ſoone, can hardly be juſtifi- 


ed from Luxury orwaſt : therefore I reſt in my firſt'anſiver. 
Pererins hisnext reaſon caryeth a great deale of ſhew, but in 


ſubſtance lefſe forcible. Certainly the making of the beaſts of 
the Earth, and of man,might be done in as ſhort atime as it

pleaſed God to have it ; eſpecially conſidering: the opinion 
of ſome antients,that all things were made'together,and thar 
ina ſhort ſpace ; ſo mans placing in Paradiſe, and the beafts 
brought unto him by God, might be ſoone diſpatched : and 

ſurely Adams naming of them coſt him no ſtudy and un« 

doubtedly all this was done before the creating of Eve ; fo 

that all this might be done before noone, and ſpace enough 

allowed for the Divells conference with Eve, and his { 


_ cingher, and her ſeducing eAdaw, The making of them 


aprons to hide their nakednefle caryeth the greateſt ſhew of 
requiring longer time ;z but he who wanted'not wit to name 
the-beaſts ſo congruouſly to their natures , wanted not un» 
derſtanding to cover themſelves with fig-leaves. As for the 
DeRors alleaged by him for his opinion; I doe not finde that 
any of them is exprefſe, or by conſequent dire& for thar, 
whereunto they arealleaged ; but the inferences made from 
their wordes are meerely conje&urall. For when hee writes, 
that Tyephin the firſt booke of his antiquities;ahd Baf/ in 
his Homily of Paradiſe ; and D awaſcew-in his ſecond booke 
of orthodox faith and 10, Chapter: ſceme ro be of this opinion, 
his ground is only this, becauſe as he faith,crhey write that rhe 
Serpent in paradiſe didoften come to our firſt 4 priomge and converſe 
with them very gently and familiarly , and that thereupon the 
Divell tooke hint to inveagle the Woman. Now this'is but' a 
conjequre of theirs ; neither doe they ſay that he was wont 


to conferre with them; yet all that they ſpeake of may very 


well be fulfilled in a few houres. That which to this pur- 
poſe he alleageth out of eAuſtin de civir.ges 5b, 11: (ce 21. is 
Onely this, The e Apple on the tree forbidden , we are to believe 
it ro beſuch, as the reſt of other trees, which now they had found 
ro be without hart ; hence it ſeemes Pererins would inferre,

# -ingthatwhich God had forbidden them zand the' tafling 
- -ofallwithout hurt was no tolerable reaſon to perſwade that 


in-likemanner they might taſt of the forbiddey fruit withoug 
huct '; the Lord having profeſſed unto them,that /» the day 
they did eate thereof, they ſhonld die the death. Pererius addes: 
that eAvftin in his twentieth Booke of the City of God,and 
26, Chapter , doth not obſcarely give to underſtand, that 
albeit he thought Adam continued not long in paradiſe, yet that 
be continued there lenger then one day. Bat finde no ſuch thing: 
in the place quotcd by him. But I gueſſe the paſſage he aimes 
at, is that wherein hee diſcourſeth of thoſe words of the 


Prophet Malachy Mal. 3. And the ſacrifice of Tullah and Te» 
* ruſalem ſhall pleaſe the Lord as in the dayes of old, and in formey 


yeares; and he inquires, what time that is, which is ſignified 

y this phraſe , «- in the dayes of old, and inthe former yeares. 
An firſt he faith , that perhaps thereby may be (lignified, the 
time wherein our firſt parents were in Paradiſe, And to.this 
he referres that of Eſa E/. 65, According to the dxyes of the 
Tree of life , ſhall be the life of my people. And who ſaith.hee, 
knowesnot , what that place was where the Lord planted the 
Tree of life ? But then to the contrary he diſcourſeth thus, 7F 
4 man ſhall ſay thoſe dayes of the Tree of life to be the dayes 
of the { barch of (hrift which are now current , and that (hriſt 
him{ſclfe is prophetically called the Tree of life and that theſe 
firſt men lived not any yeares in paradiſe , from mhence they were 
ſo ſoone ejefted, that they begate no ſonne there, and that there= 
fore that time cannot be SR by thu phraſe of Malachy ( «s 
in the dayes of old. and former yeares ) —— I paſſe. by 


this 


Now had ei: fimply ſayd that our firſt Parents continued 
not many yeares in Paradiſc,there. had beene ſome colour, as 
if he thought, Adam had continued ſome few yeares, or one 
yeare at leaſt, in Paradiſe. But neither doth Aftiz deliver 
thisas his owne opinion, but as the diſcourſe of others; 
he. words mentioned in 2{«lachy, 

cannot denote the time of Adams being in Paradiſe. ; for as 
much.as they ſpeake of many ycares z but Adawcontiqued 
not yeares in Paradiſe, which is-proved by this, that he was 
driven from thence bcfore he had begotten any ſonne ;which

if it bereferred tothe conception of a child, as in reaſon ie 


ſeemes tobe, who ſeeth not that one day, or a night might . 


have ſufficed for that ? So that all things conſidered,this place 
rather makes againlt Pererius then for him. In like ſort, that 
which he alleageth out of Gregory is onely this , that ſan im 
paradiſe was accuſtomed to the words of Ged , and converſed with 
the ſpirit of the bleſſed Anzells 5 ſuppoſe ic wereſo, and with 


God himſelfe, fo long as he continuedgin the ſtate of integri- - 


ty ( yet I hope they will give way to the temptation of Sa- 
tan ) yet how litcle or how- long that time continued is net 
ſpecihed. Conſider w2 now the reaſons to the contrary, 
delivered partly by Pererius himlelfe , partly by DoQor 
Fillet upon Geneſis. Who on the third Chapter of that booke 
propoſeth them in this order. Firſt , the Angels that fell, 
preſently after their Creation ſinned, as our Saviour ſaith, that 
th: Divell did not ſtand or continge un the truth Toh,S. 4.4. Hers 
unto Auſtin conſenteth , Faftus continno fe a luce weritatts a= 
vertit, as ſoone as he was made, preſently he turned aſide from 
the light of the truth : So it is likely that man al/9—— And in- 
deed the inference from Angels to men in this particular, 
ſeemes to proceede from that which is lefſe likely to that 
which is more likely. If the angells of cthemichres fell ſo 
ſoone, how much more likely is it, that both Satan would 
ſet himſelfe with the firſt, co temp* them, and being tempted 
lefſe ſtrange it is that they ſhould fall. Bat concerning the 
angellsdefeRion, it doth not follow , either by our Saviours 
phraſe, or A#ſtins phraſe that either of them believed they 
f:]! ſo ſoone. But whenſoever that was propoſed unta them, 
iv hich was the triall of their obedience ; had they approoved 
of it and ſabmitted unto Gods Will, that had beene or there- 
upon undoubtedly had followed their confirmation, as it was 
u no them that ſtood ; and their not approoving it, their 
not ſubmitting unto it was their finne in part, though accor- 
ding totheir ſpirituall nature, it mightbe inthe higheſt de- 
greeof ſtomach and pride ; like as tucir approbation there- 
of who obeyed wa* in an high degree of zeale and humility. 
Aqumas profeſſeth it tobe more profitable, and more agree- 
able to the fayings of the Saints ; that the Divell ſinned anon 


after the firſt inſtant of his Creation. Secondly , Door 
CY Willets 
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Wilts ſecond argument is this 5 Our Saviour ſaith that the 


. Devill was a murtherer from the beginning , not of the World, 
. but of mans Creation, therefore at the very firſt he {et 1p2a then. 
But that phraſe from the beginning doth not tie us to any 


fach exa& calculation. Thirdly , the /abrilry of the Dinell 
doth infinuate ar mnch , who would then aſſault th:m , when they 


 wereleaft able toreſfiſt, before they by experience were confirined - 


iu their obedience, In this I contefſe there are two particulars 
of very momentous conlideration, Firſt, che Devills fabtiley 
to ſet upon them ,, before they were poſl-fſed and taken up 
wich an holy walking wich God, Secondly,that continuance 
in an hely walking with God could not but confirme them, 
and make them more ltedfalt therein, h.ving as yet no prin« 
ciplevf the fleſh in them to make reliitance, and to ſuſpet 
every motion that ſhould ariſe to withdraw them from it. 
Fonrthly, and it was fir, faith he, that man ſinning Jhowld b: 
eaſt ont of paradiſe before he had fully taſted of the pleaſure there- 
of , leſt he afterward might be tormented with the loſſe, and at= 


' temted to returns. This reaſon my palate doth not reliſh fo 
well; the more eAdzm ſhould be tormented with the !oJe. 
. ofparadiſe,the better it ſhould be for him in my judg:mcnc, 


rather then-worſe. And as for attempting to returne. I cannot 
conceave how he ſhould be ſovaine as to preſame to evacuate 
Gods judgements, and then againe of any ſuch paradile af- 
ter Adams bmniſhment therence, .wee read nothing. Fiſtly, 
And it is cleare (( faith Do&or Willer)by the Serpents firſt on /er, 
hath God ſay4 ye ſhall not eate of every Tree ? that they had not 
et taſtea of any fruit , .but at the wery firſt the forbilden fruit 
was offered, before their appetite had beene ſerved with any other. 
}But firſt I doe not finde, that the Text mentioned hath any 
ſich importmenr ; Secon?ly, this ſuppoleth, that the talt of 
other fruits would have beene apt to hinder the courſe of 
Satans temptations ; but how ? in reſpeGt of giving fo good 
content and fatisfation , yea but this ſatisfa&tion was no o- 
ther then to the ſenſuall appetite z. but the Tree forbidden in 
the very name of it. ( wheice Satan tooke advantage to pro- 
mote his eemptation) ſeemed to promile fatisfa&ion in a far 


different kinde,namely to the ſpirituall appetite of the minJe.. 


6. Adam (faith he ) had not yet eaten of the Tree of life, as it 
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is ftill tn force to bind Chriſtians, 
# evident verſe 21. But if they had ffazed any time 1n paradiſe 
it is not unlikely, but they ſhould have taſted of the tree of life, 


it being in the heart of paradiſe, This at firit ſeemedro me yery. 


conſiderable ; but upon after thoughts not ſo. For certain- 
ly it afſured notlite, but upon obedience and therefore with- 


out obedience the calting thereof ( if accellible in that caſe } 


would have ſtood him in ſmall ſtead; 7, Zikewi/e, faith he, 
ſeeing preſemly after theCreation they were bidden to encreaſe and 
wwl:iply , it ts no cth:r l;ks but the man ſhould have knownhis 
wife in paradiſe , if they had ſtayed there ſo long, and ſo they 
ſhould have gotten children without fin. This reaſon is not to 
be deſpiſed ; although to ſtay a day or two in Paradiſe was 
not to [tay there long. But conſidering thit then they might 
company together without all finne ſo much as in thought, 
orcircumſtance of at, ( the want whereof makes even atts 


naturall.in this condition of ours , ſhametull unto us ) why 


ſhould they deferre the propagation of mankinde; eſpecially 
conſidering that the child conceavel inthe ſtate ot innocency 
ſhould have beene without ſinne. 8, The eighth reaſon is in 
eff: & the ſame with that of Browghtons ;, If Adam had not ſin= 
ned the firſt day ; the Lion had eaten Gf aſſe; this in my j udge- 
ment is a molt inſipid reaſon. Firſt , becauſe God had ordai- 
ned, thatall beaſts at the firſt ſhould liveby Grafle Gey.1. 30, 
Secondly , In the arke of Noah, Lions muſt havecaten Graſſe 
or Hay,or elſe have ſtarved , they had no power to prey upon 
their tellow paſſengers. Thirdly , it Lyons and Beares at firſt 
had lived by pray, evenafter Adams fall , what had become 
of the reſt of Gods Creatures, mbelles dame quid niſi preda 
ſamgs ? Laſtly it is well knownethart in theſe dayes, in new 
England, Beares doe live by Grafſe, and their flchh for mans 
meate is accompted better then Veniſon 9- Never any man 
on Earth,(hriſt only excepted , krpr the Sabbath without fin : 
the Apoſtle ſaith , ne that is entred inte his reſt hath alſo ceaſed 
from his own workc,as God did from his, Hebraq, 10.1t t the re 

only of (hrift , where here ſhall be a ceſſation from all the works 
of ſin. But that reſt which Adam ſhould have kept in paradiſe 
was not Chriſt reſt : therefore be kept noreſs there without ſin, 


he fell then before the Sabbeth. This argument I confeſle ſcemes 


to be very ponderous and fayoury , as built uponthe Apoſtles 
G 4 diſcourſe 
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diſcourſe Heb. 4. But the propofition is.not ſufficiently pro- 
ved. Forto ceaſe from a mans owne workes (- as they are 
taken from ſ1nnes ) is evidently competent to none but ſach 
as have formerly 4inned , which.cann<t agree t6 «Adam in 
the ſtate of innocency. Yet it cannot be denyed , but-that 
Adam continued in innocency and without ſtnne untill his 
fall. And ſo long relted from ſfinne, though not in Chriſt, 
- ſavethattoreſt from {inne ſuppoſerh the precedency of ſine. 
But albeit this'wwere granted , it followeth not that he fell 
before the Sabbath ; for he might fall on the very Sabbath, 
-- Which was the opinion of the author of the Jewes Daraſh, = - 
. mentioned by Rabbi David Kimchi on the 92. Pſalm, 10. | 
That place laftly ma%-5 to this purpoſe, Pſalme 49., 13. eAdam 
ledged not ene night in honour ; for ſo are the words if they be 
properly tranſlated; the word ph which ſignifies to lodge or ſtay 
all night : and thus diverſe of the Rabbias ave expound this place 
of Adam ; and he quotes Rabbi Nathan. R, Menachem, and 
Alidras Tehillim. It cannot be denied but this place is very 
pregnantly appiiable unto Aaamr, as the firſt and chiecteſt ob- 
ject on whom this truth 1s verified ; as being in the chiefeſt 
honour that ever man had on Earth , Lord of all the World, 
and the Father of mankinde,. and placed in Paradiſe; and 
the rerbe properly ſigntties pernottare ,-ro continue a ioht, : 
On?ly it is of the tature tenſe, which yet to beare the ſignifi 
cation of the time paſt is n>thing ſtrange in the H-brew, 
though it hath not alwayes Fax converfroum, the ſigne of 
ſich converſion. And the very word dam js hereexpreſſed, 
and we are very apt uſually to accommodateunto Adam with- 
; : out all refererce to this queſtion, or conſideration of the pro- 
IM; -priety ofthe Hebrew word ſignifying pernoftare. But let us re- 
turne to that from whence we have digrefſed. Be ic ſo that 
eA11m continued in his integrity untill the end of the ſeventh 
day ; doe we not read expreſſely, 'Gen.2.5, that God tooke 
the man ard put him in the Garden of Eden, that he might 
driſſe it nd krepe it ; therefore God had worke for him to doe, =. > 
» even in things of this World as well as hee hath forus. And 
Tom 6- in Get» Martin Luther proteſſeth as much ; It followes from hence 
6.2. V. 3. faith he, that if Adam had focg in his innocency, yet he ſhould 
have kept the ſeventh day hoty , that is,on that day he ſhexld have 
| | taught |

rarght hi children, and childrens childrew , what was the will 
«f God and wherein his worſhip did conſiſt , he ſhould have pr mY

treads in Enthers ſteps, treating upon the Commandement

And is it likely that Eve was 
about the ſervice of God,when the Divell aſſaulted hec ? was 
ſhee not too neare the forbidden Fruit ? it was within her

' 3. Thethirdreaſon is , that if this Commandement were 
then given,it ſhoulJ oblige all men ; but it isplaine that the Gen=- 
tiles never ebſcervedit ; neither doe we reade the Patriarchs did. 

T anſwer, there is no ſoundnefle in all this: For touching 

the Gentiles, we have no Hiſtory before the Flood , nor till 

a Jong time after ; in which ſpace gf time, this. DoRrine 

of the inſtitution of the Sabbath bemg' carried onely by 

tradition , might caffly bee obliterated. The Scriptures 

Divine are the moſt ancient *Records in the World ; bur 
it followes not, that becauſe the Scriptures doe not Re- 

cord how the Patriarches did obſerve the Sabbath , there- 

fore they obſerved it not -; but much rather , becauſe, 

the Scriptures Record , that The Lord bleſſed the ſeventh - 
Day, and ſanfiified it , therefore the Patriarches did ob- 

ferve it. And the truth is , untill the comming of the 

Iſraelites out of Fg ypt, wee reade not of the Church of 
God any where but in ſingle Families. Neither doe wee 

reade of the Patriarches before the Flood or a long time 

after that they kept any Day conſecrate to GODS Ser- 


vice z will it therefore follow , that thoſe holy Patri- 
| b arches 
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archs did ſet no time at all apart: for Gods ervice ? 
yet is'it generally acknowledged as by the light of nature, 
that ſome time ought to be ſet apart for Divine ſervice. And 
formerly I have ſhewed out of Manaſſes Ben Iſrael, that 
whereas the Lord enjoyning to the //raclites the oblervation 
of the Sabbath, bids them remember that rhey were [ervants 


i» Egypt ;*this the antient wiſe men among the Jewesdoe ap- 


ly in this manner, C ogita in Egypto ubi ſerviebas, etiam ip/0 
Sabbato per vim te coattum ad labores ;, thinke with thy ſelfe, how 
that is Egypt where thou ſervedſt , that by force thou waſt con- 


ftrainedto worke, even onthe Sabbath. Sorhat the obſervation 


of the Sabbath wasa duty even in thoſe dayes. Obſerve far- 


ther that in the fourth Commandement , the Jewes are char- _ 


ged to looke unto it, not onely that their children and their 
| ſervants did obſerve the Sabbath, but allo, the ftranger that 


was within their gates. Now theſe kinde of ſtrangers com- 


monly called Strangers of the gate, and thereby diſtinguiſhed 
from Strangers of the Covenant ;, were ſuch as-were nat cir- 
cumciſed, though accompted Proſelytes in the firſt deg ee. 


And on them was uſtnlly impoſed no other burthen, beſides 


the obſervation of the ſeven precepts of Noah, as Schindley 
obſerves upou the roote 1%, Which ſeven precepts of Noah 
are alloreckoned up by the fame Schindler in the roate my ; 
and albcit the obſervation of che Sabbath were none of th:m 
expreſſe ; yet in as much az.the Lorll gives expreſſe charge 
that rhe ſtrangers within thiir Gates ſhould oblerve the Saf 

bath,it ſeemes it was comprehended under one of them; And 
therefore ſome thinke it was comprehended under that which 
was called Sunn Benediftio Det ; that is, the worſhip of no 


ether God, but the (reator of Heaven and Earth, and by name, 


my worthy friend Maſter Foſeph Mede z as I have ſeenein a 
Manuſcrine of his touching the interpretation of the word 
o26puerec inthe Afts ; and hereot he gives this reaſon ; namely 
that rhe ob/crt, ation of the ſeventh day was the baage * of this, 
nantely of wor/:zoping the {,reator of Heaven and Earth , ac- 
cording to that , the Subbath is a ſigne between me and you, 
that I Jehoval; 3m your God,becanle in ſix dayes the Lord made 
Heaven and Zrth, the Sca and all that in themis, andreſtel 
rhe [eventh, Now if the obſervation of the Sabbuth were 
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is ftill in force to vied Chriſtians.

Wehave notable evidence tor the obſervati- 
on of the Sabbath Day,even among the Gentiles. And fic ti,the 
diitin&ion uf the whole courſe of time.into weekes , for the 
antiquity thereof isremarkable, and now lately julithed by 
Riverus againlt Gomarus With great variety of learned obſer- 
vation , and that eſpecially by Claudius Salmaſins that re- 
nowned Scholar and Antiquary , oneof then+who with great 


inſtance urged Rivers not to ſuffer Gomgras to paſſe unan« | 


ſweared in this point. Ir 1s true , as River obſerves, thet 
(a»ſabon writing upon Suetonirs {.3, 52. and upon theſe 
words, Diogenes the Grammarian was wont rodifpute at Rho: s 
on the Sabbath , prof«ſſeth his opinion, that the obſervation of 
weekes now a dayes generally recezved, was not commonly receas 


ved before the dayes, of Theod1ſ148 , though he confeſſeth, thac 


long before ic was in uſe among the Grecians, eſpecially _ 
| Thoſeof Aſia. Yet Rivet makes it good, and that out of Ter= 


tullian, that Jong before it was in uſe among the Litines. 


Pannes Philopona in his Commentary upon the Hiſtory of - 
the Creation,a book commended by Photizs in his Biblathec gs = 


lib.7.cap.t4 andlately ſet forth at Vienna in Auſtria, writes 
thus ; eAll men doe agree in this, that there are ſeven daves 
only , which byrevolation in themſelves doe complete whole time, 
whereof what reaſon can wee give, bar that which 10/25 
. gave? to wit.that in ſix dayes the Lord madethe World, and 
reſted the ſeventh. And-(lemens Alexandrings and Enſebins 
provethe ſame out of Homer , i83ouer x pap iis , of 1s 7/22s- 
4mm, The ſeventh day was that , wherein all — were 
finiſhed; and out of (allimachys, and out of Lins in diverſe 
paſſages to the ſame purſe, as Riverus hath ſhewed in bis an- 
ſwer to Gomarus, And further, thatin the French Kings 
library , there is a Chronology of George Syncellus, from eAdam 
to Diacleſian;wherein Sa/maſius obſerves, that the computa- 


tion of times by weekes was before the computation of | 


times by moneths and yeares was found ont by Aſtrolopers ;- 


and that the ancient fathers diſtinguiſhed the ſpares of _ 
only 
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only by weekes : and that the Cal/d-ar Alt rologers having ob- 
{erved the courſe of the Sunne, Moone , and other planets were 
the firſt that beſtowed on the ſeven dayes of the wreke the names 


of the planets ; and that by the teſtimony of an, antient au-

thor Manuſcript. Zoroaſtres and Hyſtaſpis were the authors - of 


theſe demonſtrations, But that this circuit of ſeven dyes was 
#2 uſe before Zproaſtres and the firſt autbors of Aſtrology, But 
the Fewes kept them/clves as to the diſtinftion of times by weekes, 
fo to call the dayes by their order , the firſt, the ſecond ; and that 
the Pythagoreans aid th: like——and called the firſt day of the 
weeks wa like as the - Helleniſts called it play T6 cab&amm, 
In the yeare, 1627,T here was ſet forth a book at YVerice(as the 
ſame Do&or River writes ) intitled Theſaurus precep:orun 
1ſaaci Atie Tnudei ; in the firſt part whereof and 157. precept 
rouching the Sabbath , he writes to this effett, that the holineſſe 
of that ſacred day is ſo well known, that it were ſuperfluous to 
uſe many woras in th? explication thereof ; {ceing it ts found 
to have impreſſion in the very hearts of the Heath: us themſelves ; 
becaaſe there is none that knoweth not , that whea his highneſſe 
to wham none can approch, built this wonderfull frame, he reſted 
an the ſeventh day. 2. And thas ere I am aware, I am fallen 
upon the holineſſe of the day, acknowledged generally by 
the Heathens themſelves as this Jewiſh writer conceaved. 
Theophilus Autiochenus an ancient Father in his ſecond booke 
written to eAxtolycus , acknowledgeth the celebrity of this 
day among(t all men, though the reaſon thereot was not fo 
well known to moſt ; to wit as drawn from Godsreſt on that 
day after he had created the World.7ertzllian alſo acknow-. 
ledged the Heathens to ſolemnize the ſeventh nuich after the 
ſame manner that the Jewes did ; confirmed by the learned 
obſervation of Iacobus Godefridus , notwithftanding ſome ex- 
ceptians made againſt it. And that this was the praiſe of 
the Romans he proves farther out of 7:b#/lus and Ovid,name- 
ly that they did fer:arizeſt on the Saturday as, the Jewes did. 
And Manaſſes Ben Iſracl in his 35. queſtion upon Exodus 
writes thus, Ne Agareni quidem , Veneris diem religioſiſſime

OW whereas Do&or Rivet about the ob- 
a | ſervation of one day in ſeven as neceffary, 
I | differeth in opinion from his two Collegues 
Do@or Thy, and Do&or Walews , and 
I not ſo onely ,but direfts himſclfe ( after Go- 
(! marns ) to take into conſideration. the argu- 
ments propoſed by Do&or Wales for the morality of one 
day in ſeven, and to accommodate an anſwer thereunto : I 
; thinke it fir, not to omit the diſcuſſion of that arilwer of his ; 
and that in ſuch ſort that I may carry my ſelfe correſpon- 

dently to his ingenu':us behaviour herein. 
 Thefirſt argument of Wales is this, if by the force and 
analogy ( of the fourth Commandement it be not rightly collefted 
that one day of [even is to be conſecrated to Divine wor ſhip, then

ſaid Purpoſe ) by any Divine precept , ſeeing in no other precept

argument is of great force ; conſidering the difference bet- 

weene proportion of time allowed unto Divine Service, and 

the difference of the day, keeping till the ſame proportion. 

For every malter ,. from the greateſt Prince” to the meaneſt 

houſholder expe&ts that his ſervant ſhould be profitable unto 


him, and accordingly hee expeRs a certaine proportion of $7 


ſervice to bee performed by him z. as namely a good dayes 
worke for every day;a good weeks worke for every wecke.And 
in every trade it is well known by them that are ſcene therein, 
wherein conſiſts a good dayes worke , whereof whoſoever: 
failes, heis accompted but an-idle and unprofitable ſervant ; 
but ſo the worke of the day be done, whether he Iaboureth 
more in one houre, then in another, he regardeth not. Such 
in like manner is every ones conſideration of -a weekes worke. 
So likewiſe as. touching the ſervice of God, it 1s nothing 
materiall as touching the ſubſtance of Gods ſervice what day 
ot the weeke is ſet apart for that. For whether, we conſider 
the adyantagious nature of it for ſetting forth the glory of 
God who is our maker ; and as we camefromhim ſo wemult 
be forhim, Reys.1 1. & Heb. 2. The ſupreame eflicient being 
ever of duty the ſipreame end ; or whether we conſider the 
profitable nature of it to our owne ſoules in comming ac- 
quainted with him , both touching his nature, touching his 
counſaile concerning us , .and touching his will. For when 
we deſpiſe bim,we daſpilG him againſt our ſelves ; and when 
wee provoke him , wee provoke him to the confuſion of our 
owne faces ; him(elfe being nothing profited by our ſervice, 
but our owne ſoules rather, though he be pleaſed to accompe 
himſeclfe glorified thereby : it being his gloryto doe us good. 
This advancement of hisglory and our good is no more pro- 
moted by ſetting one day in a weeke apart for this then ano- 
ther, - But betweene the proportion of one day in a weeke , or 
oneday ina moneth, or one day ina yeare , there is @ vaſt 
and momentous difference. For we come to the knowledge 
of God, and of the iayſteries = godlinefſe by ſmall degrees

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The Moralitie of the fourth Commandement , 
and in thewayes of holinefſe we clamberas it were up an high

And will any wiſe man ſay that it matters not much in this 
caſe, whether we acquaint our ſelves with the Armour of God 
one day in a'weeke, 'or one day in a moneth, or one day in 
a yeare to arme var ſelves againſt ſuch ghoſtly and watchfull 
enemies ?

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To this I anſwer. 

1. By granting the concluſion ; for the' 1-3» Sabbath 
Chriſtians obſerve not. 2. but oneday in feven they alwayes 
have obſerved, a manifeſt evidence that they never conceaved 
this to be any impeachment to their Chriſtian liberty, And 
no marvell; for they manifeſtly perceaved that God required 
this proportion oftime under the Law , and from the begin= 
ning ofthe World ; how much more ſhould we be caretull 


to performe no lefſe under the Goſpell ? And indeed reſt on 


the ſeventh day did pregnantly repreſent before hand Chriſts 
reſt that day, and that day alone full and whole in the grave. 
But asfor any ceremoniality to be found in the ſpeciall pro»

So that we have no need of Door 
Rivetw, his anſwer to helpe us in the ſolution of this his 
argument. And whereas he conceaves our Chriſtian liberty 
to be impeached if any proportion of time be obſerved of 
neceſſity by force of precept, and of free choiſe. r. This is as 
much as to ſay that our liberty is impeached, if we ſuffer our 
Lord and maſter, to preſcribe unto us his ſervants whatpro- 
portion of ſervice we ſhall performe unto him , and not ra- 
ther have him leave it to the ſervant to cut outunto him as 
little, or as much as he thinkes good , yet we do not deny 
but he may allow unto him more; all that we tand for 1s 
that we ought not toallow him lefſe under the Goſpell, then 
he required under the Law ; and then he required from the 
beginning of the World. 2. I marvell that Door Riverws 
doth not obſerve how herein he contradi&s himfelte ; for hath 
he not formerly reſted in this anfwer of Gomarzs, that by ver» 
tue of the fourth Commandement , we muſt allow uato him 
dayes ſufficient for his ſervice; and that theſe dayes muſt be 
rather Frequentiores then Rariores , more rather then fewer; 
and if it be no prejudice to our Chriſtian liberty to be tyed,

Wallews, T am concent the. indifferent may judge ; as-alſo 
whether the two cauſes mentioned by him for the obſerya» 
tion of the Sabbath containe&in the Commandement , doth 
not infer thethicd alſo which Rivers oppoſerh, namely the 
proportion of one day in ſeven, And that this is as free from 
-all colour of ceremoniality as any of the other two. The 
firſt was that ſome time is to be ſet apart for Guds Services 
now this generall is not commanded there but as contained 
in the ſpeciall, to wit, the proportion of one day in fevem. 
Both of them being equally contained in the particulariry of 
the ſeventh day in that Commandement expreſſed. And as 
for the morality of reſt to bee allowed to ſervants after fix 
dayes of labour;this doth clearely draw with it the contines 
ment of the time appointed for Gods Service to the propor. 
tion of one day 1n ſeven;unlefſerhe day of reſt for fervants ſhal 
not be the day conſecrated to the exerciſes of piety. And 
I much wonder that Do@or River a man of ſuch judge= 
ment, and perſpicacity doth not obſerve this. The only way 
to helpethis anomaly isin plaine termes to profeſſe that ſome 
reft is to be allowed to ſervants by their Maſters, but in what 
proportion, that is not defined , bur left at Jarge to the plea» 
ſure of their Maſters. And as for ceremoniality in the pro- 
portion of one day in ſeven, never any man deviſed any ſach 
thing more then in the ſetting apart of ſome time in gene- 
rall for Gods Service, all confefling this to be a duty known 
by the very light of nature. But I doe not finde that Calvin 
hath any other meaning then that we are not fo tied toone 
day in ſeven, but that more time then this may be confecra- 
ted to Divine Service ; which as I have diſputed betore,lo 
now I am the more confirmed herein , Do&or Rimerxs mani-. 
feſting chisto be his opinionalſo, as well as it was the opi- 
nion of Gemarws ; For injthis he reſts,as may appeare by his 
| anſwer 
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Set 5 ' anſwertothe firſt argument of Do@or Wallew, Neither is 
—— —=—jttruethat Calvindid cenſure them who fimply maintained, 
that the obſervation ot one day in the weeke doth ſtill re- 
maineas morall ; but that ſo maintained it as in reference to 
ſome myſterious fignification; as DoQtor alles hath mani- 
felted, and the words immediatly following in Calin doe 
evince,which are theſe ; but this 1s no other thing then in 
contumely of the Fewes to change the day, and in heart to re- 
taine the ſame holineſſe of the day, Here commonly the 
alleagers of (alvin to the ſame intent that Door K:iverrs 
doth, uſe to make a period ; as if Calvin delivered this abſo- 
 lutely; whereas Calvin propoſeth it onely conditionally,as 
Wh appeares by the other halfe of the ſentence thus. If ſo bee 
there remaine yet unto us a fignitication in the dayes equally 
myfſterious, to that which had place among the /ewes.: And 
though I marvell not at others who _— in this argument 
diſmember ( a/vins ſentence, 1ſo to make him to deliver 
that abſolutely which hee delivers onely conditionally ; yet 
I cannot ſufficiently marvell that Rivers of rough impro- 
vidence ſhould do fo too, eſpecially conſidering the good 
paines that Door 7/alzs hath taken to cleare Calvinrmea- 
ning in this point. 

Neither is Maſter Robert Low, in hiseffigiation of the true 
Sabbatiſme , of any ſuch authority as to counterpoiſe the 
concurrent teſtimonies of ſo many of our E-gl;h Divines to 
the contrary ; not to ſpeake of the multitude of outlandiſh 
Divines whom DoCtor Walezzs muſtereth up, concurring in 
the ſame opinion , and whereas hee ſaith as Door Riverns 
reports him,that ſome great men, who vehemently contend, 

. that the perpetuall ſanity of manners doth require, that one 
day in ſeven ſhould be celebrated, have more authority then 
reaſon ; | may bee bold to ſay that they who with him have 
hicherto _— the Do@rine we maintaine, what authority 
they have I know not, but as for their reaſons. they are of 
{o hungry a nature ; that hereby they manifeſt that nothing 
butatfe&ion and their private ends they have, to beare them 
out in this. And whereas I doubt not but Riverss Hath brought 

on the. Stage. the beſt reaſons hee conld picke both one of

But as for ourreaſon,wecall all the World tojudge of it; 
God did require one day in ſeven to be ſet apart for his pub- 
lique' ſervice under the Law ; how mixch-more doth he re- 
quire as good a/proportion of time under the Goſpell 2 Nay 
from the beginning of the World he hath -required it, and 
to this day both /ewes, and: Chriſtian Gentiles have obleryed 
the fame proportion. Againe God an his \morall Law hath 
required this, and that not as ceremoniall ; never any man 
hitherunto having ſet his -wits orf{ woxke to. deviſe any, cere- 
' moniality herein ' 5; neyther was ie!eyer knowne:that God 
abrogated this proportion of time. to; be allowed unto him 
for his ſervice ; therefore it continueth Rill as a morall Law 
to bind us, and ſhall continue untill God:himſelte ſet anend 
unto it: now let maſter Lowerrealons be compared with theſe 
in every indifferent conſcience; 'and} let them have that au> 
thority which they deſerve ,” becauſe being well conceited of 
the ſtrength of his reaſons, hee ſenſibly complaines of his 
-want of authority. Ir ſeemes Pope eAlexarder the third was 
a man of more authority thenreaſon, For hee maintaines in 
( ap.licet, de 'feriis', as Door Rivetus relates 1t, that both 
the old and new Teſtament have.in ſpeciall manner -appoin- 
ted the ſeventh day for man to reſt thereon , and hee takes it 
out of Suarez. de relig.le2. co 2. but Rivers cannot aſſent 
unto him-,/ if he delivers this of any morall inſtitation ; yet 
that ir was ſo appointed by the fourth Commandenent un- 
tothe Tewerit cannot beedenied ;; and that: not as, ceremo-' 
niall ; for we have ſcene '/how odly Riverns hath carried him- 
ſelfe in comming to ſpeake of the ceremoniality.

Next for the ſecond Theſis, that the alteration of the day Prefaco. 


is onely an humane and Eccleſiaſticall conſtitution , the 
Do@or ſheweth in the firſt SeRtion , the generall conſent of 
all ſorts of Papiſts , Feſwites, Canoniſts, and Schoolemen ; 
of ſome great Lutheranes by names, and generally of the re- 
monſtrant or eArminian Divines in their confeſſion , whoſe 
tendries in this point, wee may conceave with reaſon, not to 
bee different from the Do@rine of the Belgicke Churches, 
in that foure profefſors of Leyden, in their examination or re- 
view of that confeſſion , have paſſed them over without note 
or oppoſition. To theſe beſides are added diverſe of our own, 
Et e noſtris non pauci, as hee ſpeakes it inthe generall, chat is, 

as I conceave his meaning ſuch as are neither of the Lutheran, 
nor of the eL-minian party : of which fince he hath inſtan- 
ced in none particularly, I wilt make bold to borrow two 
or three teſtimonies, out of the traftate of Gomarn before re- 

membred. And firſt hee brings in Bailenger , who in his 
comment on the firſt of the Revelation , calls it Eecleſie cone 
ſnetudinem , an Ecclefiaſticall Ordinance , and after addes, 

Sponte Eccleſia receperunt illum diem. The Church did of its 

owne accord agree upon that day ; for wee reade not any 


where that it was commanded. Next Urſin telling us ; that 


God had abrogated the ewi/s Sabbath, addes preſently, that 
hee left it free nnto the Church , Alios dies eligere, to make 
choiſe of any other day to be fele&ed for his ſervice : and 
that the Church made choyfe of this in honour of our Sa- 
vioursReſurre&ion. Zanchizs affirmes the ſame ; Nullebi le- 
gimus Apoſtolos,cc; Wereade not any where, faith hee that 
the Apoſtles did command this day to bee obſerved inthe 
Church of God ; onely wee finde what the Apoſtles, and 
others of the faithfullnſed to doe upon it , Liberwm ergo re- 
liqnerunt, which isan argumentrthat they left it holy to che 


diſpoſition of theChurch. eArerins, Simler, David Parens,

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and Bucer,, which-arc all there-alleaged , might bee here 
produced, were not theſe ſufficient. Adde, hereunto the ge- 
nerall conſent of our 'Engliſh Prelats, the Architects of our 
reformation in the time of King Edward the lixt, who in the 


AR of Parlament about keeping holy -dayes have determined 


thus, together with the reſt of that grand affembly , viz, 
Neither is it to bee thought, that there is any certaine time 
or definite number of dayes preſcribed in holy Scriptures,but 
that theappointment both of thetime, and alſo of the num- 
ber of the dayes is left by the authority of Gods Word, to 
the authority of Chriſts Church , to bee determined and aſ- 
ſigned orderly in every Country , by the diſcretion of the 
rulers and Miniſters thereof, as they ſhall judge moſt expe- 
dient to the true ſetting forth of Gods glory, and edification 
of Gods People. Which preamble is not to be underſtood of 


- holy dayes or of Saints dayes onely , ({ whoſe being left to 


the authority of the Church was never queſtioned- ) but 
of the Lords Day alſo : as by the body of the AR doth at full 
appeare. | 

In this Seon, the Prefacer makes a greater bluſter by farre 


- then inthe former. For to except againſt the proportion of

of God in theſe dayes of the Goſpell, is ſo unreaſonable a 
courſe, and that not onely in the' judgement of a Chriſtian

And was not Walexs one of the foure?: yet what his opinion 
is himſelfe hath manifeſted 'to the world; yea,and his collegue, 
T hyſizs alſo, yet no cauſe had they to oppoſe in this, when 
the other profeſſed it to be a laudable and good cuſtome, ' ac- 
cording to the patterne of the Primitive Church ; and can the 
Primitive Church exclude the Apoſtles, and not rather 1r-« 
cludethem? . And-is it probable, that. the Primitive Church 
preſcribed it to thaApoſtles, and not rather the Apoſtles to 
the Church ? Tien calls it Eccleſie conſurtudinem, not de

free ; but take with you the reft,#r.4 /iberrom,uit omnino ipſe dits 
ſanttificandms fit, nifs charitas alind poſtulate. In ſuch 4 manner 
free, that omninO, undowbredly the dayit ſelfe owght to be (antti- 
fied, nnleſſe #barity require etherwi{e. T concave hismeaning 
is, and the meaning of all that uſe this language, that weeare 
to keepe it by no other _—_— (not of ſpeciall comman-+ 
dement) than the reaſon of the day doth minifter untous. ir 
being the day that the Lord bath mad& joyfull to Gods 
Church by the reſurre&ion of Chrilt fromthe dead ;z andin 
this ſenſe they ſay itdoth not bind mens conſciences, to wit, as

 wemuſt hold that the Sabbath t abrogated, by Chriſts comming

Ana 
againe eight dayes after. Now that in theſe dayes he ſpake unto - 
them of the Kingdom of God Luke ſhewes, Aﬀts 1.3.Whence it was 
undoubtedly that the Apoſtles obſerved that day by the Lords ore 
denance , to keep their Eccleſtaſticall aſſemblies thereon as it 
appeares they did AQs 20.7. & 1 Cor. 16.2, eAnd hence it was 
without doubt, on the Lords day John was in the ſpirit and re- 
ceaved the Revelation. To the ſame purpoſe is that which 
Doftor Walew alleageth out of Piſcators © 
Aphorif.18. t may be doubted concerning the Lords Day, 


whether it be appointed by God for his ſervice in the New Teſt a- 


ment. My opinion hereof is this ; although we read no-expreſſe 
Commandement conceraing it , yet that ſugh an inſtitution may

Come to conlider ſomewhat: in ales, 
"a Rs whole diſſertation of the Sabbath,from the 


difference betweene us, and hope in the end there will be 
found little or no difference of 1 importance betweene us, 
eſpecially in this point of the inſtitution of the Lord Day 
whether it be divine or humane, and as for the originall in- 
| ſtitution of the Sabbath,namely as from the beginning of the 

World, and as touching the morality of one day in ſeven 
therein I concurrewith him really and affeRionately. And as 
touching the quality of the inſtitution ; IT approve his 
learned paines in vindicating thoſe three places of the new 
Teſtament, As 20.7. 1 Cor.16, 2.and Re.1, 10. from the 
interpretation that ſome give of them, to quaſh the evidence 
which they impor: for the obſervation of the firſt day of the 


weeke,commonly called the Lords Day ,. even in thoſe pri-

aStoquaſh the evidence of them which they ſeem to'us plainly 
ro import. A manifeſt argument in my judgement,that the ob- 
ſervation of that day, as in place of the Jewes Sabbath, inthe 
very daysot the Apottles,doth even convince their conſctences, 
that it can ſayour of nothing lefſe than Apoſtolicall inftituti- 
on ; which, becauſe they doe impugne, therefore they deſire 
to impugne the uſe thereof as nothing fo antient* as to be re- 
ceived of the Apoſtles themſelves. For conſider, I pray, how 
ſhould the converted Tewes come to change their Sabbath, it 
not by order from the Apoſtles themſelves, whoſe doGtrine it 
was that Chrilt came to ſet an end to all ceremonies? And as 
for the ſubſtitution-of a day in the place of it, that all did 
joyntly concurre herein without any dependance of ſome up- 
on the judgement of athers; what ſtrange (trength of conviing 
evidence muſt there needs be in the re{urre&ion of Chriſt, to 
draw them hereunto farre beyond Almighty Gods reſting on 
the ſeventh day from his worke of creation ? What could be 
deviſed to inferre greater morality by the very light of nature 
than this, which ſhould be fo forcible ro move all to concurre 
herein, and that with the firit. But if they received it, ſome 
from others, how improbable it is, that the Apoſtles ſhould 
receive it from the Churches, and not rather the Churches 
from the Apoliles? Then conſider, we no wherereade of any 
difterence here-abouts among the Apoſtles, counting Paul 
amonelt rhemg, who received from the Lord after his aſcenſi-

Firſt , it 15 true, the reſt on that day'commanded after- 
wards might bee, and was as a ceremony preaching ſome- 
thing .unto them. All that is to bee conſidered in time 
pertaining to Gods ' Worſhip 'is the proportion of it ; as 
whether one day in a wecke' bee moſt fit , or one day in 
a moneth bee ſufficient ; and this is of momentous con-

"Portion ; But the particularity of the day in ſeven whether 
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firſt or laſt or middlemoſt, this conſideration in my judgement 
is ofno moment.Only for the avoyding of difſention; & con- 
fufton we have neede of aurhoritative ſpecification, and that 
Goddid not define at the firſt without congruotis reaſon, to 
{ill all motion tending to alteration ; and if we have as fayre 
- evidence under the Goſpell for our Sabbath, as —_ had 
for theirs ; wee are by Gods goodnefle as much freed from 
- diflenſion and confuſion as they , and nothing the more in- 
 gagedin ſuperſtition, as making the obſervation of the day

as abſolutely neceſ{ary.. For the firſt of theſe wee willingly 
grant ; for as much as wee conceave the obſervation of the 
7%, bythe Jewes was no otherwiſe a part of Divine worſhip, 
then as it was a ceremony and ſhadow , the body whereof 
was Chriſt pretigared thereby : and it is well knowne chat 
no Chriſtians obſerveic in any ſuch Notion. But the obſer- 
vation thereof wee hold to-bee abſolutely neceſſary, and fo 
doth Do&or Walzw in holding it to bee 1nvariable , and that 
it cannot bee altered withour the greateſt: ſcandall-- And 
Do&or:Lake Biſhop of Bath,and Wellt profeticth'it to beenor, 
libere obſervationis, but neceſſarie. And if it were free, then 
not to uſe this freedome at all doth manifeſtly give way to 
ſuperſtition in taking that for a thing neceſſary which js nce, 
though not as touching the ſabftance of Gods worſhip and 
ſervice; yet as touching a circamſtance thereof, ſuch as is 
the ciccumftance of time. As for expreſſe precept , if hee 
meanes a precept expreflely written, no man {I trow ) ever 
ſtood for chat ,, but it hee meanes a precept given by Chriſts 
cxpreſle charge to his Apoltles, no man that T' have mee with, 
ſaith more , then Door Walew ſeemes to affirme 
himſelfe ; in'faying that they were entruſted by the Holy Ghoſt

Fourthly , he excepts againſt the-argument drawne from 
Chriſts Reſurre&ion ; denying that therehence it followes 
that that day was to bee conlecrated to: God. But herein hee 
oppoleth all the ancients ; neither doe I thinke hee.can al- 
leage any one that doth not hereon build the obſervation of 
the Lords Day ; which nuiverſall concurrence doth mani- 
feltly argue to be more then probable: Auſtin asWalens alleadg- 
eh him,profcſſeth not as his peculiar opinion,but as he took ir

the beginning of the new creature to be our Sabbath, anſwe- 
rable to the end of the firſt creation,to wit, becauſe the ſecond 
creation hath no end in this world : Againe, Adamand Eve. 
were made but the immediate day before the ſeventh, and the 
ſeventh he was to ſpend in rejoycing in Gods works; ſo 
Chriſts death was the worlds redemption ; and immediately 
after, to wit, with Chriſts riſing, 1t was as fit we ſhoald Sab- 
batize with God for joy of our Redemption. Otherwiſe the 
analogie (which DoRor Wales grants, but doth not expli- 
cate) may be conceived thus. The ſeventh day of the weeke 
was the Lords reſt from the worke of creation, the firſt day of 
the weeke was the Lords reft from the work of redemption, in 
the morning thereof rifing from his grave; and in refpect of 
Chriſts refarre&ion on this day,, what colour hath-any other 
day of the weeke comparable hereunto, to make ir fit to ſtand 
in competition with this. Yes, ſaith D, Falexs, the Thurfday 
may, and that in confidepation of Chriſts aſcenſion on thar - 
day ; yet DoQtor Talzxs well knowes, that that day of the | 
week was never thereupon called the Lords Day, either by the 
Apoſtles, or by the Church,as the day of our Saviors reſurreQi= 
on was, Againe,conſider Chriſts reſurre&ion and aſcenſion are 
to be computed but as one compleate motion ; ſave that he 
was to. ſtay ſometime by. the way here on carth for the 
confirming of his Diſciples faith, and'giving them commiſſion 
for preaching the Goſpel, and order to wait at Jeruſalem un» 
till they were endued with _-_ from on high to corey the 
glad tidings of ſalvation all the world over. So Chriſts dying 
and continuing under the power of death, is but oneworke of 
Redemption. He confefſeth, that Chriſts reſurre&ion afforded 
an argument to the Church Apoſtolicall,to preter this day be- 
fore all ——_— well,even before the day of his aſcention) 
for religiousaſſemblies,as al the ancients teſtifie.But it follyw= 
eth not therefore,that Chriſt by this his fa& did inſtitute the 
ſame day to the ſameend. Now, this is a very ſtrange phraſe, 
by his fa& on the day to inſtitute the day to ſuch an end. Tis 


well knowne fats doenot inſtitute otherwiſe than as there= 
| i. OP from 
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from may. be concluded that ſach a day is to be kept ; andin 
this ſenſe he doth as good as confeſſe, that Chriſt by his fa, 
did inſtitute; for the Apoſtolicall Church did hereupon pre- 
ferre this day; as he confclleth all the ancients doe teſtifie. 
And did they not inferce this there-hence alfo, as molt agree- 
able to the Will of God ? Door Walew proceedeth thus : 
So Godtnthe creation of the worldreſted the ſeventh day ;, but un- 


kſſe God had propoſed this reſt of his as an ex.umple, and confirm:d 


bound as from heaven to the weekly obſervation thereof. To this I 
aniwer,that the like may be (aid of the obſervation of one in ſe- 
ven; yet ſeeing God did comand this proportion to the Jews, 
wichout any new commandement, we can inferre thar ſurely 
God requiresas good a proportion of us Chriſtians. In like 
manner,ſceing God commanded unto them the day of his reſt 
from creation, we without any the like commandement, may 
better inferre that Chriſts reſting day fivm the worke of Re- 
demptionought to be our reſt, than they could, that the ſe- 
venth day ought to betheir reſt-2, Man could not pollibly have 
knowne how many dayes God was creating the world, fo to 
know what day he reſted, that they might conforme unto him 
intheir reſtzunleſſe God had revealed it unto them;but ſuppo=- 
fing God had revealed it, and withall hadcalled it his holy 
day, and itwere knowne unto them that one day in the weeke 
maſt be ſet apart as Gods holy Day,ia this caſeI appeal tceve- 
ry -Chriftian conſcience whether. this were not ſufficient to 
conclude that ſurely the day of the Lords reit, being his holy 
Day, ought to be the day of our reſt, and our holy days. 
Now, thus the caſe ſtands with us Chriſtians ; we know what 
day our Saviour roſe, having finiſhed the worke of mans Re- 
demption;z we know the Jewes Sabbath is abrogated ; we 
know the proportionof one day in ſeven remaines ſtill to be 
conſecrated as an holy day to the Lord ; we know the Lord 
preſcribed tarthe _— for their Sabbath his reſting day from 
the creation ; which 1s called his holy day : And in like 
manner we know, that under the Goſpel, the firſt day of the 
weeke being the day of our Saviours reſurreRion, is called by 
Saint ob the Lords Day; as for Eaſter and Pentecoſt, the

caſe is nothing like z choſe feſttyalls being not of ſingledayes, Sef?, 35, 


but of whole weeks, once in a yeere, yet this proportion we 
find betweene them and the weekely Sabbath. There are ina 
yeere ſeven times ſeven weeks, and a fration leſſe than halfe a 
{ven ; fo that the memory of the creation was ſeven times in 
a yeere celebrated more than the memory either of their deli- 
verance out of Egypt, or, of their reaping the fruits of the 
land of Canaan, the one farre ſurmounting the other, yer 
their Eafter began the day of the yeere whereon they came 
out of Egypt. And DoQtor Lake, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
"Theſe 41. de Sabbat,profefieth, that Gol ſets onr the day by the 
worke he doth on the day, the worke I ſay done, doth difrence A 
day from a day : and Theſf. 43. Now then, when God doth any 
remarkable worke, then will he be honoured with a commemoration 
day for that worke. If the worke concerne the whole, by the whole 
Church, and by a part, if it concerne a part : and Theſ.44. And 
his Will is underſtood often by his Precept ; but when we have not 
* that, the praflice doth guide the C w—_ T ht: is a Ca:holique 
rele,obſerved in the inſtituffon of all ſacred feaſts,both Divine aud 
Humane, 46. The works of the day s the ground of hallowing 
the day, whether it be weekely, monethly, or yeerely, as particu- 
lars evince in Scripture and hiftory, The very light of nature 
doth give teſtimony unto this, as appeareth by the common 
praCtice of the heathens ; as to give ſome inſtance hereof, whar 
1s the originall of the'obſervation of the Fryday,as a feſtivall 
day amongſt Mahumetanes? farely this;on that day {ahymer 
fled from Meche to Jethrib, and fo that day is accounted the 
firſt day of his kingdom,and from thenceforth it was ordained 
to be the firſt day of theiryeere and of their weeke. So then 
the Will of God, in the judgement of this reverend Divine, is 
manifeſted not onely by Precept, but by his Worke. And yet 
I know none ſpeakes more of Precept in this particular, than 
DoRor Walers, as T have often alleged him, pag. 172. 
Fifchly, I grant «is went too farre, in affirming that 
Chriſt did obſerve the ſame every weeke betweene his refur- 
region and aſcention ; bat neither doth the contrary appeare 
by Scripture z undoubtedly the two firſt he did, and it 1snot 
manifeſt that the three following he did not ; and though 
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(Jril inferces here-hence the reaſonableneſſe of our Chriſtian 
aſſemblies on this day, yet: wee doe not; but as DovRor 
Walzxs concludes that which hee concludes not from any 


one place, but, from many places together, that do we; Net- 


theris itany thing to the purpoſe that Doftor Pale obſerves 
of Chriſts appearing on. other dayes,as /o0h.21.24.once,which 
was at a fiſh meeting. And asliccle materiall is it, that at ſich 
other times of his meetings he ſpake of the ws. apr of God. 

Sixthly, On like ſort Chriſt ſending down theþpiric on his 


| Apoſtles on the day of Pentecoſt, hath not &'much force 


conſidered alone, but onely in a conjun&confideration with 
Chriſts reſurre&ion on that day : And Jike as.after his death 
he aroſe on that day manifeſting himſclfe mightily thereby to 
be the Sonne of God, ſo after his aſcenſion into heaven, he 


came downe by his Spiric on that day, the ſeyenth,firſt day of 


the weeke afcer his reſurreQion, maniteſting thereby as Peter 
ſgnifieth that he had obtained the diſpenſation of the Spirit. 
We doe not ſay the Spirit was gn the day of Pentecoſt ſent 
downe, becauſe it was the Lords days But being ſent down on 
that day, as the Law is canfeſſed to have beene delivered on 
that day, this tends tothe marking out of that:day more and 
more, for manifeltation of the power of Chriſt, That day 
they receiving power from on high by the deſcending of the 
holy Ghoſt upon them, whereby they were inabled to preach 
the Goſpel. And that day of the weeke which is ſet apart for 
Divine ſervice as our Chriſtian Sabbath; as that day where- 


on the Holy Ghoſt doth ordinarily come downe upon his ſer= 
vants in the minifterie of his Word, and celebration of the 


Sacraments, and putting up of our joynt prayers unto him 
for the ſanCtitying and editying Chriſt body which is: the 
Church: andeven in this reſpe& that day hath a farre better 
congruitie to thÞ#tay that is to be ſet apart for Divine ſervice, 


than any other day 1n the week beſides. Theday of his aſcenfi-- 
- on hedeparted from them as touching his preſence corporall, 
but on the day of Pentecoſt he came downe upon them as. 


touching his preſence ſpirituall ; and ſo he doth Kill in our 
Sabbath exerciſes on the Lords day, though not in ſo extra- 


ordinary a manner, yet no lefle effe&ually to thatedification- 


and ſcan&ification of our ſoules. Is Seventhly, 


ts fhill tn force to bind Chriſtzans, 


*.. Seventhly, And whereas ſomeurged that if Chriſt himſelfe 


had not initituted this day afcer h:s reſurre&ion, the moſt 
Primitive Church ſhould have beeneleft deſtitute of a certaine 
day of Gods worſhip, to wit, from the time of Chriſts reſar- 
reCtion to the ficlt conſecrating of the Lords Day, which they 
take to be abſurd, and I confteſle, it ſeems unlikely that the 
Apoſtles tooke upon them to order ought untill they received 
the Spirit on the day of Pentecoſt, that being the day they 
were to receive power' from on high, to execute the com- 
miſſion given them, at. 28. 19. to teach all nations ; till 
which time they gathered no Charches. For the ſtrength- 
ning the former reſon, it is added; That the Jewes Sab- 
bath was now aboliſhed by Chrifts death and refurre&ion. 
This I doe not deny, but the Apoſtles might very well be 
ignorant hereofas yet,as not having received the Spirit as yet; 
yea, & after the receiving it, we find they challenged: Perer for 
going to the Gentiles to preach the Goſpel, As 11. to this 
argument ſome anſwer, as Wales faith,that the daies between 
Chriſts aſcenſion and the comming downe of the Holy Ghoſt 
upon them, were ſpent in continuall meetings of the Apoſtles 
and other Diſciples. But from the day of Pentecoft,the Lords 
day thenceforth obſerved. This anſwer reacheth not unto the 
daies interceding betweene Chriſts reſurre&ion and his a(- 
cention. And when I confider Biſhop Lake his diſcourſe, 
grounded, as he profeſſcth, upon univerſall obſervation (and 
which I find no reaſon to reſiſt) namely, that the worke of the 
day commenads the day : If ever any day deſerved to be feſtival 
to any,ſurely the day of our Saviours reſurre&ion deſerved to 
be feltivall unto them, to rejoyce in the Lord thereon, accor- 
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ding to that of the Pſalmiſt, Thr is the day which the Lord hath Pſalm. 18. 24, 


made,let us be gladand rejoyce therein ; the ancient Fathers ac- 
commodating the place thereunto. The two verſes immediat- 
ly preceding, carrying in the forchead of them a manifeſt re- 
lation unto Chriſt as the proprietary of their meaning. 22c 
The ftone which the builders refuſed, is become the head of the cor- 
ner. 23. This s the Loras dong, and it is marvelloys in ogr eyes. 
Now when was this manifeſted, namely, that the ſtore which 
the builders refuſed became the head of the corner, but by Chrilts 
reſurreCtion 


Ke 
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Reſarre&ion from the dead., being thereby mightily declared 
to bee the Sonfie of God. Row. 14. and was there ever 
worke more marvellous in the eyes of Gods Servants , then 
the Reſarre&ion 6f Chriſt , eſpecially conſidering the dif- 
con(olate condition ofhis Diſciples ? Lake 24.21. We truſted 
it kad beene he, that fponld have delivered Iſrael. The women 
departed from the Sepulcher,though with teare, by reafon of 
the conſternation receaved from Angelicall preſence, their 
countenance being like lightning , yet with great joy by 
reaſon of the newes they heard from them of Chrifts Re» 
ſurre&ion ; upon the noiſe whereof ( for they were com- 
manded to carry word of it to his Diſciples, ) the Apoſtles 
as it ſcemes were gathered together ; and in the evening after 
hee hatl ſhewed himſelfe ro his Diſciples going to Emazes, 
Chriſt preſented himſelte in the midſt of them. Eight dayes 
after they were mer together , and Thomas with them who 
being abſent the time betore,gave out ſperches of peremptory 
incredulity concerning his Reſurre&iony therefore then and 
not till then alſo the dores being ſhut, Chriſt came before 
them,and calls unto Thomas to ſee his hand, and to put his fin- 

into his fide. Theſe apparitions of our Saviour twice on 


| the firſt day of the weeke might well adde ſomewhat to the 


confirmation of them in the feſtivity of this day ; and how- 


| ſoever betweene his aſcenſion, and the day of Pentecoſt they 


had their meetings, yet how improbable 1s ic they ſhould 

no difference z betweene ſuch a feſtivall and other dayes 
of the wecke. A ſecond anſwer Walexs gives, namely that 0. 
thers ſay , that from the day of Pentecoſt it was not neceſ- 
ſary that the Lords Day ſhould bee obſerved : but that at the 
firſt the Apoſtles together with the Jewes obſerved their Sab- 
bath not as a ceremony of the Old Teſtament, but as a free 
circumſtance of divine worſhip, as for a while they retey- 
ned Circumciſion and difference of meats ; which they gave 
over , after the Jewes were fonnd obſtinately to refuſe the 
Goſpell. So that in theſe mens judgements the Lords Day 
was no feſtival! to the Apoſtles, tillby occaſion of the Jewes 
obſtinateneſſe, a proper occafion for the inſtitution of anew 
feltivall. And give mee leave to differ from them in yoking 
| Circum- 


is till in force tobind Chriſtians. 


Circumciſion and difference,of meats with the Jewes Sab- FefF, 


bach, neicher of them prefiguring Chriſt as to come, like as 
the Jewes Sabbath did, pretiguring his reſt that day in the 
grave ; asthe ancients have conceived it, without any con» 
tradition that I know. Had they permitted ſacrifices for a 
time, their compariſon had beene more congruous. I ſee no 
reaſon to withhold me from concurring with e-Lsſtin, and 
in him with all the ancicnts,for ought I know to the contrary, 
that Dies Dominicus Reſurreftione Domini decl aratin eft (hri> 
ftianis,& ex illo ceepit habere feſtivitatem ſuam , yea with the 
very words of Scripture P/al. 118. 23, The ſtone which the 
builders refuſed is become the head of the corner 23. This the 
Lords doing, and it 1s marvellous in our eyes. 24. This is the 
day which the Lord hath made we will rejoyce and be gladinir. 
Neither is it credible to mee that the Apoſtles were 1gnorant 
of it or of its application,to the day of Chriſts Refurreftion, 
from thevery day thereof. Here/bachins upon theſe words, 


Hec dies quam fecit dominus, They are (faith hee) the words 


of the people exulting in the Kingdome of David , moſt of 
all of the glorious Reſurre&ion of Chriſt, which of all others 
was moſt glorious to mankinde : as whereon Chriſt redeemed 
us in a "triumphant manner , from the Tyarnny of Satan, 
and from everlaſting death , and reſtored unto us everlaſt- 
ing rightouſncfſe. eArnobizs interprets it of the Lords 


Day... 

Eightly , the laſt argument, and which hee acknowledgeth 
of greateſt moment is that, which is taken out of eApoc. 1. 10, 
Where the firſt day of the wecke is called the Lords Day, 
whence they conclude, that it is of the Lords inſtitutio: And 
indeed Door Andrewes Biſhop of Wincheſter in his Starre 
Camber ſpeech profeſſeth,that this denomination is given 
onely to the firſt day of the weeke,, as called in Scripture the 
Lords day, and to the Sacrament of the body and bloud of 
Chrift, as called the Lords Supper, and that to ſhew that the. 
word Dominicum ( the Lords) is to bee taken alikein both. 
In the ſame ſenie wee call the Prayer which our Saviour 
aght his Diſciples the Lords Prayer. But let us heare 
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( faith hee) is not neceſſary;tor it may bee called the Lords, 
not onely that which is of his inſtitution, but even that which 
is made tothe remembrance , or in the honour. of him, , or for 
his worſhip, as the ancients ſpeake, as the altar of the Lord, 
and feaſt of the Lord are often ſo called, And that in this 
ſence it wastaken of the ancients it appeares by this, that the 
ancient Fathers both Greeke and Latine, called Temples by 
the name of Dominica, and Kupaxz, That which wee urge 
is the language of the Holy Ghoſt , now throughont the holy 
Scripture, it is not the language of the Holy Ghoſt, tocall 
either Altars the Lords Altars, or Feaſts the Lords Feaſts, but 
ſuch as are of the Lords inſtitution.Neither doe the fathers(in 
my obſervation )call the firft day of the weeke the Lordsday 0+ 
therwilſe then in reference to Chriſts ReſurceRion, as the cauſe 
of the feſtivall nature thereof. Temples indeed they call Kugiax 
as conſecrated to the Lord ; but the denomination is not to 
diſtinguiſh it from other Temples ; as the Lords Day hath 


its denomination to diſtinguifh it from other dayes. Bur 


the day of Chriſts Reſurre&ion being called the Lords Day 
not as ſuck aday in the yeare, but as ſuch a day in the weeke, 
this to my underſtanding doth manifeſtly inferre the ſac- - 
ceffion of it into the place of the Lords day of the weeke 
amongſt the Jewes. Both ancient and moderne Divines doe 
hold it lawfull to conſecrate other dayes to the ſervice of 
of God,ſuch as wee uſually call holy dayes. But never any 
man ( I thinke ) was found that durft call any of them 
Diem dominicum the Lords Day. Adde to this, wherefore doth 
our Saviour ſay,that the ſonne of man is Lord of the Sabbath, 
but plainely to conclude herence , that hee can diſpenſe 
with it, hce can abrogate it,and bring another into the place 
of it ? and none hath power for this but hee who is Lord of 
the Sabbath. 

Laſtly , when he ſaith, pray that your flight be not in the 
winter nor on the Sabbath day,what 1s the reaſon hereof, but 
religio Sabbati ? as all confefle rhe religious obſervation of the 
Sabbath ; and did they underſtand any other religion of the 
Sabbath but as from Divine inſtitution ? Now the time con- 
cerning which our Saviour delivers this, now about the de- 


deſtrution

deſtrution of the Temple by Tits, after that no other Sabe Fo 5. 
bath bur of the Lords Day,was generally eſtabliſhed in the — —

Laſt of all,for the third, andlaſt concluſion, that till the Pref, 
Church hath power to change the day our DoRtor in the 

. Seftion, bringeth in Ballinger, Bucer, ' Brentins , Urſinus, 

and Chemmitizs,aliſque noſtris with divers others not named 
particularly,as they are which thinke no otherwiſe thereof 
then (alvin did, and ſhewes by what diſtinRtion Swarez, 
though otherwiſe no friend unto the men, doth defend their 
Doctrine. Nh, 4-2 | Gd 

Naw as the doArine was, ſuch alſo is the pra&iſe 6f thoſe 
men and Churches, devoid of any the leaſt ſuperſtitions ri- 
gour,eſteeming it to bee a day left arbitrary , and therefore 
open to all honelt exerciſes andlawtuli recreations z by which 
' the mind may bee refreſhed, andthe fpirits quickened. Even 
in Geneva it lelfe according asit is related in the enlargement 
of Boterus by Robert Fohnſon, all honeſt exerciſes, ſhooting 
in pieces, long Bowes, crofſcbowes , &c. are/uſed on the 
Sabbath Day, and that both in the morning, before and after 
Sermon z neither doe the Miniſters finde fault therewithall, ſo 
that they hinder not 'from hearing of the word art the time 
appointed.  # 

Dancing indeed they doe not ſuffer ; But this is not 
in reJation ro the Sunday , but the ſport it ſelfe, which 
is held unlawfull , and generally forbidden in the French 
Churches : which ftriftnefſe as ſome note , conſidering how 
the French doedelightin dancing, hath beenea great hin- 
derance tvu' the growth of the refotmed religion: in that

the number of ſeven; as to tie the Church to the ſervitude therc= 
of; which 'conſidered in ic felfe, might intimate that in his 
opinion, K is inditterent whether wee keepe holy one day in 
ſeven, or oneday in foureteene ; but the words immediately 
following:doe manifeſt his meaning to be farre otherwiſe, as 
namely,that we arenot ſo tiedto a feventh,bat that we may ſo- 
Temnize other dayes alfo, by our holy afſemblies. Fer thus ic 
followes, Neg enim damngvero qui alios conventibus [wis ſolex- 
nes dies habeant, I condemne not them that keep other dayes holy : 
will any man ſuppoſe that ſome there were, well knowne to 
Calvis,mho kept other dayes {olemn,and not the Lords Day ; 
and that theſe men {alvin would not condemne ? And Goma- 
744,who is moſt oppolite to us in this argument, profeſſeth,that 
ſeeirig not. onely-atime,but a fythcient propprtion of time is to - 
be ſer apart for. Divine ſervice, therefore we muſt now under 
the Goſpel, allow rather a better proportion of time -for Di- 
vine, ſervice than a worſe. And inthis allo Riverw reſts, in 
his anſwer to the firſt argument of Walews, contending for 
one day. in ſeven, - as. neceſlarily te be allowed to the wor- 
ſhip of God.. For Bullinger, T know not. where to ſecke that 


fore out. of him;that the Lords Day was by the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves conſecrated to Divine a&ions; which ordinance the 
antientChurches obſerved moſt religiovſly,and thatone ofthe 

» Chief cauſes hereof was,thatthey might celebrate the memory 
of Chriſts reſurreftion, which fell out on the firſt day of the 
weeke.; of power to abrogate this day left unto the Church 
he ſaith nothing, bur to the contrary rather, that all they who 
delirethe reſtoring of Chriſts Kingdome, onght tolabpur,that 
the religion of the Lords Day may be ſoundly called backe and 
be of force. ' Tet (faith he) it s agreeable to our piety 'to [an« 
thifie other feſtivalls alſv, ts the commemoration of the Lords 
chiefe workes, whereby he perfefled our redemption 4s the day. of 
his tncarnation, nativity, the Epiphany, thepaſſion, the reſurrettin 
az, aſcenſon and Pentecoſt.

Wewillingly grant as much;and-addethe reaſon hereof; co 
wit, becauſe the holineſſe of the day preferred before his fel 
_ Jowes conſiſted in ſome myſterious fignification —_ re- 
erence. 
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ferenceunto Chriſt asto come; all which kind of ſhadowes, 
the body being come, are now vaniſhed away. Hee proceeds, 
ſaying. The Apoſtles alſo manifeſted by their example that in 
the new Teſtament it was free to come together, either every 
day,' or what day ſoeyer. they; thought good, to handle the 
Word and Sacraments, and to the publique or common exer- 
ciſes of piety. So the Sabbath day, and other feſtivall dayes 
they taught. All this wee willingly grant, but here-hence ic 
followeth nor, that one day of the weeke was not of more ne-. - 
celfary obfervation for the exerciſes. of piety than another. 
Farther ((aith he) that they might manifeſt that the exerciſes 
of Ecclefiaſticall afſemblics were not tied to certaine dayes : 
they daily perſevered in the doQrine ofthe Apoſtles, and in 
breaking bread, 47.2. and 5.and 1 Cor.5. Now we —_—

acknowledge that we Chriſtians are not {o bound to one 


in the weeke, as namely,to the Lords Day, as that we may not 
have our holy aſſemblies more often than once, but onely ſo, 
that we may not keep them lefſe often,nor omitthe celebration 
of the Lords Day: like as the Jews might not omit the celebra- 
tion of their weekely Sabbath, chough ſometimes,many dayes 
together beſides were kept holy by them, So we Chriſtians al- 
ſo having our Sabbath as our Savioug fignified we ſhould have 
when he faid, Pray that your flight be not in the Winter, nor ou 
the Sabbath day ; which Sabbath of ours, wee keepe on the 
Lords Day; though we may keep other days holy, yet we may 
not omit this; and if any ſhall take upon them toalter this 
Sabbath, wemay be bold to demand of them quo warranto, 
by what warrant from the Lord of Sabbath ? But (hemnitius 
proceeds thus : Now,whereas afterwards the falſe eApoſtles did 
ſo mroe theſe free ebſervations of the Moſaicall $ abbath, and other 
feaſts, 4s by law,and with opinion of neceſſity, as to condemne their 
conſciences who obſerved them not, Paul forbad the obſervation of 
them, All which we willingly acknowledge, butthat here- 
upon they began firſt to ordaine another day in the weeke for 
their Eccleſiaſticall afſemblies and exerciſes of piety, which 
yet Chemnitizs proves not, I leave it to the indifferent to

from the dead. And ſeeing all feſtivals,as Biſhop Lake obſerves, 
have beene obſerved in regard of ſome great worke done on 
ſueh a day forthe goad of man;whether ever any day broughr 
forth a more wonderful or more comfortable worke ro man- 
kind than the firſt day of the weeke, which was the day of our 
Saviours reſurreftion from the dead, let the Chriſtian world 
judge. This day Chemmitins ſaith, ſeems to be called by Saint 
Tobn the Lords Day, which appellation all antiquity did after= 
wards retaine and uſe: yet notwithſtanding (faith he) we doe not 
read that the Apoſtles did impoje upon mens conſtiences in tho new 
Teſtament the obſervation of that day by any Law or Precepe, bat 
the obſervation was free, fav order ſakg. Let us duly weigh and 
conſider this, together with the reaſons — : Caluine 
diſtinguiſheth the obſervation of a day for order ſake, and the 
obſervation of a day for ſome myſterious ſignification ſake : 
had Chemmitizs thus diſtinguiſhed, we would have fibſcribed 
thereunto, and confeſſed, that now adayes wee obſerve no 
day for any myſterious ſignification fake, but onely for order 
ſake» And thus under the Goſpel wee are freed from obſerva- 
tion of daies for myſteries ſake, not free from obſervation gf 
one certaine day in the weeke for order ſake. As for his phraſe 
of impoſing the obſervation of the Lords day upon mens conſtiences, 
this phraſe is moſt improper and unſeaſenable, in this caſe ; ic 
is onely proper hp in caſe the thing impoſed be of 
a burthenſome nafure, like unto that Saint Peter ſpeakes of, 


eAtts 15. 10. ſaying, Now therefore, why tempt yee God ro lay. 


4 yoke on the Diſciples neckes which neither our Fathers nor we 
were able to beare f Sach indeed was tþe yoke of circumcifion x 
which provoked Z _ ( according to common opinion ) 
driven to circumci

bloody husband for urging her thereunto. But what burthen 
it ({ayeunto the fleſh) to rejoyce in the Lord, to ſabbatize

E- .  +toobſerve, Math. 24. 20, And wee know, and Chemmitins 
| : knew full well,that it belongs tothe Lord of the Sabbath to 

change it, and conſequently to ordaine it , and that it was 
changed, and the Lords Day obſerved generally in the A- 
poſtles dayes, none that I know makes queſtion of ; and how 
could this bee,but by the Apoſtles ordinance; and is it likely 
they would take upon them this authority without a calling ? 
And why ſhould that day of the weeke ( and not that day 
of the yeare) bee called the Lords Day ,-if not for the ſame 
uſe under the Goſpell that the Lords Day, was of under the 
Law, eſpecially that day under the Law (, which was the 
Jewes Sabbath) being now abrogated ? and laſtly wee finde 
it manifeſtly ſpoken of the day of C hriſts Reſurretion,P/al. 
118.24. Thri.is the day that the Lordhath made , let us rejoyce 
and be plad'in it: yet laſtly wheras Chemmit;zs will have it free, 
and hee hath already manifeſted that hee ſpeakes oft in this 
ſenſe, as not to be ſo tied to this day,but that we may obſerve 

_ other dayes ; wee willingly grant that in this ſenſe it1s free. 

- Now let us conſider his reaſon following. For ſaith hee, if 
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we are freed from the Elements, which by God himſelfe in the 
old Teſtament were ordained, and commanded, how ſhould we be 
tyed by the decrees of men ? But alas this reaſon of his hath no .

11 
to bee the Commandement of God delivered not to Mofer,as 0,57 po 
ceremonies-were,but by word of mouth pyoclaimed on mount ._____*. 
Sina ; and naturall reaſon ſuggeſts unto us that wee. muſt 
allow unto Gods ſervice as good a proportion -of time under 
' the Goſpell, as hee requiced of the Jewes under the Law. 
Now if one day in ſeven muſt bee fer apart in common rea- 
ſon, what day is to bee preferred for this betore theLords 
Day, theday of Chriſts reſt from the worke of redemption-in 
ſuffering the ſorrows of deathzas the day of theLords reſt from 
the Creatien- was appoinced tothe Jewes for their Sabbathz 
And this ReſurreRtion of Chriſt bringing with it a new Crea- 
tion ; Shall wee preferrethe Saturday the Jewes teſtivall bes- - 
fore it, ſhall wee preferre the Friday the day of the Turkes 
feltivall before it ? ſhall wee affe&t power and liberty tomake 
any other day in the weeke the Lords holy day, [rather then 
that the Word of God commends unto us tor the Lords Day 
11 the tine of the Goſpell ?- ih or 1 

This E.iippolſe may ſuffice for anſwering the reſt alſo, 
whenlſoever their ſuffrages ſhall bee brought to light, for TI 
preſume none of them hath-ſayd more then Chemmuzxs hath 
done. Azorius the Jeſtite prafefſeth of two thipgs in-this 
argument ,. that they are moſt agreeable to reaſon, Firit, that 
after fix worke dayes one entire day ſhould bee. conſecrated 
to God,. 2. thatthe Lords Day ſhould bee it. DoQor Fulke

Elizabeth and dedicated unto her Majeſty- 5 what: Biſhop as 
gouernourin this Charch of England hath. ever beene known 
to take exception againſt this 2 Dofor eLuarewes ( Biſhop 
of Wincheſter in his ſtarre Chamber ſpeech in the Caſe of

The Church hath receivedit 
(the Lords Day) net to be libere obſervations (of free obſer- 
vation) 4s if men might at pleaſure, accept or refuſe it, 40. 
But to be perpetually obſerved to the worlds end: For, as God 
onely hath power to apportion his time : [o hath he power 10 ſet ot 
the day that bg will take for his portion, For he is Lord of the Sab- 


bath, 4.6. The worke of the day is the ground of ballowing the day, 


whether it be war» v4 monethly or yeerely, as particulars evince 
in Scripture and Hiſtory. 47. No man Can tranſlate the works, 
therefore " man can tranſlate the day. This # an nideubted 
rule in Theologie. Adde unto theſe Iwnins and Piſcator, who 
maintaine the ſubrogation of the Lords Day into the place 
of the Jewiſh Sabbath, to have beene made by the ordinance 

of Chriſt ; |and Beza acknowledgeth it to be rraditionrs eApo- 
Police & vere divine. Do@or Brownde in his Treatiſe of the 
Sabbath, /ib.T. pag.47. having recited the opinion of 7unjac, 
referring the inſtitution of the Lords Day to Chriſts ordi- 
nance, as who roſe from the dead on that day ;, addeth'here- 
unto after this manner. Like anto the which, becauſe nothing 
. Can ever fall out in the world comparable umo it in glory and 
power ; therefore this day muſt continue in bus firſt honour of 
ſantlification unto the #nd of all things, and no day be ſet up 
like to it, of it changed into any other day, left the wonderfull 
glory of that thing be darkned, and the infinite power of it weak=

poſterity, And this 1s it that alleged as a reaſon of the ob- 


ſervation of this day in the Apoſtles conſtitutions : It ts called g,yg 40) 
the Lords Day, becauſe it declares unto us Chrift crucified and |. _ oy 


raiſed up apaine, and it u worthily commended to be kept 4s the 
Lords Day, that wee might give thankes unto thee, O Lord 
Chrift, for ali theſe benefits : for, ſay they, there 5 that grace 
beſtowed upon us by the; Qua ſua magnirudine omnia beneficia 
obſcurat, which by the greatneſſe, and, as it were, by the bright-

And therefore I doe ſo much the more mar- 
vell at him, who ſaith, That the keeping holy of the Lords Day ts 
not commanded by the authority of the Geſpel, but rather received 
into uſe by the publique conſent of the Church ; And a little af+ 
ter ; The obſervation of the Lords Day tt prefitable," and not 
to be rejetted ; but yet it 14 not to be acconnted for a comman- 
dement of the Goſpel, but rather for a civill ordination. And 
that the Church might have appointed but one day in ten, or 
fomreteene for the publique reft and Gods ſervice. Laſtly, Ma- 
ſter Perkins maintaines the ſame ( not to mention DoRor 
tVillet,) and that by divers reaſons, in his caſes of conſcience, 
which, becauſe they are modeſtly anſwered by Door River, 
in his commentary upon the Decalogue, I thinke good in this 
place to take them into conſideration.

And as Biſhop Lake obſerves in all feaſts both Divine and 
humane that wee reade of in Scripture, the worke of the day 
was the grotind of hallowing the day. And never was known 
tothe World a more wonderfull worke in the way of grace, 
and mercy.then Chriſts Reſurre&ion from the dead,manife- 
ſting thereby the redemption of the World as chen wroughe 
by him How doth Chriſt take upon him to alter the Sa- 
craments but as Lord of the Sacraments ? and apparently he 
ſhewes thatupon the ſame ground hee takes upon him power 
to diſpenſe or change the Sabbath , as hee is Lord of the Sab- 
bath.

Jewes. Wee acknowledge no other uſe of this day then for 
order and policy ſake z in which caſe wee judge it farre bet» 
ter the Lord ſhould preſcribe it, then wee unto our ſelves, 
leaſt if there were twenty dayes in the weeke,there would bee 
twenty differences amongſt Chriſtians about the ſetting apart 
of one day in the weeke for Divine Service. .

To this Doftor Rivers alledgeth the anſwer of DoQor ,;, 4, 
Prideaux , demanding how that we contend for his inferred  "PY hs 
herehence? we anſwer, the generall praftiſe of the Church in tp 
the Apoſtles dayes argues. it manifeſtly, that this order was 
eſtabliſhed by the joynt conſent of the Apoſtles z otherwiſe 
it is incredible it ſhonld have beene fo univerſally receaved, 
and perſevered in as it hath beene to this day.Secondly,wher- 
as the Jewes Sabbath was by divine authority, the abrogati- 
on thereof and ſubſtituting another day in the place: thereof 
could bee done by no lefſe anthority then Divine ; which 
-alſo wee conceaveto bee fairely repreſented by the denomi- 
nation of our Chriſtian Sabbath,S. John calling it the Lords 
Day. Secondly, he ſheweth what Gomarms anſwereth here- 
unto ; but this anſwer himſelfe raketh off in this very place 2 
inpart, and much morein his teply to Gomarw. But theſe 
places being granted to denote the firſt day of the weeke in 
the Apoſtles dayes ſet apart to Divine Service z hee fayth it 
followes not herehence that it # called rhe Lords D ay, as deſti- 
nated to Gods Service, much leſſe that ſo it was by Divine ordi- 
nation, Yet Wales thinkes it his ſafeſt courſe to fay tis cal- 
ledthe Lords Day as deſtinated to Gods Service, as before 
wee have heard, ſo toavoyd (as hee thinkes) the implication 
of Divine Ocdination. But to hin I have anſwered before, 
AndDo&or Riverws in my opinion doth-not wel conſider that 
not the day of the yeare, burthe day of the weeke, whereon 
Chriſt roſe,is called the Lords Day by S. Thr. Like as the 
Sabbath in the Old Teſtament is called the Lords Day: which 
which it he had, and withall confidered how ſtrange it were: 
for us to ſet any-day in the weeke- apart for. the exerciſes of 
Piety rather then the Lords Day. ; I am perſwaded hee would 
not have contented himſelfe with this anſwer; For certain- 
ly many other holy dayes have beene and are ſet apart for 
Divine Service, yet never were called any one of them the 
Lords day.

And I know alſo, that ina towne of mine acquaintance, the 
Preachers there pagprovght the people to that paſſe, that nei- 
ther baked nor roſt meat was to be found: in all the pariſh for 
a Sundayes dinner throughout the yeere, .

them with. that of ef#/tin, that they who literally under- 
ſtand the fourth Commandement, doe not yet favour the 
Spirit : SeRion the third. 
eAuſtin ſomewhere faith,that he-who lookes for miracles in 
theſe dayes for confirmation of the trath, Afugnum ipſe progi- 
gium eſt, himſelfe may goefor amonſter; he doth not ſay; It is | 
a miracle thatmen ſo ſhould doe. Men may beſattiſh,even to 
admiration,and ſuch if chis Prefacer proves;we will notfay it . 
is amiracle:»i7z, wonderful things may be wrought not only 
by the practice of Satan, but inthe very courfes of men, but 
Ged is he alone that worketh miracles. He talkes of ungni- 
mous concurrence of men of ſeverall perſwaſions otherwiſe in the 
controverted points of Chriſtian faith, and that both in judgement 
and prattice with him in his way ; ke loves to ſpeake with a full 
mouth, and to make a great noiſe, asthe Hogs in Xlian did, 
_ whentheir owner ſhore them z which gave him occafion to 
fay,T hat there was agreat deale of cry,but a little wooll, And let 
the indifferent judge whether the wooll be anſwerable to the 
noiſe this Prefacer makes. Now, the men of ſeverall perſwa- 
fions whom. hee avoucheth are Papiſts, and Proteſtants, and 
amongſt the Proteſtants, both Latherans and Calvinifts. And 
hitherto he hath ſpoken of foure particulars ; Fdefire the reader 
would take notice of the modeſty of this author in each of 
them compared uh the noiſe here hee makes concerning 
them; as if he were as much crackt in his braine, as hee who 
ſtandiag upon the key at Athens, with a. note booke in his 
hands, ſet downe every ſhip that entred into the roadas his, 
when he was not owner of any one of them.

The ſame isjuſtified by Riverws, who voucheth no lefſe than

Yetnot oneEngliſh Divine is mentioned, either by Walz or 
Kiveri among this number. 2. T hen as for Papiſts :'7oſtas 
rus indeed diſpates againſt this opinion of ours, but his rea- 
ſons I have anſwered ;- and Catarmns a Popiſh Prelate, as well 
as Abulenſ;s is acknowleged by this Author to oppoſe Toſta- 
tw in this; neither hath he or Door Pridearx undertaken to 
anſwer him. Onely this Prefacer,after his bold faſhion, ſaith, 
that Catarinizs tooke up armes againſt Toftatrus with ill ſuc- 
ceſle, it hath beene manifeſt that for ought doth appeare, Ca» 
tarinw hath had berter ſuccefle than Toſtatws ; For Pererins 
takes Toftatus his part, yet all the Rhemiſts on Apec, 1.

ritate n:gative; the argument draw-e from authority dorh 
not hold negatively,in matter of. faCt. 'Secondly,-not onely 
_ our Divines, as Hoſp;ziun and Waleus; that the meaning of the 
Fathers is onely this, that the Patriarches did not: obſerve it - 
after a Jewilh manner,but [acobis Salianus a Papilt affirmes the 
fame particularly of Tertullian; as Rrvetus voucheth. him in 
his aniwer to Gomarss, pag. 21, And it may be made «pya- 
rant from 7crtullran himſelte, otherwite hee cannot be treed 
from contradi&ion, as who plainly maniteſteth his opinion in 
our fide, as Rivetzs citeth him; pag, 23. So that the Fathers 
allcged by our. adverſaries, being rightly underſtood, ' make 
nothing for them yet we want not variety of Fathers making 
exprellely for us,and againtt them; and that grounding them- 
ſelves upon expreſſe Scripture, Ger. 2,3. therefore The, Lord 
bI:(ſed the ſeventh day and hallowedit, which our adverſaries 
have no other meanes to avoid, than by ſaying that iris ſpoken 
by anticipation; according whereunto the meaning of ſes 
mult.be thus; becauſe the Lord reftedthe ſeventh day from 
creation, therefore he blefſed the feventh day and ſantified it, 
but would you know when? to wit,2000,and 4.0r 500.yeeres 
after. And laſtly, the dividing of times into weekes, proved to 
be the moſt ancient diviſion of times in the world, received by 
all nations, and madea feſtival! day thereupon ; as'many have 
moſt learnedly proved it,. doe juſtifie the ſan&ifcation of the 
Sabbath'to have had its beginning and courſe from the very 
creation. So that in this particular wee have on our fide both 
Scripture and reaſon, and Fathers, ard the opinion of men of 
ſeverall profeſſions, as this author preſſethit, both Papiſts and 
Proteſtants, both Lutheranes and Calviniſts; and this Prefa- 
cer can lay no juſt title to any one of them'in this particular.

Teaching that the ( ommande= 
ment of ſanttifying every ſeaventhaay as in the Moſaicall De 
calogue is naturall,, morall and perpetuall; that whereas all things 
ſet the Teniſh were ſo changed, that they were cleane tobe 
done away, this day ( meaning the Sabbath:) a: fa changed, 
that it ſtill remaineth : and laſtly i that the Sab at was not any 
of thoſe ceremonies which were only abrogated at Chriſts comming. 
eAll which poſitions are condemned for contrary to the Articles 
of the { bhurch of England : as in a comment ou thoſe Articles 
perufed and by the lawfall authority of the Church” allowed to be 
publique,zs mc ſt cleare and manifeſt, Here wee have adiſtinQi- 
on of a Jewiſh Sabbath brought in , yet not the day; a 
diſtin&ion contrived with ſuch wiſedome and perſpicacity as 
it ſeemes to exceed all humanediſcretion. ForlT verily thinke 
that from the beginaing of the Primitive Church there was 
never heard of a Jewiſh Sabbath to be kept, any other then 


. upontheir day. The materialls are, firſt that the name Sab- 


bath is retained ; and well may ir be in my judgement (though 
ſome entertaine ſublime reaches to the contrary ) if our Sa- 
viour have any authority with us ; who adviſcth his Diſciples 
to pray that their flight he not in the Winter, nor on the Sabbath 
day ; which is ſpoken by him in reference to the time about 
the deſtruQtion of 7eruſalem, at what time the Lords Day was 
comein place of the Jewes Sabbath among the Chriſtian con- 
oregations, and that by apoſtolicall ſubſtitution. And in 
the very booke of our Homilies itis expreflely fayd that the 
Sunday is now our Sabbath. And his Majeſtics briefes for 
collettion ſo tile it. And in the conference at Hampron Court 
it Was fo tiled by Do&or Raynolds, -and the motion he made 
thereabout generally yeclded unto ; ſo that the State hitherto 
{cemes to be cenſured by this bold Prefacer. T he next aſper- 
ſion is,that the thing alſo 5 revived. But what thing ? the.

reſt, if that were not, it were no Sabbath. Yetour Saviour calls 
ta Sabbath, our Church calls ita Sabbath, our State calls it a 
Sabbath. And Aſtin calts us to ſuch a reſt onthe Lords Day, 
as that therein we muſt 1an:wm Deo vatare, tantum cultibus # 
vinis vacare, onely reſt to God, onely reſt fordivine worſhip, 
And Calvin, who is taken to be no-friend of ours in this caſe, 
profeſſcth, that we muſt reft from all our works, fo farre forth 
as they areavocamenta.a ſacrs fiudin, & miditationibus, ayo- 
cations from holy ſtadies and melitations, but not far any: 
myſterious lignification ſake, and that herein conliſts the dit- 
ference betweene the Jewiſh reſt and our Chriſtians reſt ; and 
T am exa@ly of his opinion for this : As for the ſanRificati- 
on of this reſt, I cruſt 'wee are as much bound to the perfor- 
mance hereof, and that in as great meaſure, and withias great 
devotion winder the-Goſpel, as ever the Jewes were under the 
Law ; And'at the hearing of this Commandement as wellas 
ofany other, our Church hath caught us to pray, Lord have 
mercy upon us and incline our hearts to keepe this Law. And find 
it wondrous ſtrange,tohearetharſomeſhould not ſpare to pres 
feſſe, that this was ſhifledin they know'net how; / Atlength 
wee come to the particular charges : the' firlt is, that ſome 
fhonld teach, that The Commanidement of [anttifying every'ſt= 
venthday; as in the Moſaicall Decalogue,' is naturall, morall, 
and perpetual : and Maſter Rogers is quored' for: this on the 
Article, Art.7, hee quotes Maſter DoQor.

I cometo the ſecond charge which is this, whereas 
all things elſe in the Jewiſh Charch were ſo changed, that they were 
cleane taken away; this day(meaning the Sabbath)was ſo changed, 
that it flifl remaineth ; and for this Maſter Rogers quotes Du&. 
Bownd:, p. 20. onely Maſter Rogers faith, not that all things 
were changed, as the Prefacer doth, bat onely that all Iewiſh 
things were changed, now judge whether Maſter Rogers might 
not have oppoſed Doftor Andrew: as well as DoRar Bownde, 
For in his Catecher. doRtine, pag. 209. having propoſed this 
ueſtion. But 1s not the Sabbath a ceremony, and ſo abrogated by 
ift ? He anſwers it in this manner : Doe as Chriſt Z in the 
cauſe of divorce, locke whether it were ſo from the beginning; 
now the beginning of the Sabbath was in Paradiſe before - WAS 
any ſine, andſo before there needed any Saviour; and ſo before 
there was any ceremony or figure of a Saviour, And if they ſay it 
 prefignred the reſt that we ſhall have from onr finnes in Chriſt, 
we grant it, and therefore the day ts not changed, but yet no cere= 
.-mony proved. Hee proceeds to prove that it was no ceremony : 
- firſt from the Law ; ſecond! Hom the Goſpel, Eph.2.4.thus : 
All ceremonies were ended in ariſe. but ſo was not the Sgbbath ; 
For, Matth. 24. 20. ('riſt bids them pray, that their WYtation 
be not on the Sabbath day: ſo that there muſt needs be a Sabbath 
after Chriſts death. Now, what doth DoRor Bewnde aftirme 
forty yeeres agae, which Door Andrewes did not in his pat- 
terne of Catecheticall doftrine ? I come tothe third and laſt : 
T bat the Sabbath was not any of thoſe ceremonies which were juſ?. 
ty abrogated at (hriſts comming. This very point DoQor An- 
rewes maintaines by divers arguments, as well- as D&Bownde, 

, which yet is rightly to be undetſtood,to wit, not ofthe obſer- 
vation of the ſeventh day from the creation ; but of the obſer- 
vation of oneday in ſeven, So that in M. Rogers hig Brentian 

. judgement in this particular, Door Axdrewes, who after- 
wards became Biſhop of Wincheſter, oight be accounted a 
Sabbatarian as well as D. Bownde. + All theſe poſitions the 
Prefacer ſaith, are condemned for contrary tothe Agticles of the

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dodrine of Do@or eAndrewes was condemned alſo for contrary Feff

And conſider his abſurd inference from the ſeventh Article of 
the Church of England ; The Article faith that Chriſtians 
are not bound at all to the obſervation of Indaicall ceremonies ; 
Hence he inferres, that they whom he calls, Oar home Sabba- 
rarians are adverſaries to this truth in part,nemely, in as much 
as they deny the Sabbath to be a ceremony : But doth our 
Church affirme the Sabbath to be a ceremony ? Nothing lefle ; 
this M. Rogers, of his owne head, layes downe for a principle, 
namely,'that the Sabbath was a ceremony, to obtrude upon us, 
asif himſclte had as much authority as a whole Convocati- 
on. And D, eAzdrewes takes upon him to diſprove this very 
point (which Rogers ſuppoſeth asa principle) and that by va- 


rious arguments : Belike D. Andrewes deſerved not to be num» 


bred amongſt the greateſt Clerks of theſe later rimes,nor D.Lake 
neither; nor Biſhop Babington; And as for the judgement of 
the ancient Fathers, it appeares what skil the Prefacer hath in 
them, and what reſpe& he beares unto them, by the learning 
he hath bewrayed in this preface. Had he found in them, how 
much the forbidding of dancing in their dayes, did hinder the 
growth of Chriſtian Religion, we ſhonld have heard of ic un« 
doubtedly, as well as how it hath hindred the growth of the 


reformed Religion in France out of Heylins Geography: yet 


their doArinalls (which I have ſhewed to be the dotrinalls 
of Dofor eAndrewes as well as of Do&or Bownae, yea, and 
could ſhew it to be the doQtrine of divers other late Biſhops in

whereof hereciteth out of the ſame Maſter Rogers his preface,

Sabbatarian errours and impieties were brought into light and

Larely, it hath beene brought unto mee, that 
one hath beene heard to lay to my charge Yehind my backe,

thoughts, how much leffe to paſſe fo prodigions a judgement 
upon the compariſon ? In the fat place,he faith, /t was preached

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- tique herein than at the firſt T was ware of : | For, had hee not 
believed Maſter Rogers his report this way, others might have 
taken as great liberty to believe but their part concerning thts. 
Therefore it ſtood himupon, firſt, to manifeſt his-ingenuous 
facility in believing another, that this might be a ſhooing- 
| horne to draw on others by way of the like ingenuous facility 
to believe him alſo; yet ſuch things may be; for as long as 
the world laſts, we (hail be exerciſed with wilde wits, and (o 
no doubt we ſhall with tale-tellers too, and ſo much the more 
in all likelihood the neerer the world approacheth to an end : 
Ir hath beene ſo amongſt Philoſophers in Cicero his obſervati- 
on ; it hath been ſo amongſt Sthoole-divines ; it 18 ſo amongſt 
Socinians and Arminians. But let the ſaddle be ſet upon the 
righthorſe, and letevery man beare his owne burthen. Now 
T have made it manifeſt, that the doQrines which he picks out 
of D. Bownde, and ſtiles Sabbatarian doftrines, are the do- 
&rines of D. eLrarewes, afterwards Biſhop of Wincheſter ; L 
could ſhew them to be the doftrines of many other worthy 
Prelates that have been of this kingdome; and it may be that if 
the votes of/the Biſhops of this kingdom were taken,the major 
part would:concurre with us, as rouching the do&rine of the 
Sabbath,rather than againſt us.

Anno 1600. 4'dthe other. For all this we have nothing but 
his word:; and as far the .bookes he talkes of, hee had for- 
merly mentioned, but cne printed 95. at London for 7, Porter 
and The.'Man, of the doQtrine of the Sabbath, which ap- 
pearesto be D. Bowndes; Now,was this ever called in?

 Countreymen this following Treatiſedelivered firſt, and af- 


terwards publiſhed by the Author in another language. The 
rather{ince of late the. clamour 18-encreaſed , and that there 
is not any thing now mary frequent in ſome Zeletes monthes

Scripture, Se&. 6.and 7. Then fourthly, that the Church hath 
ſtill authority to change the day,though ſuch authority be nor 
fit to be put in pratice,SeA.7. Fifthly, that In the celebrati. 
on of it,there is no ſuch ceſſation from works of labour requi- < 
red from us, as was exated of the Jewes, but that we may law- 
fully drefſe meat proportionable to every mans eſtate, and doe 
ach other things as are no hindrance to the publique ſervice 
appointed for the day, Se&.8, Sixthly,that on the Lords Day 
all recreations whatſoever are to be allowed, which honeſtly 
may refreſh the ſpirits, and increaſe mutuall love and neigh- 
bour- kood amongſt us, and that the names whereby the Jewes 
were wont to call their feſtivalls (whereof the Sabbath was the 
chiefe) were borrowed from an Hebrew word,which ſignifiech 
to dance,and to be merry,or make glad the countenance, If ſo, 
if all ſuch ceremonies as d@jincreale good neighbor-hood,then 
wakes and feaſts, and other meetings of that nature. If ach 
a$ honeſtly may refreſh the ſpirits, then dancing, wreſtli 
ſhooting, ind all other paſtimes, not by law prohibited, which 
either exerciſe tke body,or revive the mind. And Iaſtly, that ic 
appertaines to the Chriſtian Magiſtrate, to order and appoint 
what paſtimes are to be permitted, and what are not (obedi- : 
ence unto whoſe commands is better farre than ſacrifice to the td 
Idols of our owne inventions) not unto every private perſon | 
(or as the Doors owne words are) not unto every mans raſh 
zeale, who, out of a ſchiſmaticall, Stoiciſme (debarring men 
from-lawfull paſtimes) doth incline to Judaiſine,Se&.8. Adde 
for the cloſe of all, how doubtingly our Author ſpeakes of the 
name of Sabbath, which new is growne ſo rife amongſt us, 
Se&.

As 
for the judgements of all kinde of writers which he boaſts of, I 
thinke never came a Divine to take pen in band to vaunt ſo 
much, and performe ſo little, As for the unſate condition of 
our Tenets which he ſuggeſts, excepting thoſe monſtrous and 
wild Tenets mentianed by. M. Rogers, for which I know no 
better evidence than his word, and thatin very odde manner 
delivered, I know nothing unſafe, nothing dangerous in any

{ſeventh day and ſanifiedit; and what a ſhametull courſe is 
it ſo to,cxpound it as in reference toa time 2000.and 4.or 500. 
yeeres after, and chat infpight of the ancient Fathers: And 
manifeſt reaſon, as appearcs/by diviſion of time into weekes, 
even from the creation, and ſo continuing to the time of the 
Law delivered on the mount Sinai, as appeares by the ſtory of 
falling of Manna, and the Jewes gathering of it on ſixe dayes ;

preface & tranſlation to harden them in their profane and ime 
pure courſes; all his care at this time, is to prevent ſuperſtitio 
a wonder it is to ſee how zealous men of his ſpirit are coavo d 
and ſhun ſuperſtition. Belike all theſe muſt be cenſured for 
Zelotes that complaine that the Lords day is with us licenti= 
ouſly, yea, ſacrilegiouſly profaned; yet theſe are the times 
whereof S. Pau! prophecied, that men ſhould be lovers of plea- 
ſire more than lovers of God ; yet Do&or Prideaux could take 
liberty to profefſe of the Jewes, that by their Bacchanalian 
rites,they gave the world juſt occaſion to ſuſpeR that they did 
conſecrate their Sabbaths unto devils rather than unto Gods 
ſervice yet now adayes, they that oppoſe revels on the Sab- 
bath day, are cenſured and condemned of Judaiſme : Neither 
is D. Prid:axx cenſured by way of ſcorne for a zelote in this; 
but unlefſe wee concurre with this Prefacer, in thinking that 
the forbidding of dancing in the French Churches hath hin- 
dred the growth of the reformed Religion there, and thatu 
on the bare credit of Hcyl/ins Geography, wee muſt in ſcorne 
termed zelotes.

For the Jewes obſerve the Sab- 
bath day ſervilely unto luxury, unto drunkenneſſe, How much 
better were it for their Women to Spinne Wooll then to dance 
on that day in their new CMoones, and in his 44. tra, 
T he Jewes reſt unto toyes, and whereas God commanded the Sah- 
bath to be obſerved,they ſpend the Sabbath in ſuch things which 
the Lord forbids. Onr reſt is from evill works, their reſt is froms 
ood works, For 'it is better to goe to plow then to dance : but 
albeit hee be cenſured as a Zefote, yet ſurely there is no co- 
' Iour why heeſhould be thought to Judaize in this. And Jet 
Biſhop Naianzere paſſe under the ſame cenſure with them z 
who as Dialcricus upon the 19. Dominicall after Trinitie 
Sunday allcageth bim , proteffeth that rhe /anttification of the 
Sabbath conſiſts not in the hilirity of our bodies, nor in the va= 
riety of glorious garments, nor in eatings, the fruite wherof we 
know to be wantonn-ſſ-,nar in ſtrewing of Flowers in the wayes, 
which we know to be the manner of the Gentiles ; but rather in 
the purity of the ſoule, and chearetulnrſſe of the mind, and piows 
Meditations, as when we uſe holy Hymnes in ſtead of Tabers, 
and Plalmes in ftead of, wick:d ſongs and dancings, The ſame 
Dialericus alleageth Pope Gregory out of his 91.. booke of his 
Epiſtlesand 3.

_ inſiſt on prayer, thatif ought hath been committed by us negligent= 
L jm the ſix dayes on the day of the Lerds Reſurrefion it might

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cleared by prayers. And which is yet more, out of Chryſe- 


ftome 5. Homily on Mathew hee ſhewes,how in that Biſhops 
judgement we ſhould be exerciſed on the Lords Day, in onr 
private Families, thus, en we depart from the Eccleſiaſtical 
aſſembly,we ought not in any caſe intangle our ſelves in buſineſſes 
of a contrary nature , but as ſooue as we come home, turne over

Ko els.S. this holy Biſhop, which.in theſe dayes I have heard to 4 
cryed downe, by profane perſons, as a cauſe of increaſe of 
Browniſme. And I willingly contefſe that when I firſt came 
to this place, there were no lefle then tenne that partly had 
withdrawne themſelves, partly wereupon the point of with- 
drawing themſelves from our Common Prayers ; but within 
a ſhort time there was not oneſuch to be found amongſt us, 
and ſo wee have continued to this day. But to returne, 
Ephrem $yru« may goe fora zelote in like manner , who as

fch or with their fidles—Nay as Door Prideanx complaines 
of the Jewes corrupting themſelves to the profaning of their $ab= 
/ : baths, ſo Polidry Virgil complaines of the like corruptions 
among Chriſtians on their feſtivalls,lib46. cap. 8. nor rmploy- 

ing their time in prayer and in the exercsſe of Gods Word ;for 

which cauſeſuch feſtivalls were inſtituted, but in all manner of 

evill courſes tending to the corrupting of mens manners ; and that 

herein they imitate Heathens, though of ancient times Ter- 

taltian (as hee fayth Jreprehended Heathens for ſuch courſes, 

as in his Apologeticum , ſpeaking of the holy ſolemnity of 

their Emperours. T herefere (ſaith hee ) Chriftians are com- 

| pted enemies to the State, becauſe they doe: not dedicate vaine, 

5 lying and raſh honors to their Prince. Forſooth it ts a great good 
office, to make bonfiers and dances in publique , and to feaſt in 

every pariſh,to transforme the City into the habite of a Taverne, 

Vino lutum cogere , which Junius ſayth was a fruit of their 

deſperate Luxury , and a figne of their madneffe and fury : 

he proceedes ; to ſtrive who-ſhall exceed one another in running 

about ,to doe injuries,to commit impudencies,to provoke unto luff.

publique ſhame ? O how deſervedly are we Chriſtians to be coy= 
d-mned ( he [peakes it ironically ) who by carrying our ſelves ſo» 
berly, chaſtly, honeſtly , doe oppoſe the vowes made and the joyes 
expreſſed for the Emperors, to wit, when for their ſober and chaſt 
and vertwous Carriage on ſuch dayes , #ot concurring with others 
to the ſame exceſſe of riot,were cenſured as enemies untotheir 
Princes. Yet even in thoſe primitive times the manners of 
Chriſtians became degenerate, as Ba/dwin obſerves in his caſes

thatſtarute-made :: Now,unlefle the fports themſelves be pro- 
fanations of the Sabbath, it isasevident, that to goe forth 
of: a; mans, pariſh unto ſuch ſpores;; is no profanation, any 
more, than to goe out of a mans pariſh walking, orto con- 
ferre in- pious. manner with a friend, or to fetch- a Phyſt- 
tian or Surgeon, if need be, or to heare a Sermon. And it 
is yery ſtrange, that wee of the reformed Churches, ſhall 
juſtifie ſuck liberty on the Lords Day, which Papiſts con- 
demne- on: their holy dayes;; who uſually complaine of

dancing upon ſuch dayes as Polydar Virgil upon Lyke, and 2 
Parienfis de legibus cap. 4. And of bln coucks have Sees 8 
beene forbidden by-the decrees of Leo, and Anthemins Em 
perours;it is condemned alſoin the ſynod of T oledo ( an.23.25 og 
Baldwinthe Lutheran ſhewes, who alſo writes deyoutly againſt 
ſich eourſes on the Lords Day , and gives this reaſon. 

For if the. labours of our calling are forbidden in the holy day, 
how much more ſuch recreations ? and p. 48. He ſhened how 
the Sabbath was profaned by unchaſt dancings and any manner 
of mantonneſſe ; what need I here to make mention of Auſtin ; * 
who proteficth,and that againſt the Jewes, that it 1s better-to 
. goe to plow then to dance; and that it were better for their ,, 
Women to ſpin Wooll, then immodeſtly to dance,as they 
did ; yet now a dayes ſuch as. oppoſe the ſame courſes,as 
. Auſtin did,are cenſured for Judaizing ; thus the World ſeemes 
to be turned uplide downe. Is is not high time Chriſt ſhould 
come to fet anend to it ? | 
Dielericus the Lutherane complaines of the like profanations 
of the Sabbath too much in courſe amongſt them,in his A- 
nalyfis of the Goſpells for the Lords Day. p.559. and let 
every Chriſtian conſcience be judge,whether ro follow May- 
poles, May-games. and Morrice dancing be to ſanCtifie the 
Sabbath as God commands ? if any man ſhall fay ,:that the 
fourch Commandement concerned theJewes,and not us Chri- 
ſtians, hee muſt therewithall renounce the booke of Homies, 
For it profefſeth that-+this Commandement binds us to- the 
ob(ervation of our Sabbath , which is Sunday ; the words 
are theſe. So if we-will be the children of our Heavenly Fa» 
ther, we muſt be carefull to k:ep the (hriſtian Sabbath Day, 
which #5 the Sunday , not only for that it is Gods ( ommandement, 
but alſo to declare our ſelves to be loving children in following 
the example of our gracious Lord and Father, Then complain= 
ing how the Sabbath Þ proftancd ; Some uſe all aayes alike 
The other ſort worſe : For although they will not travaileqnor 
labour ,on the Sunday y yet they will not reſt in holineſſe, as God 
commanaeth;but they "f in ungodlineſſe and filthineſſ-,prancing in 
their pride,pranking and pricking, poyntimg 6&5 painting rhemſelves 
to be gorgeous and gay.

And that diſtin&ion which Calvis 
makes of the Jewiſh obſervation of the Sabbath , and onr 
+ Chriſtian obſervation of a Sabbath is,for ought I know , ge- _ 

nerally receaved of all ; and the diſtin&ion is this ; that the 

| Jewes obſerved their Sabbath ſo ſtritly in the point of reſt, 

for a myſterious fignification ; but wee obſerve it in reſting 

from other works ſo farre forth as they are Avocamenta 4 

ſacrts ſtudiis & meditationibus, avocations from holy ſtudies, 

_ and meditations ; now it is apparant that ſports and pleaſures 

are as ſtrong avocations from holy ſtadies and meditations, 

as worldly cares ; and both.equally are noted out to be ſuch 

as Choake the Word, Lzk, 8.14. And therefore this day is 

altogether appointed to this end, even to recreate our ſelyes 

tn theLord ; For ſecing God purpoſeth one day to keepe an 

everlaſting Sabbath with us, when God ſhall be all in all ; to 

make us the more fit for this even the more weete partakers, 

of the inheritance of Saints in light ; therefore hee hath given 

us his Sabbaths to walke with him , and to inure ourſelves 

totake delightin his company, who takes delight to ſpeake 

unto us as from Heaven in his holy Word, and to give us li- 

berty to ſpeake unto him in our prayers, confeſſions,thank 

givings and ſupplications ; on other dayes wee care for the 

things of this World, on this day our care .ſhould be ſpirit 

all and heavenly in caring for the things of another World ; 
Eſay 58,13» ſoourpleaſures ſhould be ſpirituall on this day ; If thox ſoalt 
| call the Sabbath a delight ,.. to conſecrate it as glorious unto the 
Lord, Now have we net as much cauſe to performethis du» 
ty under the Goſpe)l as ever the Jewes had under the Law ? 

And indeed there is no colour of reaſon againſt this; but by

> Isleftatlarge to the liberty of the Church ; and albeit the 

- Church hath ſetapart the Lords Day for this; yet their mea- 

ning hercin is no more then this,that they ſhal come to Church

that now a dayes wee are free from the obligation to the 
fourth Commandement,and yet we are taught by the Church 
alwell at the hearing of this Commandement as atany ather 
 toſay, Lord have mercy upon us and incline our hearts to keepe this 
Law ; and the booke of Homilies urgeth us to the ſanfifying 
of our Chriſtian Sabbath ( which is Sunday,ſaith the booke

And therefore I cannot but wonder at the indiſcre- 
tion ofthis Prefacer , who catcheth after ſich a ſaperficiall 
advantage as the denomination of a feaſt amongſt the Jewes, 
not confidering how little ſutable it is to the grounds of his 
Tenet ; For by his Tenet, after evening Prayer the Sab- 
bath is at end cheChurches meaning being not any further to 
oblige them to the ſanfifying of the Lords Day, but to give 
them liberty to uſe any fports or paſtimes not forbidden them 
by the Lawes' of the Land. Bur fo was not the feaſt of the 
Jewes ended when they danced ; this being but an expreſſion 
of that joy whereunto the preſent ſolemnity called them ; and 
they ſinned no more herein then David,did when hee danced 
before the Arke ; as wee ſee Jer. 31, 12. Therefore they ſhall

An4 
It is evident that ſuch ſports pat them to lefle reſt for their 


bodies, then the workes of their calling ; neither is there any 


better evidence that any ſuch piping and davcing were-in 
uſe amongſt-the Jewes while they continued the people of 


God on every day of their ſolemne feaſts ; for two-dayes in 


each of them, to wit,the firit day, and the laſt, they are com- 


- manded to keepe as Sabbaths, whereon they wereto have an 


holy convocation ; and thereon: they are expreſſely comman=- 
ded to reſt from ll ſeryile workes ; and Iſhonld thinke, :the 
following of naturall pleaſures are:to. be preſumed as fervile 
workes,as the workes'ot a mans calling. | TT 
Laſtly, all recreationsare to this end, even to fit us tothe 
workes of our calling ; either for the workes of our particular 
callings, or the workes of our generall callings;as'we are 
Chriſtians ; Such ſports,jif they fit us for the ſervice of God, 
were more ſeaſonable in the Morning then in:;the Evening. 
If for the workes of our particular calling ; then are theyin=- 


feriour to the workes of our calling, the furthering whereof 


*  Istheirend ; and the meanes arealwayes inferiour in dignity 


unto the end. Now if the more noble workes are forbidden 


_ on that day, how much more ſuch as are inferior are forbid- 


den ? But it may be layd,that mens minds being burthened, 
and oppreſſed with the former ſervice of the day, therefore 
ſomerelaxatio is to be granted for the refreſhing of our ſpirits;

thaw as is knowne by the yery light of nature. eLriſtotle hath 
taughtus In generall, that morall duties are rather wrought 
upon a fober conſcience by perſwafion, "than doe carry with 
them any convincing evidence of demonſtration. Yet it is con- 
feſſed; that by the hight of nature, ſome time onght to be ſet 
apart, even for the publike ſervice and worſhip of God, and 
notronely ſo, bur alſo it is nothing leſſe cleare, that a (ifficient 
proportion of time mult be allotedto the profefſed fervice of + 
our Creator,” But wherein this ſufficienc proportion of time 
doth confift,we are to ſeek,being left unto our ſelyes,and in my 
judgernent, conſidering what we are, it is very fit we ſhould be 

to ſecke in this; that ſo our eyes may wait upon the dire&ion 
of otir Maker. For, is it fit thar ſervants ſhould” cot out a 
propartian af ſervice to their Mafter at their owne pleaſure, 
and notrather be gnided herein by their Maſters pleaſure,efpe- 
cially by ſach a Mafter, to whom wee owe not onely all that 
wee doe enjoy, but our ſelves alſo ; who holdeth our ſonles- 
in life, and" in whoſe hands is the breath of all man-kind:. 
The queſtion thns amtowardly propoſed, it is wry apes. 
They commonly which are more apt to ſay any thing, than able af= 
terward to prove it, maintaine affirmatively that it was, Door 
River having propoſed this,addeth,that rf ir be ſpoken of the law 

of natnre, properly ſo called, ſcarce any one will be found to main- 
taine —_— thing.

and [anttifiedit ; and being an aCt tranſient and temporall, it 
muſt declare his will to have it lan&ified, that is (by the gene- 
rallnotion of the word) ſet apart, that is, from profane and 
ſeculir,to holy uſes; And how could this will of Godbe ma- 
nifeſted but by commandement, ſecing it is a will. of God 
not ſo much concerning what ſhall be done, : as concerning 
what ſhall he mans duty to doe? And this hath both Was 
1:14, and after him Rivers juſtified, and this latter againſt 
Gomarw, once and againe, and that by divers arguments. And 
thus, as we have expreſle Scripture for ic, {o.we have as.evident 
reaſon to juſtifie it: For, no other ground, can be deviſed for 
the dividing of the whole courſe of time into weeks, each con= 
liſting of ſeven dayes, than as it ftands incongruity to Gods

elite?, and received by them from their forefathers, yea, and 
from the Patriarches of old, who lived before the flood, and 
that continued without alteration eyen from the Creation of 
the world ; For otherwiſe they could not have diſcerned 
what days had been anſwerable to the firſt x of the Creation, 
and what day to the ſeventh, wherein God reſted, having finiſhe 
ed the creation. But this was well known unto them,as appears 
by their gathering Manna, and promulgation of the 4* Com- 
mandement,together with the reſt on Mount Sinai; Nay, this 
diviſion of time into weeks, was generally obſerved among the 
heathens, as hath been ſhewed by great variety of reading,and 
that this hath beenc.the moſt ancient diviſion of time, thoſe 
other diviſions into moneths and into yeeres, comming in 
place long after, according as the motion of the Moone and of 
the Sunne were found out by Aſtrologers, not till then, like as 
the denomination of the ſeven dayes of the weeke by the ſe- 
verall names'of the planets, was not brought in, untill the ſe- 
verall motions of all the Planets, come to be diſcovered. As 
for the ſecond reaſon propoſed thus on our part ; If all the reſt

this Commandement ſhould flow from the Principles of na- 
ture; and that delivered without diftin&tion; I know: no 
man-that affirmes. But let us diſtinguiſh,and I make no doubr, 
but there will be tound- no difference of moment betweene 
Door Prideanx and us *: For, I find no man'te&deny, bur 
that ſome time 1n general is to be ſet apart, as well for Gods 
publique worthip and ſervice, as for private, and that this is 
acknowledged by the very light ofnature; Oaly as touching

you conſaile them to doe *. ara they obſerve the Sabbath * they 
were ſure of puniſhtent from man, did they neglett it , they were © 
ſure of vengeance from the Lord, unto ſuch ſtreights are they 
reduced , who would impoſe. the Sabbath as a perpetual Law of 
zatwre. As for the firſt of theſe,” weecannot be ignorant, Far 
both flockes of ſheepe,and, heads pf greater cattellwerg looke 
unto.in tte: time of the moſt rigorgus obſervation, of the - 
Sabbath. Our Saviour obſerves the Jewes praftiſe ( notwith- 
ſtanding all their rigour this way) was to unloole their Oxe, 
and leadehim to; watering :: bc Laban fo rigorous 
a Lord to./acoh being from the firſt his unckle, and.afterwards 
his father in Law,,; and: one\that had as good:meanes ta know 
the ſtory of the Creation, as Facob,, and how that the Lord 
trom the beginning Bleſſedrbe ſeaventh day, and /anflifiedit ; 
afterwards /acobs poſterity met with ,Taske-maſters in Egypr. 
And if the «£gyprians had. made conſcience of ſetting = 
time apart for the ſervice of God,according to the ſuggeſtion 
of that light which is confeſſed to extend ſofarre by nature, 
how improbabk is it they. would deny this unto their ſer- 
vants 2? The Kings of Perſia did not uſe them ſo hard, but 
promoted their ſacrifices that they might pray for the King, 


andrhe Kings Chilaren,; Traian made a Law that the Jewes' 


ſhould not be moleſted on their Sabbath. The Tarkes at this 
day give liberty unto Chriſtians for the free exerciſe of their 
religion: And why ſhould wee thinke the e/EZgyptians more 
rigorous to. the Iſraclites then the Babylonians were to the 
Jewgs.?

Lords day hath this'caution, /# pofſine 5 which is thought to 
be fpoken in reference to ſervants under the tyrannyof Hea- 
then maſters,” And if the obſervation of "the Sabbith' ray 
give way'tothe exercife of charity towards others , znd of 
mercy towards beaſts, may-it' not much more to the exerciſe

Allconfeſſe that there is a difference betweene, 1; Time in 
: generall 
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The Moraliie of the fourth Commandement 
generall to be ſet apart for Gods ſervice. 2. And thepro- 
portion of that time. 3. And the particularity of the day in 
that proportion. Theficlt is generally receaved to be morall, 
the other two ſome had rather call pafitive ,' then ceremoni- 
all, becauſe they conceave it to havebecre inſtituted in Pa- 
fadiſe betore the fall, when there was no neede of any ce» 
remony. They who do moſt judiciouſly diſcourſe of ceremo- 
ny inthe fourth Commandement, doe not call it cecemoyiall 
hand over head, but with reference. to the,reſt of the days. 
And herein the ceremonialicy they apply to thereſt onthe 
ſeventh day. As for the ceremoniality to be found in the pro» 
portion of time indefinitely conſidered , as in; one day of 
ſeaven, I never read nor heard, till now. Yet wherein this 
ceremoniality doth confiſt, I meane the thing fignifed there- 
by is nat explicatedat all , neither in reſpe& of the propors 
tion of time z48 of one day in. feyen, nor in reference to the 
particular day.

And.as Do&or 
eAndrewes Biſhop of Wincheſter in his Starre Chamber ſpeech 
profeſfſeth, that ir; bath ever been the Charches dottrine thas 
Chriſt made an end. of all Sabbaths by his Sabbathin the grave. 
That Sabbath was the laſt. of them, . So Auſtin de Gen. ad lit, 
{. 4.c.11.B:dain Hexameron on Geneſis, Aquin.2.2-4. 122. arte 
4» Piſcat. on Luce 14. And albeit the reſt from workes may 
have a, ceremoniall fGignification;of a reſt from .ſinne in the 
way of grace.as, Ezech.20.12: and a reft both fromfin, and 
forrow 5 ( whichis alſo a ſpeciall worke of ours through ſin, 
Jer. 2. 17. haſt thog not procured this unto thy ſelfe. becauſe 
thou haſt forſaken the Lord. ). and that in, the way of glory, 
Hebr, 4. yet this is. no ſuch ceremony as, to be aboli

tion of the day calleth us , namely to reft from all workes,as 
they are Avocations from ſacred Ftudies , and meditations. But 
doth Abwlenſis accompt the reſt of one day in ſeven ceremo- 
niall, and not morall ? Dof&or Wl: relates him as of an 
other opinion, and diſtinguiſhing thus. There are ſome things 
which are fimply morall , and ſome things ſimply ceremoniall ; 
and ſeme things of a mixt kinde , as being partly morall, partly 
ceremoniall, Simply morall are thoſe things which are grounded 
on the Judgement of naturall reaſon,as when naturall reaſon doth 
diflate that ſome time ts to be ſet apart for Gods ſervice ; But 
preciſely to appoint the ſeventh day wore then any day of the weeke, 
z ſemply ceremonial , quia non habet fundamentum 4 ratione, 
ſed a wolauntate condentis legem , becanſe it 1s not groundedon 
reaſon, but on the will of the law-maker. Bnt to appoint one 
day of ſeven, and that day wholy for the ſpace of 24. houres to 
conſecrate to Gods ſervice, as therein to abſtaine from all kinds 
of worke, theſe things are not purely or ſimply ceremoniall , but 
partly morall as groundedon the judgement of reaſon , though net 
totally and wholy, For the firſt , if above one day in the weeke 
ſhould be kept perpetually holy , Gravamen efſſet laborantibus to= 
ties vacare ; it were a grievance to labourers to reſt from worke 
ſo oft (his meaning isin this caſe, they could not ſufficient- 
ly provide for themlelves, and their families, as touching the 
maintenance of this life temporall ) and if but one day in a 
fortnight or a month ſhould be appointed , obliviſceremur Dei 
per deſuetuiinem cultus ipſius., We ſhould forget Godthrough not 
accuſtoming our ſelves ſufficiently to bus ſervice, Therefore it 
ſtands with reaſon that one day in ſeven ſhould be celebrated to 
the Lord, This ſurely is not to deny the proportion of one 
day in ſeven to be conſecrated unto the Lord, to be morall ; 
but to confirme it rather. Neither doe I finde that Aqainas 
reſolves ic ſo, as here it is pretended ; that which hee ſayth 
to be ceremoniall, is applied by him onely to the particular 
day of the weeke. Indeed hee doth fay that the proportion 
of one day in ſeven to be conſecrated to the Lord, is morall, 
neither doth hee deny it ; onely hee ſayth, it is morall that 
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ſome time ſhould beet apart for Gods ſervice. And it may be 24; 4dr aces.

It is ceremoniall, that the ſeventh day, and no other is Pre- 
ſcribed for this : yet a little before hee manifeſteth that by 
one day to be ſet apart,for this he meanes one day in ſeven, when 
he thus ſayth.

 Commandement is morall as it commands us to conſecrate 


And fo doth Dominicus 
Bannes 22«q.44.art,1. & Bellarmine ds cultu Sanftorum lib,zs 
cap.11.And itno other be the opinion of Aquinas,ff the [choole 
men of what ſett ſoever ſay the ſame; it followeth that they 
differ no more from us then Aquinas did: ; it may be they 
will be found to agree with ns. For I doe not x Ares 
{chooleman , being put to it will deny but thatby thevery 
light of nature, not onely ſometime, but a ſathcient propor- 
tion of time mult be ſet apart for Gods ſervice. And albeit 
had we beene left unto our ſelves without any indication of 
this proportion from God , wee might well have beene to 


ſcekein the ſetcing forth of this convenient proportion, Yet 


conſidering how God hath gone before us making the World 
in ſix daies, andreſting the ſeventh , and conſidering there- 
upon the divilion of time into feptenaries of dayes,. reafon 
I ſhould thinkxe with Toftatus, doth diftate that the pro- 
portion of one day in ſeven was more convenient then any 
other. Oc itthis were not ſafficient for our direRion here- 
in , yet when God hath manifeſted. unto us both after the 
Creation, and in the fourth Coramandemeat what propor- 
tion of time hee likes beſt for this ( as it is inreaſon fit that 
the Maſter, eſpecially ſqch a Maſter fhould preſcribe what 


proportion of time ſhall be ſet apart for his ſervice ) then 


with Chry/oſtome wee have cauſe by the very light of nature 
_ undoubtedly 
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the Law God required one day in ſeven to be conſecrated —

In the ſanttification of the Sabbath 
there was ſomething moral, and ſomething ceremoniall, It is 
worall to obſerve one day in the weeke ; but that it ſhonld be thrs 
day or that day, this ts ceremoniall. Adde to theſe Bellarmine 
d: cultu ſantftorum lib, 3, cap. 11. Ins darvinum requirebat, mt 
uns dies hebdomades dwaretur cultni divino. Thus we ſee theſe 
are dire@ly for us: Aquinas andthe ſ{choolemen are not di- 
re&ly againſt us, ( as hitherto-1t hath appeared, ) no more 
then Zazxchy , who yet is direly for us , as hath beene 
ſhewed. By the way, it doth not follow fromany evidence, 
that either theſe or Toftatws have given, that the afligning of 
one day above another was ceremoniall , taking this word 
( ceremoniall ) ia proper ſpeech : for 1.1t may beaccomp= 
ted poſitive. 2. what have wee to doe with ceremontalls (in 


_ proper ſpeech ) now under the Goſpell, who yet doe 


{till obſerve one day in ſeven. 3s nay why may not that 
allo juſtly be accompted morall, if God hath marked 
out | thiat-day wee celebrate by ſome notable worke, to be 
conſecrated to the Lord, above others 2? eſpecially accord» 


ing to Biſhop Lake his grounds , namely that the worke of 
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the day is the grounlof hallowing the day : for proofe whereof 


hee appeales to the inſtirution of all teaſts both humane and 
divine. In this caſe, I ſhould thinke there is no colour for 
ſuſpition of any Judaiſme ; who thoſe fathers are, who have 
pronounced ( as here it is ſaid ) the fourth Commandement 
ro be a ceremony, a ſhadow, and a figure only, here it is not 
mentioned,but delivered at large , but I finde that 1hchrins 
rejefts from the Decalogue this precept for the obſervation of the 
Sabbath,eſteeming it to be only ceremoniall, oppoſed herein by 
Dominicus Bannes ; Sed profeFo fallitur quoth Bannes : for the 
precept is morall as togching the ſubſtance of the precept, to wit, 


. that there be a certaine time wherein a man ought toreſt unto 


God, although the determination of ſuch a time be not deſigned : 
But heretofore the ſeventh day was deſigned by a Divine precept 
ofetive ; in the Law of grace, the day o bs Lords Reſwrrefli- 
on 5ſo that amongſt the people of God , one day in the weeks 
hath been determined for divine ſervice. As for our Divines, the 
moſt generall opinion amongſt them is,that the obſervation 
of one day in ſeven is of perpetuall obſervation. For albeit 
B-entias upon Leviticus affirmes , that the Church may in 
theſe dayes obſerve but one day in 14. if they will.. Yet not 
onely Gomarns, and Rivet profefſe that under the Goſpel! 
wee muſt allow a detter proportion of time for Gods ſervice, 
ratherthen.a worſe , in reference to that which was allowed 
under the Law : But Luther tom. 5.fol, 610. profeſſeth that 
drinimum uns ies aliquis per hebdomadam, is to be-choſen 
for Gods worſhip, and Baldwis in his caſes of conſcience, 
2.C. 13. ca/.2. touching feaſts. [t 15 morall ( ith hee ) r9 
ſantlifie one.day in ſeven, Mafter Hooker conteſſeth as much 
in his Eccleftaſticall policy. And if (alvim hath a way by 
himſelfein this ; there is no reaſon hee ſhould be introduced 
to affront the moſt generall current of our owne Divines, 
muſtered up by Walzxs as a cloud of witneſſes, ſtanding for 
the morality of one day in ſeven. Yet Walz2us hath cleared 
alſo Calvir1n this point, and that in reference to-more preg- 
nant paſſages thenare produced here; where nothing is delt- 
vered in.oppo.1tion thereunto.z the laſt tends to the confir-

lowed for the caſe , and recreation of ſervants ; what day — —

ment in the very front commands the /anttifying the Sabbath 
not the ſeventh day , but the Sabbath/: and in like maner it 
ends with nn +" A that the Lord: Bleſſed the Sabbath day 
(notthe ſeventh) /anttified it.But when the queltion is made 
what Sabbath ? I ſhould rather anſwer 4 reſt froms all ſervile 
works, then as here it is anſwered, T be ſeventh day.

In theſe words. They therefore are but idly buſfied , who 
would ſo farre enlarge the Sabbath or ſeventh day im this com- 


mandement , as to includ: "the Lords Day in it , muſt light 
not upon us onely , but upon other greater Divines, yea and 
upon the Church of England alſo; but our comfort is,that 
wee finde it very weakly grounded. As for the inſtitution of 
the Lords Day, I never reade nor heard any that grounded it 
upon the tourth -Commandement otherwiſe , then by pro- 
portion. 

That Commandement containes two things 1. the ſanQis 
fication of the Sabbath. 2. a deſigning of the time when ; 
both as touching the-proportion of time, to wit of one day 
1n ſeven; and as touching the particularity of the day under 
the forementioned proportion. For in commanding a ſeventh, 
1t commands one day in ſeven, the former inferring the lat- 
ter, as well as it doth inferre the ſetting of ſome time in ge. 
neral 
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nera]l a part for Gods ſervice, which not one ( that I know) 
denies to bee the ſubſtance of this commandement. Now 
as the Lord deſigned, what ſhould bee their Sabbath day 


unto the Jewes z ſo hath hee deſigned what ſhall bee the 


Sabbath day ro us Chriſtians. « 

This deſignation made to us wedo notderive fromthe fourth 
commandement ; but this day being by the word of God de- 
ſigned untous, ill holding up the ſame proportion of time : 
the reſt of this day and the ſanRificationthereof,this and this 
alone doe we derive from the fourth commandement, and al- 
ſo, that undoubtedly we Chriſtians ought not to allow unto 
God a worſe proportion of time for his Service, then did the

As tou- 
ching the pafſage here alleaged out of Calvin, Iam ſorry to 
obſerve the common errour of others committed here alſo ; by 
diſmembring Calvins ſentence,leaving out one halfe of it,ma- 
king him to deliver that abſolutely, which hee utters onely 
conditionally. And the other halte of the firſt ſentence here 
mentioned doth manifeſt as much,namely that Calvin ſpeakes 


only againſt them,who think themſelves obliged ro the obſer-. 


vation of one day in 7.for ſome myſterious fignifications ſake; 


andaccordingly Wallews ſheweth that he oppoleth none bur 


Papiſts, whole courſe is to obſerve feſtivall dayes for ſome 
myſtery ſake, whereof hee gives good evidence by a p_ 
which he allegeth out of Bellarmize, all which I have former- 
ly ————_ more at large, in my anſ{werto the Preface Se, 
4. I come to the fourth Se&ion- of the Author ; That ſome 
doe urge the words of this Commandement, ſo farre till they draw 
blood infteed of cemfort, are but words : nothing of this kind 
hath beene hithertomade good ſo much ay in the leaſt colour 
of probabilicie: And who upon due obſerving of the fourth 
commandement may not well be brought to admire the wiſe- 


dome of God, that as hee hath placed it in the morall law,

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which concerneth all times and perſons z ſo he hath ordered ir

but to fulfillit : andthat the leaſt of them, ſhould not be abroga- 
ted in bis kingdome of the new Teſtament, In ſo much that whe- 
foever breaketh one of the leaſt of theſe tenue commandments and 
reacheth men ſo, hee foonld be called the leaſt in the Kingdome of 
heaven, that 5 ( faith the Author) he ſhould have no place in his 
(arch, To the firſt ofthele here the Door anfwereth thus, 
To which we ſay with the «Apoſtle :: Doe we deſtroy the-Law by 
faith ? Godforbid : We confirme it rather, 2 Chriſt then bath 
put away the ſhadow, but retained the light,and ſpreads it wider 
then before : ſhewing thereby the excellent harmony betweene the 
Goſpell and the Law. As touching the firſt part of this preſent 


anſwer ; that is too aliene frotn our prefent purpoſe ; the- 


queſtion betweene OAK; £27 whether the Law be deſtroyed, 
by preaching juſtification by faith ; we know that as touching 
\ the ceremoniall Law, whatſoever wzs. prefigured thereby is 
fulfilled by Chrift; and as touching the morall Law, Chriſt 


hath tulflled that alfo partly in himſelfe by perfe& obedience © 


thereunco, and making ſatisfaftion for our difobediencezand 
partly in us, ' by giving us more power to performe obedi- 
encethereunto through faith in him, then ever we had before 
hace the fall of «£417, But our Saviour, Harrh. 5. treats 
of deſtroying the law by abrogating it or any part thereof, 
which how they canavoid,who teach that Chriſtby his death, 
hath freed us from che Yoke of the fourth commandement, I 
cannot comprehend z Suppoſe it be but one of the-leaſt com-

under the Goſpell, then the Jewes did uader the law. Yet 
neither they nor we fhall enjoy it intirely, till we are brought 
to ourreſt in g'ory. Certainely the conſcionable obſervation 
of the Sabbath ever was, and is a principall meines todraw us 
co that ſpirituall reſt from ſin, and eternall reſt in glory. If 
Saint Paz by taxirg the Jewiſh obſervation of dayes & times, 
| doth therewithall tax the obſervation of the Lords day ia 
place of the Jewiſh :; then let us turne Anabaptiſts, and Soci- 
nians, and utterly renounce the obſervation of the Lords day, 
as well asof the Jewiſh Sabbath. The ſame Apoſtle Cv/. 2, 
ſpeakes nat of the Sabbath, but of Sabbaths ; and there were 
dayes enough ſo called amongſt the Jewes, and that by the 
Lord both of dayes and yeares, beſides the weekely Sabbath ; 
yet we arecontent the reſt of the ſeventh may be ranged a- 
mong(t other Sabbaths, as prefiguring Chriſts reſt that day in 
the grave. But to ſpeake of the Sabbath hand-over-head 
without diſtin&tion we love not; nor ſee Iany cauſe, why men 
ſhould be in love therewith. unlefſe withall they love confu- 
fion : and to fiſh in troubled waters, is many times an advan- 
tage to ſerve turnes. Letthe reſt of the ſeventh be in Gods 
name crucified with Chriſt upon the crofle, or at leaſt be bu- 
ryed with him ia his grave, and ſq as never to riſe with him ; 
but ket our Chriſtian Sabbath ( our Saviour ſpeakes of Marth, 
24. 20.) take life togeth=r Mora our Saviours reſurretion 
that brought with it anew creation, a new world, and there 
withall a new Sabbath, as DoRor'e Audrewes Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter deliyers it in his Starre Chamber ſpeech inthe caſe of 
Trask. As reaſon tells us that there muſt be ſome certaine ap-= 
pointed time for Gods publique Service ; {0 as good reaſon tells 
us, wee Chriſtians cannot without {inne, allow nato God — 
| % | is

pell, then the Jewes were 
the Law. God hiavelte never having deſerved: ſo much at the 


hands of man as under the Goſpell-; and there. never _ 


greater neceſlitic of obſerving a Sabbath, then under the Gol- 
pell, theway of truth and holineſſe being ſo beſe:, and with 
ſuch encombrances as the like were never knowne to the 
world before ; yet ſtill from the bondage and neceiſitic of the le 
wiſh Sabbath, we are delivered by the Goſpell ; for neither doe 
we keepe their day, then'called :he Lords boly day ; but the firſt 
day of the weeke, the day of Chriſts reſurre&tion in the new 
Teſtament, called the Lords day, Revel. 1,10. And fo willing- 
ly we come to the conltderation of the right, whereby The 
Lords day hath ſacceeded in tae place thereof Let it be the /hame 
of the eAnabaptiſt, Familiſt and Swenk feldian,co make all dayes 
equall and equally to be regarded, /o inſteed of (hriſtian liber- 
tie to bring into the Church, an Heatheniſh licentionſneſſe, yet 
furely the heathens ever had their feſtivalls even weekely, and 
that onthe ſeventh day, which was ſometimes called in this 
reſpe&mwInuiopre, Andat this day the Turkes fFeſtivall is 
their Friday, the ficſtday of Mahbumzrs kingdome,when hee 
fled from Mechato Iethrib, and thenceforth conſtituted both 
the firſt day of their weeke and of their yeare. Letas many as 
by their Sabbatarian ſpeculations, bring all to Iudaiſme bee 
cenſared as they deſerve ; but as for themthat deſire to have all 
the glory of the Tewts Sabbath transferred tothe Lords day, take 
heed how you cenſare them, leaſt you cenſure Auſtin alſo, and 
the D5&ors of the Church mentioned by him, who have de- 
creed this. As for the river called Sa#baticrs, let ſuch lettice 
ſerves their lips that like them, Cenſures of fanatickand pee- 
viſh ſpirits,areas liberally beſtowed by ſome ; as the Batocchi 
and Bagalini, which the Pope ſcatters at che day of his coro» 
nation; but who they be thatdeſerve them,God will one day 
Judge. But I perceive whither this tends ; If ſome conceive 
the Lords day to be prophaned by Maygames and Morice 
dances;they are cenſured for men ftanatick 8 of peeviſh ſpirits; 
but they little think that all the Prelates of the kingdome may 
23 well comeunder their laſh,and the whole Parliament in the 
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firftof king Charlcs. But that thred which here is began, is 


drawne cut ſomewhat longer inthe-next Setion following. 
- 5 Inthis fifth Setionthings are ſo carryed, that it is an bard 
martertodiſcernethe DoQors meaning, eſpecially in relating. 
the difterent opimons, concealing the Authors of them and 
the place where they are to be found, and their arguments

T he Sabbath 
had reference to the old creation, but in Chriſt wt are anew crea= 
trre,q new creation, audſo to bave a new Sabbath. And Athana- 
fins his diſconrie long agone upon that of Aſatrh. 11, 29, All 
things are given to me of my Father, Fink priorts creationts Sab- 
betum,Theend cf the firſt creation, was the Sabbath day, but the 
beginning of the ſecond cyeation is the Loras day : and of this hee 
diſcourſeth theremore at large. And we find manifeſtly this 
notable congruitie betweene the Sabbath day and the Lords 
day, that like as God on the ſeventh day reſted tron the worke 


*ef creation; ſo Chriſt our Saviourribng on the firſt day of the 


weeke trom the dead, made that the firſt day of his reſting 
from the worke of redemption. But when I contider the Do- 
Aors ſharp cenſures of weakxeſſe, of impudency, of ignorance z it 
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is not credible he ſhould cloſely let fleeat ſuch as Arhanaſ7re Setb.3. 


and Doftor Andes Biſhop of Winchelter ; Neither doe I 
find thoroughout this whole diſcourſe any notice- taken of 
this ground, whereupon their 'diſcvncie runnes. It” 1s mote 
likely by farre that ſome meaner perfons, and poore' ſnakes 
are herein ſetup as markes to ſhoot at; and as fignes to be ſpo- 
ken againlt It 1s true, many doe prove herence the morality of 
the fourth commandement z The author of the praCtice of pi- 
etice which goes under Biſhops name, takes this con?le of his: 
_ tenne argatnentsto prove the commatidements of the Sabbath 
to be morall ; this is the ſecond ; Beeanſe it was commanded of 
God to Adam inhis innocency.' Biſhop' Anirewes in his Patterne 
of catechetitall dottrines takethithe like conrie; as formerly hath 
beene mentioned and which ismore, profefſeth This to be a 
prinaple : that th: Decaloguets the law of vatare revived, anidiths 
Lw of natare ts the Image. of God: now in God( (with he ) ther# tan 
be no ceremony, but all mnſt be eternall + a»d ſoin this Image which 
z the law of nature ; and [vin the Decalogue, whereas a ceremony 
75 «exp» piror.and accordingly that one day'iin ſeven is to bet 
obſerved, and conſecrated wito Gods Service; asChryloftorile 
long agoe hath interredheretice ; bat it is nothitig ſtall ro tn- 
ferre herence the celebration of the Lords day. -In-like nran- 
ner not one that I know,ancient or late;doe concltide'frontthe 
fourth' commandement,: either the celebration” of the Lardy 
day, or the tranſlation ofthe Sabbath from the ſeventlt dayto 
the firſt day of the weeke. Bae herence indee® they inferre 
( and moſt juitly in my judgement.) that if one day inthe 
weeke were to be conſecrated unto the Lord, by vettue of the 
morall law. tn the dayes of the old Teſftamenr, mach more 
doth it becomeus' ( by the very light of nature ) to Confeerate 
as good a proportion of time to Gods' ferviceundertheGoſo 
pell; And accordingly to reft from all workes. that finderthe 
ſanification of thar day in the exercuſes of pietie, and fo fxrre 
forth as they are found to hinder it, not for any myſterijons f1g- 
nifications fake, in which reſpeCta very rigorous reſt is moſt 
commonly conceived to bee emoyned tothe Jewes, Tdoe 
wonder the Canoniks are reckoned amongft thoſe, ' who doe. 
build the celebration of the Lordsday, pon the conftitution of 
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the Charch and affirme this abſolutely ; when in the next Sefton 
many Canonifſts are alleaged out of eAzorizes, as maintaining 
the arvine authority of the Lords dayes : and one of them, Sy/- 
veſter by name, profelling it to be opinionem communem. And 
as for Schoole-men,it is apparant, that P ominic Bannes, puts 
a maniteſt difference betweene the Lords day and ogher teſti- 
vities, which are ex mſtitutione eccleſie. And whereas Bellar- 
ine is alleaged as the mouth of the Schoolemen, to aftirme 
abſoJutely,. that the celebration of the Lords day, is by the 
conſtitution of the Church, and that in diſtin&ion from them 
who ſay it was ordered by the Apoſtles:T find no ſuch matter in 
the place quoted, but rather the contrary, both confirming, 
that one day in a'weeke is to be conſecrated to the Lord by 
law divine, and whereas it was not fit, that now the Saturday 
ſhould be it; thereforethe Sabbath was turned into the-Lords 
day by the Apoſtles; his words are theſe, Ins divin# requirebat 
ut vnus dies hebdomade dicaretur cultui divino : non autem con« 
veniebat ut ſervaretur Sabbatum. Itaque Sabbatum ab Apoſtolss 
in diem Dominicum ver/umeſt ; likewiſe Sixtus Senenſss ſaith, 
that the inſticution of the Lords day is of the eApoſtles. as I 
have ſhewe41 in my anſwer to the preface S. 5.Itis true that 
which is hcrereported of Brentizs, as who profeſſeth itto be 
left indifferent to the Church toordain one dayin feven,or on 
day in fourteene to be conſecrated ; which whether it be not 
an.unreafonableconceit, TI am willing to appeale to the judge- 
ment of Do&or Pridexnx,yet Gemardus the Luthera! will not 
follow Brentizs in this ( as T have ſhewed in my anſwer to the 
preface and 5. Sefion) For hee acknowledgeth the celebrati- 
on of the Lords day, tobe jxta Apoſtolorum conſtitutioner, 
And as for Chemnitizs what he writes hereof, is nor expreſſed, 
but for the divine authority of the celebration of the Lords 
day, I haverepreſented the joynt conſent of ſome 11. or 12. 


. of ourmoderne divines in the place before mentioned;Beſides 


the concurrence of the ancient Fathers, not ene of them being 
{o much as pleaded for the oppoſite Tenet ; and laſtly the ge- 
nerall anfwer of Chriſtians in the times of perſecution, when 
they were demanded in this manner Dominicum: ſervaſti, haſt 
thou k;pt the Lords day ;tor uſually it was this, Chriſtian ſum,

The firſt opinion (to wit of thoſe who maintained the divine 
authoritie, of the celebritic of the Lords day by the old Te- 


ſtament) 1s here cenſured for inclining much to Judaiſine, but 


it is not expreſſed wherein, And it is apparant, they doe not 
maintaine the obſervation of the ſeventh day. Certainely 
this is delivered in reference to ſomewhat, that is not thought 
fit to be expreſſed ; yet the prefacer did expreſle it, imputing 
unto them whom he oppoſeth, that they doe obſerve the 
Jewiſh Sabbath, not in reſpe& of the Jewiſh day, but of the 
Jewiſh manner obſerving it, to wit, in the way of a rigorous 
reſt., Put, I know none that maintaines any other reſt from 
warks, then as they areayocations from ſacred ſtudies and me- 
ditations : whereas the Jewes obſerved ittor fome myſterious 
fGgnification ſake, and thereupon were tyed to amore rigorous 
reſt, . But let them ſpeake plainly, and ſay we are too rigorous 
in thinking ſports and paſtimes unlawfull on the Lords day. 
And herein 7appeale to every Chriſtian conſcience ; whether 
theſe benot as great avocations from ſacred ſtudies and medi- 
tations, as the workes of our ordinary callings. Then againe 
which of us comes neareſt to Judaiſme herein ? 7s itnot a» 
eainſt the Jewes, that e Auſtin profeſſeth? Meline eſt orare quam 
ſaltare, Better to goe to plough then to dances ; and Famine ve 
ſtre melins lanam facerent quam ſaltarent, Better it were your 
women ſhould ſpin wooll then dance : as their courſe was in 
cheir feſtivalls. Againe, why ſhould their opimion be Jewiſh, 
by maintaining it out of the old Teſtament; rather then out of 
the new ? Then, who are they that maintaine it onely by the 
old Teſtament ? And laſtly,not onethat I know (neither doe 
I thinke it can be juſtly obtruded on any ) doe maintaine the 
ſiicceſſion ofthe Lords day, in the place of the Jewiſh Sabbath, 
either by the originall inſtitution of it, asfrom the creation, 
- or by the fourth commandement ; yet upon theſe nullitics ;is 
founded, the impuration of b91h impadency and ignorance, in 
oppugning the received opinion of Divines : That confidently 
taken up for areceived opinion among divines, which is in 
no tolerable ſort proved ; not one Ancient alleaged for it, and 
but two Papiſts qucted ; the one - whichlT have ſhewed to by

ſion of dayes is into weekes , and ifa ſeventh part of our time 


be in reaſon to be conſecrated unto God , wee thinke it 
more convenient to ſet one intire day in ſeven apart for this, 
then the ſeventh part of every day, . becauſe the other bufi- 
neſles of every day are apt to caule diftraftion from the Lords 


ſervice. And as I have but erſt diſcourſed; it ismore fit the 


Maſter ſhould appoint unto the ſervant what proportion of 
ſervice hee ſhall performeunto him ; then that this ſhould be 
left to the diſcretion or liberty of the ſervant.

And why 
ſhould any man (tick-in acknowledging it to be morall 4 when

Neither doe I thinke ever any man called it judiciall , but 
Azorits profefleth it to be ration! maxime conſortaneum moſt 
apreeable to.reaſon: 3 and no man that I know hath at any time 
a himſelfe to deviſe a proportion of time to be ſpent in 
Gods ſervice, more agreeableto reafon then this.

courle I have formerly examined ſomewhat at large ; The 
voluntary conſecration of it by Chriſtians no man hath cauſe 
to embrace, who profefſerh himiclfe not ſatisfied with the 
bare ordinance of the Church, as but erſt the Door did.OFf 
Brentizs I have ſpoken enough, ; yet well fare him that pro- 
feſſech the autboiity of the day to be ſo farre divine, that he 
who ſhall neglett it , or rafuly breake it, doth forthwith become 
worſe then the Few or 'Infidell. As for the eArminians,what 
reſpe& ſocver they pretend to the patterne of the primitive 
Church, like enough they could be very well content with 
the Socinians, to make all dayes equall in uſe , as well as 
they are in nature, orin reſpe& of any myſterious fignifica- 
tion ; I leave efzorirs to refreſh himſelfe with the juyce of 
his owne diſtin&ion ; It is well that Szarez comes lo farre 
as to profeſſe that praftically it is not alterable by the Church, 
As for (alvin, Bucer,(hemnitixs , and the reſt, who arc onely 
ſayd to affirme that ftill the Church hath power to change the 
Loras day to ſome other, 1 findeno ſuch thing in Calviz, and 
Bucer : as for what Chemmitizs delivers hereupon,in my judge- 
ment hee ſayth no more then Calvr : though ſome particu= 
lars in him I have found tobe weake enough , upon difcuſ- 
ſion in the 6 Sefion, of my anſwer to the Preface : having 
there met with the ſame names, named to thefame purpoſe. 
It is not credible to mee they ſhould give power to the Church

O be inſtituted in me- 
mory of our redemption , admits an ambiguous fignificati- 


on ; That bringing with it a new Creation, and fo requiring 


a new Sabbath;as Biſhop Az4rees diſcourſeth and Athara- 
ſ141200. yeares before him ; Nodiy had a better marke for 
this to bepreferred into the plice of the' fewes Sabbath then 
the day of Chriſts Reſurre&ion z yet conſidering that not 
that day of the yeare ; but that day of the weeke 1s called in 


Scripture the Lords Day,this maketh it eyidently to ſavour of 
Divine infticution, yetit is well thathete it is acknowledged 


to 


1s fill in force to bind Chriftians, 


to be expreſly of traditions Apoſtolicall. Beza addeth, & vere Fo g, 


Divine,on Revcl, I. 10, I truſt we ſhall ever give due reſpeR, 
both toLaw, and Goſpell ; and the better concurrence wee 
finde of them for the maintenance of any dofrine'ot ours, the 
more Cauſe wee ſhall have to rejoyce therein without feare 
of cenſure for the mixing of them, or framing any Sabbaticall 
1doll out of them. Ttis not the firſt time I have read of ſome 
ſuch aſperſion in Rogers his preface to his Analyſis of the Ar- 
ticles of the Church of England;And the next yeere was prin- 
ted D-#illet upon Geneſis dedicated to King ſames, where on 
the.2.ch.3.v.he concludes his diſcourſe on this argument after 
this manner; Bt theſe allegations are here ſuperfluous,ſeeing there 


is a learned treatiſe of the Sabbath already publiſhed of rh argu= Girged ut by 
ment (meaning D, Bownds diſcourſe thereon ) Which contain» Mr, Rog 


eth a moſt ſound dofrine of the Sabbath, as is layd downe in the 
former poſitions, which ſhalbe able to abide the triall of the Word of 
God, and fland warranted thereby , when other humane fantaſies 
ſhall vaniſh : howſdever ſome in thetr heate and intemperance,are 
not afraid to call them Sabbatarian errors , yea heveticall aſſerti- 
0n5,a new Iubily,Saint Sabbath,more then either Tewiſh or Popiſh 
inſtitution ; much lefſe doe wee feare the ſtory of the Jew of 
Tenkesbury ;, Solomon hath taught us that the righteous (pareth 
hi5beaſt and in our Saviours dayesthe Jewes themſelves though 
very ſuperſtitious in the obſervation of their Sabbath, yer 
ſhewed mercy towards their beaſts in leading to them to wa- 
ter, and helping them out of the ditch on their Sabbath day. 
Bur God can give men over into a minde voyd of all judge- 
ment.as to the deſtru&ion of their ſoules, ſo to the temporall 
deſtru&ion of their bodies alſo,and that as in the way of pro- 
fanenes, wherof we have manifold experience,ſo in the way of 
ſuperſtition. Now ſuch ſtories are pretty flouriſhes, and plea- 
ſing to the judictous,provided they are to purpoſe, and Grd 
argument hath not beene wanting to Jaſtifie the doctrine 
they maintaine : but when they are out of ſeaſon, or ſupply 
the want of better argument , they want their grace, and are 
pleafing only tothe ignorant or partialiſt. At length Iam come 
unto the laſt S707.

I doe highly approve the diſtin&ion following 
of things commanded, and things permitted on the Lords 
day, and- the explication of- each member z the object of- 
the one, all ations advancing Gods ſervice, the objeR ofthe ' 
other, tuch things as are rio hinderance thercunto 3 Asin the 
frſt place workes of neceſſitie ; then workes of charitic ; yet the 
permittirg of theſe, is rightly to be underſtood ; not ſo asif 
the workes of necefity here rentioned, were in fuch fore per= 
mitted as left to-a mans liberty, whether he will performe 
them' orno» For nndoubtedly we are bonnd as much as lyes 
in our power, to quench a dangerous firekindled in a Towne, 
onthe Sabbath day, it being a worke of mercy, neceffarily re- 
quired. For if toreturne'a pledgeere the poore pawner of it 
went tohis bed, in cafe it were his covering, were a worke of 
mercy, how mach more to fave amans houſe from burning, 
how much more to fave a whole Towne from being conſu- 
med, whereby many might bee driven to lye without doores, 
void of all comfort to the body ? So to draw the ox out of 
the ditch, and'to lead Cattells'to watering, I take it to bee 
a worke of mercy, as tending'/to the preſervation of lifein a 
dum creature, In like ſort the dreſſing of meat for the health of 
mans body, I take to bee a worke of mercy. So thatthe per» 
forming of rheſe in reference to the end whereto they tend, T 
take —_ of neceſſary duty (as here they are called workes of 
neceſſitie) and conſequently nor permitred only, but comma 
ded alſo in the general}, though not in this commandetnent x 
bur in the ſecond commandement of the ſecond table only 
they are ſaid to be permitted on the Lords day to ſignifie, that 
the fourth commanMnent doth not' enjoyne them nor forbid 
them, in commanding rcett from workes on that 8ay, and the 
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ſan&ifying of that reſt. I doe not doubt butthat charitie be 
.gins froms it ſelfe, and the Scripture commands us ro /ove our 
neighbour as our ſelves. And can wee performe better love to 
our ſelvesin advancing our owne good, then by making The 
Sabbath our delight,to conſecrate it as glorious to the Lord ? As for 
the recreations, which are here faid to (erve lawfully tothe 
_ refreſhing of our Spirits. ; this appellation is very ambiguous, 
neither doe I know any difference betweene the recreating of 
our Spirits, and the refreſhing of our Spirits : yet here the re- . 
frething of our Spirits is made the end of recreation. Againe 
| It were good to diſtinguiſh bztweene recreation of the body, 
and recreation of the mind. I thinke the refreſhing of Spirits 
pertaines to the recreation of the body ; mens ſpirits are natu- 
rall and materiall things, and they are apt to beeawaſted firſt 
naturally : tor as life conſiſts in calid?, inan hot matter, ſo 
eateisaptto ſpend and waſte the matter wherein it is ; and 
Spicits thus waſted ave recreated, that is, repaired by eating 
and drinking: And thus proviſions of yiRtuall are commonly. 
called recreats., 2. Secondly they are waſted alſo by labour 
voluntarily undertaken, and theſe are repaired, as by the for- 
- mer way,ſo by reſt alſo. And each way we areallowed to re- 
createour ſpirits on the Lords day ; and as toallow ſuch reſt 
to our ſervants as a work of mercy, ſo to our own badies alſo. 
- | But now a dayes many courſes are called recreations,wherein 
there 1s found little reſt ; and the naturall Spirits of man are ra= 
ther waſted, and his nataretyred ; farre more then the one is 
repaired, or the other eaſed.” And when all comes to all, I 
doubt the ifſte will be,to (tile the pleaſures of our ſenſes by the 
cleanly name of recreations. Now the Jewes were expreſſel 
forbidden to find their owne pleaſure on the Lords holy day E [:58. 
13. yet were they not forbidden all pleaſure, that belonged on- 
ly to ſucha Sabbath as was a faſt ; and therein indeed hypo- 
crites are taxed for finding pleaſure on that day E7.58. g. But 
the weekely Sabbath, was for pleaſure and delight, bur not 
for mans owe pleaſure, nor for the doing of their owne wayes.

that the end ofall that diſcourſe of his, is to promote this ex= 
hortation, Feare God,and keepe kis commandements, For this is 
whole man ; then on the other (ide, the bleſſed, the comforta-« 
ble and only profitable condition of delighting in the Lord, 
in the judgement of Davia, the Father ot King Solomon, Dc 
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light thog in the Lord,and he ſhall give thee thy hearts defire ; to 
meete with the contrary judgement of carnall men,who ſay, 7t 
profitteth not a man, that he ſhould delight himelfe with God. It it 
be faid that ſuch ſports are tolerated, to fit a man for his calling 
the day following ; It1s very.ſtrange, that workes of our cal- 
ling ſhould not be permitted* on any part of the Sabbath day, 
and fports and paſtimes ſhould ; And ſhall not the ſpending of 
our time in Gods Service, not publiqueonly,but privatealto, 
farre better fit us to ſerve God in the workes of our calling, and: 
make us more _ of his bleſſing vpon our labours, then 


. the exerciſing of our ſelves in ſports and paſtimes? As for the 


maintaining of good neighbourhood,I appeale to every mans 
conſcience, whether Chriſtian neighbonrhood be not better 
maintained, in meeting together in the repeating of a Sermon, 
the word inthe originall being only Con/ortium,or in cditying 
one another in holy communication ; then in meeting toge=- 
ther at beare-baiting, or at a play, or at a maygame, or to look 
upona morice dance.2.whether on:the Lords day which is our 
Chriſtian Sabbath icgs not fit to maintaine neighbourhpod, 
and Communion in things ſpirituall ; as at other timesto 
maintaine neighbourhood in things civill, and temporall. To 
conclude this,there are 3. things that in this diſcourſe give 
little fatisfation, 1. that under recreations are comprehended 
not only ſuch courſes as recreate,and refreſh the Spirits, wher- 
by men are made more fit for labour both of body, and minde, 
but alſo,(and that more principally intendeqas it ſemees) the 
pleaſing of the ſenſes, and eſpecially the eye and the eare,and 
thus mens pleaſures carnall pleaſures are cleanely carryed un- 
der the ſtile of recreations, and: refreſhments ot the ſpirit, when 
they deſerve rather to be called the tickling of the fleſh. 2. here

and not vainely canght at. ; but in what: caſes, it falls:out to be 
juſily giveo,and in what not;in what caſe it is vainly caught ar, 
and in what not, here we find no explication;which yet I pre- 
ſame will ſeeme neceſſary 1n every wiſe mans judgement ; ef- 
pecially to me 1tmuſtneeds ſeeme ſo,being as I am,in extreame 
deſpaire of deviſing theſe different caſes of mine owne head. 
Of Chriſtian liberty from the yoke of J-wiſh ceremonies I 
have read, but of Chriſtian liberty unto ſports, and paſtimes, 
under the gentile notion of recreations,and that on the Lords 
day,I never read ti]] now. TheJewes to this day continue their 
ceremonies,but not any abſtinence from al ſports,andpaſtimes 
on their Sabbath; for if they did, why ſhould Auſtin tell them, 
it were better for them to goe to plough then to dance ? In the 
very feſtivalls of the Jewes which were yearely,a difference 
there was inthe dayes of eachzthe firſt, and laſt were Sabbaths 
appointed for holy convocations, and thereon abſtinence 
comtaanded from all ſeryile works ; I no where finde any pi-

ping and dancing on thoſe dayes ,faving their temple muſick; 
how much more undecent is it to clap the weekely Sabbath, 
together with other feltivalls, as if there were nodifference : 
AAn ſignifies to be moved round,and conſequently it ſignifies, 
as ſometimes to dance,as 1 Sam.30.10 ſometimes alſo to ſtag- 
ger like a drunken man,P/al. 107. 27. And dancing was uſed 
ſometimes in the feſtivalls of the Jewes,whereby they teſtified 


their rejoycing in the Lord, 7:r.31. and witha pipe they came 


to themount of the Lord, E/.30,and Miriam Moſes filter, and 
other women alſo with Timbrells , and dances expreſſed their 
Joy in the Lord for their deliverance'from the hands of the 
Exyptiansand for their ſafe paſſage through the red Sea,where- 
inthe enemics were drowned. But of any ſuch courſeuſed on 
the firſt, and laſt day of their yearely feaſts, which were ſet a- 
part for holy convocations,we find no example amongſt them; 
much lefle as approved,while they continued the Church,and 
people of God,leaſt of all on the weekely Sabbath. As for love 
teaſts on the Sabbath untill abuſe crept in, they continued 
without exeeption in great Ours to quicken one ano» 
ther, and provoke unto love,and gracious communication for 
the edification of their _— never heard of any ſchiſmatique 
how raſhly. zealous or Stoicall ſoever, that tooke upon him 
the authority of the civill magiſtrate : All for oughtI know, 
concurre in this,that it delongs onely to the magiſtrate out of 
coercCitive power to command,and compell, but to the Mini- 
ſter of what ſe ſoever,only to perſuade,and worke upon mens 
conſciences : ſo that the members of this compariſon are moſt 
indecently yoaked feigning men to be of what ſpirit ſoever it 
pleaſeth to ſhape them, and to doe whatſoever they thinke 
good,though never {o unreaſonably, and without all example. 
Of the Jewes I have read,that they count itunlawtull to kill a 
Flea on the Sabbath ; and ſuch things muſt be pinned upon the 
fleeveof oppoſites to grace their cauſe, for'want of better argu- 
ments to ſtrengthen it. Infine we kave a buffe give to debauch- 
ed companions in words, when underthe cleanly terme of 
Recreations on the LordsDay,the courſe here 
taken is to ſacrifice unto them in»

And 
why ? they cannot alter the firſt ground, Chriſts ri- 


ſing upon that day. Secondly, they cannot alter the 


uniforme order that upon that pagan able ,ground 
was ſetdown by the Apoltles themſelves, which were 
 infallibly guided by the Holy Ghoſt, 
And ont of theſe grounds I deduce,that the Lawdoth im- 
mediately bind their conſcience. : 


And that it is to be obſerved,even where it may be 
tranſgrefſed without any ſcandall. 


Chriſt and the Apoſtles were not abſolutely bound to lay 
ſuch a toundation of the Lords Day', and ſo it was Libera ine 
ſtitutionss ; but they having layd it, I deny that it is now 
Libera Obſervationis ; {o that under God I know no power 
that can alter it... Sb, 


The Fathers ſpeake of the _ Sabbath,” and 
Allegorize that as it was carnally uſed by the Jewes. 
But we ſhall-wrong the Fathers, if we thinke they 
held that there was no Morality in the Letter of the 
Commandement. ” |. Box

For though there were a myſtery figured in it, yet they 
doe not deny that therg was a morall proportioning of tice 
for Divine Service preſcribed therein, which is the ſeventh 
part of the weeke. 5 


It is onezhing to ſay that all our life time we muſt 
be religious in our converſation, and keepe a ſpiri- 
tuall Sabbath'; anotherching to affirme that we mult 
not have a folemne weckely day, wherein to intend 
onely Divine worſhip. 


This laſt point the Fathers doe not ſay, the former 
they doe,and to argue from their Omiſſhon , is to cx-« 
tend their words beyond their meaning ; atleaſt, their 
meaning. is not adequate-to the ſenſe of the Com- 

' mandement. 


No nor to their praiſe ; For they did conſtantly ob- 
ſerve a ſeventh part of the weeke, which I ſay isthe firſt prin- 
ciple.contained inthe fourth Commandementr. 

'*. Though Idenynot bur there is moreover a limita- 
tiqn to the ſeventh day from the Creation expreſt, - 
which Chriſt and his Apoſtles altered ; but thisalte- 
ration cannot overthrowthe firſt principle; they may 


. both well goe together. 


_  Totheparticularallegations out of the Fathers I will an- 
ſwernomore then, that what they ſay is true, but doth nor 
contradi& what I hold. For the myRicall ſenſe doth not o- 
verthrow the literall of the Commandement. And they un- 
derſtand the ſeventh day preciſcly from the Creation. which 
we confefe altered, and ſpeake not of the divine Ordinance, 
for the apportioning of time, but the carnall obſervation of 
the Jewes. 


And your anſwer to the firſt Queſtion grounded 
onthe Fathers words may: pafſe for g20d ; but there 
is more in the Commandement then 1o.

Y ox adde two Queſtions. 


3 Whether ſeeing the Lords day ſucceeds the Jewiſh Sab- 


bath, wee are to keepe it in the ſame manner, and with the 
{ame [triAneſle ? 


Firſt I hold in my Theſes, that our Lords day doth 
properly ſucceed the Sabbath inſtituted at the Crea- 


Whereupon I ſeparate all the Acceſſories 
from Moſes Law. | 


Secondly, The Jewes did miſconſture the ftrick- 
nefſe of their Sabbath, as appeareth by the many 
correQions of our Saviour in ghe Goſpell, and his 
Generall Rule : The Sabbath was made for man, not 
man for the Sabbath. 

Thirdly, They held that they might not ſo much 
as kindle a fire, or drefſe Meat upon that day, groun- 
ding their conceipt upon the Texts that are Ex. 35, 
&& Cap. 16. 

But both Texts ſeeme to be wrefted ; for that Exod. 35, 
about kindling a fire, muſt be limited by the verſe going be- 
fore,and is not to beunderſtood of any other kindling of fire, 
then for following of their Trades or Servile workes, as they 
are called. And fo Hunſfter, Vatabl:, and othersnupon that 
place cenſure their miſtake. Fe

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And that it is a miſtake againſt the'meaning of the 
Commmandment, Igather from hence : For the 
Jewes that will not put their owne hands to kindle a 
fire, will hire Chriſtians to doe ic for them ; as if the 

- Commandment did not reach Servants and ſtrangers 
within their gates z and they offend as mich in doing 
it by others, as if they did ic by themſelves. But fo 
doe they ule to abuſe the Scripture, and confute their 
Gloſſes by.their owne praftice. -- | 


As for the 16. Chapter of Exod. which ſeemeth to forbid 
the dreſſing 'of 'Mear, 7 hold that miſtaken alſo. Read the

might goe wich the relt of their tamilie, 
As for other recreations, if they benot oppoſite or 
prejudiciall to Piety, they may well ſtand withthe 
tolemnizing of the Sabbath and other fealts. 


Too much Auſterity doth rather hurt then good ; ſpect, 
ally in thoſe dayes, wherein Indulgence, where of we havePat- 
teines in Gods Synchoreticall Lawes, isextorted from thoſe 
that are in Authoritie,by the generall corruption: of the time. 


Wherefore I would diſtinguifh-in ſuch caſes be- 
tweene the Precept and permiſſion. | 


The Precept ſheweth whereunto men fhould tend and be 
exhorted ; and it were to be wiſhed they would follow, and 
keepe the Lords Day , as they are direed by the Canon 


and Injdh{tion. 


The Permiffion ſheweth what maſt be tollerated for the 
hardneſle of mens hearts+ 


Vacation from bodily labour is required both Per 
/«e; forit is a figure of our freedome from thoſe Ani> 
mall toyles in the Church Triumphant , and alſo 
Propter aliua, that we may the better intend our ſpi- 


ritual life. 


To conclude all , ſeeing all agree that it muſt be obſer- 
ved, and differ onely upon what ground and how farre ; ſee- 
ing to fetch the authority trom God, and to keepe it with 
all reaſonable ſtrifnefſe maketh moſt for Piety , in a doubt- 
full caſe, I incline thither, though I condemne not them 
thar are otherwiſe minded , wiſhing that ſobriety of judge= 
ment toall in ſuch diſputes, which Saint Paa/ commendeth 
Rom, Cc. 14. |
